The 1999 Session of the North Carolina General Assembly 


The General Assembly of North Carolina convened at 12:00 noon today in the State Legislative Building 
in Raleigh. This is the 144" session of the state legislature, counting from the first assembly elected under the 
Constitution of 1776 (the official count of 143 apparently omits one of the sessions listed in John Cheney's North 
Carolina Government 1585-1979). The General Assembly has convened at the seat of government in Raleigh 
since 1794. Before then, it met at various times in New Bern, Halifax, Hillsborough, Fayetteville, Tarborough, and 
Smithfield. 


The Institute of Government’s Legislative Reporting Service 


The Institute of Government begins its 64" year of daily legislative reporting with this issue of the Daily 
Bulletin. 

The Daily Bulletin is published each legislative day. It is intended to help members and staff of the 
General Assembly, state and local government officials, the public, and members of the news media understand 
and follow the progress of pending legislation. Each edition of the Daily Bulletin will include: (1) a list of bills 
introduced that legislative day; (2) a report of all calendar action taken on the floor of the Senate and House of 
Representatives; (3) summaries of all bills introduced and summaries of all amendments and committee 
substitutes adopted by the Senate or the House; (4) the schedule and agenda of forthcoming legislative 
committee meetings; and (5) other information on the legislative process, such as election of officers, appointment 
of committees, adoption of rules, and other official acts of either chamber. 

Each day the Daily Bulletin is distributed to members and staff of the General Assembly and to the chief 
administrative officer and the legislative liaison of each state agency. County and city governments and public 
libraries receive a weekly compilation of the bulletins in a single document, the Weekly Bulletin. Other public 
officials may subscribe to the Daily Bulletin and other publications of the Institute of Government's Legislative 
Reporting Service for a fee that covers the cost of distribution. Commercial subscriptions are also available for 
the Daily Bulletin and related publications. For information about subscriptions, contact the Institute of 
Government Publications Office at 919-966-4119, by email at khunt@iogmail.iog.unc.edu, or on the web at 
http://ncinfo.iog.unc.edu. 

In addition to the Daily Bulletin, other publications of the Legislative Reporting Service include: the Daily 
Summary, a report of bill introductions and calendar action, but not including digests of bills, amendments, or 
committee substitutes; the Week/y Bulletin, a compilation of all bill digests and other information from the previous 
week into a single document; and the Weekly Status Report, which includes several reports on the current status 
of bills and resolutions. At the end of the session an /ndex of Legis/ation and a report on the Final Disposition of 
Bills and Resolutions are also available.

SENATE BILLS 


S 1.1999 SENATE RULES. ADOPTING THE PERMANENT RULES OF THE SENATE FOR THE REGULAR 
SESSIONS OF THE 1999 GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF NORTH CAROLINA. Similar to the 1997 Senate rules, 
except as follows. (1) Convening hour. If Senate adjourns on preceding legislative day without fixing hour of 
reconvening, the Senate convenes at 2:00 pm on the next legislative day or at 7:00 pm if next legislative day is 
Monday. (2) General decorum. Prohibits operation of wireless telephones on Senate floor or galleries while 
Senate is in session. Prohibits Senators from placing an item on the desk of, or in office of, another Senator 
unless the material conspicuously displays the name of the Senator placing the item. (3) Duty to vote. Requires 
that a motion by a Senator to change his or her vote must be made on the same legislative day that the vote is 
taken. (4) Committees. Establishes the following standing committees. Agriculture, Environment, and Natural 
Resources; Appropriations and Base Budget; Appropriations on Dep’t of Transportation; Appropriations on 
Education and Higher Education; Appropriations on General Government; Appropriations on Human Resources; 
Appropriations on Justice & Public Safety; Appropriations on Natural & Economic Resources; Children & Human 
Resources; Commerce; Education and Higher Education; Finance; Health Care; Information Technology; 
Insurance; Judiciary |; Judiciary Il; State & Local Govt; Pensions and Retirement & Aging; Rules and Operations 
of the Senate; Transportation; Ways & Means. Establishes the following select committee: Tobacco Settlement 
Issues. (5) Filing and “cross over” deadlines. Sets bill filing deadline at 30 minutes after adjournment on Mondays. 
Establishes the following deadlines for filing bills. Local bills: 3:00 pm, Wednesday, March 31, 1999. Public bills 
and resolutions (other than memorial and adjournment resolutions): 3:00 pm, Wednesday, April 14, 1999. In both 
instances, bills or resolutions are considered to be timely filed if they are submitted to the General Assembly's Bill 
Drafting Division one week before the filing deadline. Establishes April 29, 1999 as “cross over” deadline for 
consideration of House bills (other than bills required to be referred to the Senate Appropriations or Finance 
committees) during 1999 or 2000 sessions. (6) Pages. Requires that Senate pages be at least 15 years old or in 
ninth grade. (7) Voting in joint sessions. Provides that when the Senate sits jointly with the House, either in 
committee of in joint session, the Senate reserves the right to vote separately.

JAMES B. HUNT, JR., THAT THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY IS ORGANIZED AND READY TO PROCEED WITH 
PUBLIC BUSINESS AND INVITING THE GOVERNOR TO ADDRESS A JOINT SESSION OF THE SENATE

H 1.1999 TEMPORARY HOUSE RULES. ADOPTING THE TEMPORARY RULES OF THE REGULAR 
SESSIONS OF THE NORTH CAROLINA HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES OF THE 1999 GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY. Adopts temporary House rules that will remain in effect until permanent rules are adopted by the 
House. Similar to 1997 House rules, except as follows. (1) Convening hour. If House adjourns on preceding 
legislative day without fixing hour of reconvening, the House convenes at 2:00 pm on the next legislative day 
(except Mondays). (2) Consent calendar. Deletes provisions regarding the consent calendar. (3) Previous 
question. Allows the Speaker Pro Tempore, as well as the Rules chair, the majority leader, and other designated 
members, to move the previous question. (4) Committee assignments. Allows two majority whips to serve on all 
committees. Allows Speaker (when he or she appoints standing committee chairs) to designate one additional 
person who can serve on all committees. Provides that no more than 4 of the 5 additional committee members 
designated under Rule 26 may vote at any one committee meeting based on their status as additional members. 
(5) Committees. Establishes 41 standing committees and 10 standing subcommittees. Same as 1997 session, 
except as follows. New committees: Aging (was a Human Resources subcommittee) ; Alcoholic Beverage 
Control; Children, Youth, and Families (was a Human Resources subcommittee); Cultural Resources; Economic 
Growth & Community Development; Financial Institutions (was a Commerce Subcommittee); Health (was an 
Insurance subcommittee); Highway Safety; Judiciary Ill; Judiciary |V; Law Enforcement; Marine Fisheries; Mental 
Health; Military, Veterans & Indian Affairs (was a State Govt subcommittee); Occupational Safety & Health: 
Public Health; Public Utilities (was a Commerce subcommittee); Small Business; State Parks and Properties (was 
a State Gov't subcommittee); State Personnel (was Public Employees); Travel & Tourism (was a Commerce 
subcommittee); UNC Board of Governors Nominating; Wildlife Resources. Deletes Finance Local, Regional, & 
State Revenues Subcommittee. (6) Filing and “cross over” deadlines. Sets bill filing deadline at 30 minutes after 
adjournment on Mondays. Establishes the following deadlines for filing bills. Local bills: 3:00 pm, Wednesday, 
March 31, 1999. Public agency and study commission bills: 3:00 pm, Wednesday, March 3, 1999. Appropriations 
bills: 3:00 pm, Wednesday, April 28, 1999. Public finance bills: 3:00 pm, Wednesday, May 12, 1999. Other public 
bills: 3:00 pm, Wednesday, April 14, 1999. In each instance, bills are considered to be timely filed if they are 
submitted to the General Assembly’s Bill Drafting Division one week before the filing deadline. Establishes April 
29, 1999 as “cross over” deadline for consideration of Senate bills (other than bills required to be referred to the 
House Appropriations or Finance committees) during 1999 or 2000 sessions. (7) Appropriations and finance bills. 
Amends rules to make the definition of bills required to be referred to the Appropriations or Finance Committees 
consistent with provisions of Rule 38. (8) Introduction of bills. Deletes provision limiting to 10 the number of public 
bills that may be introduced by a member. (9) Joint Legislative commission on Municipal Incorporations. Identical 
to Senate Rule. (10) Calendaring of bills. Amends Rule 36(a) to require that the chair of the Rules Committee 
place a bill on the calendar no later than four legislative days after the date of the committee report on the bill, 
unless the bill is re-referred by Speaker to another committee. (11) Discharge petition. Deletes provision allowing 
discharge petition to force a vote on removing a bill from committee. Retains provision allowing motion to remove 
a bill from committee after proper notice is given. (12) Re-referral of bills. Allows the Speaker to move a bill from 
one committee to another after it has been in the committee for ten legislative days. The Speaker must give three 
days notice to the committee chair before taking action. (13) Bill sponsors. Allows a maximum of 4 principal 
sponsors for a bill.

THE SENATE..Amends GS 120-11.1 to provide that the regular session of the Senate and House of 
Representatives shall begin on the first Monday in December (formerly, third Wednesday after the second 
Monday in January) next after their election. Amends the table in GS 163-1 to change the terms of state senators 
from two years to four years. Makes these changes effective only upon approval by the voters of related proposed 
constitutional amendments. If those amendments are approved, the amendment to GS 120-11.1 is effective with 


respect to members of the General Assembly elected in 2000, and the amendment to GS 163-1 is effective with 
respect to senators elected in 2002.

S 9. SESSION LENGTH LIMITS. TO LIMIT THE LENGTH OF LEGISLATIVE SESSIONS AND TO PROVIDE 
FOUR-YEAR TERMS FOR MEMBERS OF THE SENATE. Amends section 11(1) of art. Il of the Constitution to 
limit the length of legislative sessions beginning with the regular session in 2001, and also extends the length of 
senate terms from two years to four years, beginning with senators elected in 2002. The session limits are 135 
calendar days plus one 10-day extension for long (odd-year) sessions, and 60 calendar days plus one 10-day 
extension for short (even-year) sessions. Provides counting rules for reconvened sessions and periods of 
adjournment longer than 30 days. Changes starting date for terms of office of General Assembly members to the 
first Monday in December after election (was, first day of January). Amends section 14(1) of art. Il of the 
Constitution to call the President Pro Tempore of the Senate the Acting President of the Senate in those 


instances where the Lieutenant Govenor is unable to serve. Provides for these constitutional amendments to be 
submitted to the voters at the general election in November 2000.

S 10. LONG-TERM CARE SAFETY INITIATIVE. TO ENACT REFORMS IN THE LONG-TERM CARE 
INDUSTRY IN ORDER TO IMPROVE QUALITY OF CARE, INCREASE PROTECTION OF RESIDENTS, AND 
STRENGTHEN STATE OVERSIGHT OF INDUSTRY PRACTICES. Contains no substantive provisions.

S 12. JUDICIAL APPT./VOTER RETENTION. TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION OF NORTH CAROLINA TO 
PROVIDE FOR GUBERNATORIAL NOMINATION OF JUSTICES OF THE SUPREME COURT AND JUDGES 
OF THE COURT OF APPEALS, LEGISLATIVE CONFIRMATION, AND RETENTION BY VOTE OF THE 
PEOPLE. Amends Art. IV, sec. 16 of the NC Constitution as title indicates. Provides for submission of 
constitutional amendment to the vote of the people in the November 2000 general election. Provides that regular 
superior court judges will be elected in districts. Nomination, confirmation, and retention process applies to 
vacancies and new judgeships on the Court of Appeals and Supreme Court occurring on and after Jan. 1, 2001. 
Governor nominates a person to fill vacancy. General Assembly must confirm nomination by vote of three-fifths of 
members of each house present and voting. General Assembly must vote on confirmation within 60 calendar 
days of the date of nomination; excludes some between-session days from this time period. Permits Governor to 
convene the General Assembly in extra session for purpose of considering confirmation of a nomination. Limits 
special session to a single day and this item of business. 

A judge or justice who is nominated and confirmed is subject to voter retention on a nonpartisan ballot at the 
next statewide election for members of the General Assembly that is held more than 18 months after the 
nomination is confirmed. Upon retention, a judge or justice serves a regular term. A sitting judge or justice who 
desires to continue in office is subject to voter retention at the last statewide election for members of the General 
Assembly held before the expiration of the judge or justice’s term of office. If voters do not approve retention, the 
judge or justice’s office becomes vacant at the end of the term of office, and the vacancy is filled by the 
nomination, confirmation, and retention process described above. The Governor may nominate only a person of 
the same political affiliation as the judge or justice who was not retained. The political affiliation of a nominee is 
determined as of 24 months preceding the date of the vacancy for which the nomination is made. 

Includes the following transitional provisions. A judge or justice elected to one of these courts before Jan. 1, 
2001 for a term extending beyond that date and who is in office on that date has his or her term extended through 
June 30 of the year following the eighth year after the date the judge or justice was elected to office. At that time, 
the judge or justice is subject to voter retention if he or she desires to continue in office. A judge or justice 
appointed to one of these courts before Jan. 1, 2001 for a term extending beyond that date and who is in office on 
that date has his or her term ended on June 30, 2003, and is subject to voter retention in 2002 if he or she desires 
to continue in office. Any vacancies created on or after Jan. 1, 2001, are filled by the nomination, confirmation, 
and retention process described above. Vacancies created, but not filled, before that date are also subject to this 
process. 

Enacts new GS Cn. 7A, Art. 1A, subject to passage of constitutional amendment. This article provides 
greater detail about nomination, confirmation, and retention. Provides that confirmation is by joint resolution. 
Permits Governor to withdraw nominations. Permits legislature to investigate nominees and gives a legislative 
committee access to the files of the Judicial Standards Commission. Provides that Governor will provide 
commissions to judges and justices who are nominated and confirmed, as well as to those who are retained. 
Provides rules for retention elections, including requirement that retention elections be placed at the top of the 
ballot over all other elections or matters for decision, whether partisan, nonpartisan, or otherwise. Makes 
conforming changes in GS Ch. 163, GS 7A-10, and GS 7A-16.

S 1.1999 SENATE RULES. ADOPTING THE PERMANENT RULES OF THE SENATE FOR THE REGULAR 
SESSIONS OF THE 1999 GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF NORTH CAROLINA. Introduced and digested 1/27/99. In 
addition to changes described in 1/27/99 digest, rules differ from 1997 Senate rules as follows: (1) Order of 
business. Questions of personal privilege and explanations of vote are last order of business. (2) Motion on 
previous question. Motion may be for that reading or all readings. (3) Open meetings. Neither select nor standing 
committees may have closed meetings. (Previous rule referred only to standing committees.) (4) Form of bills. 
Deletes provision allowing member to file draft in form not prepared by Legislative Services Office, and adds 
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provision that Rules Committee must approve form of bill established by Legislative Services Office. (5) Motion to 
move bill. Adds chair of Rules Committee to those who may make motion to move bill to another committee. (6) 
Effect of defeated amendment. Defeat of an amendment prohibits subject of the amendment from being in 
another bill. (7) Signing of bills. Clarifies that Deputy Pro Tempore can sign bills when presiding. (8) Conference 
committees. Deletes requirement that chair of the committee that a bill went through must be on a conference 
committee on that bill.

H 2. EXCELLENT SCHOOLS ACT FUNDS (=S 2). TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO IMPLEMENT THE

Prohibits sale of lottery tickets to minors or payment of prizes to 
minors, but allows person over 18 years of age to give or assign lawfully purchased tickets to minor and allows 
payment of prize won by minor to minor’s family or legal guardian. 

Establishes Lottery Fund in State Treasury and requires State Controller to advance necessary funds for 
start-up costs. Provides that up to 16% of annual lottery revenues may be used for lottery expenses and that at 
least 50% of revenues must be used for prizes. Provides that, after payment of expenses and prizes, remainder is 
to be distributed as follows: 20% to the Clean Water Revolving Loan and Grant Fund under GS Ch. 159G; after 
that distribution, as much net income as is needed to fund an Education Improvement Scholarship Program (to be 
created following a study and report of a task force); remaining funds will be used for public education technology, 
facility and capital needs. 

Revises tax code to subject winnings that are federally taxa ble to 7% state income tax and revises criminal 


statutes to exempt lottery activities from criminal penalties. Preempts all local regulation. Becomes effective when 
state Board of Elections certifies referendum results.

H 19. CASINO BOATS REGULATED. TO PROHIBIT CERTAIN CASINO BOATS FROM OPERATING IN C 
NORTH CAROLINA AND TO REGULATE CERTAIN CASINO BOATS THAT OPERATE IN NORTH CAROLINA 
PURSUANT TO FEDERAL LAW AND TO LEVY A PRIVILEGE TAX ON GAMBLING BOATS OPERATING IN 
NORTH CAROLINA AND TO REQUIRE WITHHOLDING FROM CERTAIN GAMBLING BOAT WINNINGS. 
Prohibits “gambling cruises to nowhere” in NC and regulates, to extent allowed by federal law, gambling cruises 
that originate and terminate in NC. 

Adds GS Ch. 14, Art. 37, Part 3, the “Gambling Cruise Prohibition and Regulation Act.” Makes unlawful the 
manufacture, sales, transport, or use of certain gambling devices on a watercraft that embarks from a point in NC 
and disembarks in NC, without making an intervening stop within the boundaries of another state, another U.S. 
possession, or a foreign country. Defines an intervening stop as one in which the watercraft docks at a port, 
remains in port for six hours, and allows passengers to disembark. Violation is a Class A1 misdemeanor with a 
fine of up to $5,000 and possible imprisonment. Also authorizes designated law enforcement officers to seize 
property related to the crime and to inspect boats, when it appears someone is on board, without a warrant. 

Requires casino boats to obtain a $10,000 ABC permit to serve alcohol. To become eligible, a casino boat 
must (a) serve meals on each voyage and have a dining capacity with seating for 36; (b) have gross receipts from 
food and nonalcoholic beverages that exceed the gross receipts from alcoholic beverages; and (c) have a home 
port in an area where issuance of ABC permits are legal and where passengers enter. Requires liquor purchased 
for resale in mixed drinks to be purchased from the local board for the jurisdiction of the boat’s home port. 

Makes those who operate gambling boat voyages subject to a privilege tax of $6 for each passenger that 
embarks in this state. Requires the tax to be remitted monthly. 

Requires gambling boat operator who pays a North Carolina resident more than $600 in gambling winnings 
to withhold taxes at a rate of 7 percent of the winnings. Makes withheld taxes due quarterly. 


Makes sections of act affecting taxes effective on the first day of the third calendar month after act becomes 
law.

Provides procedures whereby juvenile records may 
be obtained for these purposes. 

Financial need. Applicant must apply for federal Title IV student financial assistance. If applicant is eligible for 
Pell Grant in an amount less than total amount of community college tuition and mandatory fees, amount of state 
grant must be equal to difference between total amount of tuition and mandatory fees and Pell Grant amount. 

Applicant who is under 21 and who is ineligible for Pell Grant must be found in financial need if (1) applicant’s 
custodial parent or guardian has one dependent child under 21, and (2) adjusted gross income of family for tax 
year immediately preceding determination of financial need is less than $30,000 (if two dependent children under 
21, less than $35,000; if three or more dependent children under 21, less than $40,000). Board may adopt rules 
that define special circumstances under which applicant under 21 has otherwise demonstrated financial need. 
Board must adopt rules for determining financial need of applicants who are over 21 and ineligible to receive Pell 
Grant.

Remaining members are the State Treasurer or his 
designee; and one current public school teacher and one current state employee, both appointed by the 
Governor. 

Directs House Speaker and Senate President Pro Tem. to designate co-chairs from the legislative 
membership of the Commission. Quorum is a majority of the Commission. Provides for per diem, subsistence, 
and travel allowance for Comm’n members. Appropriates $50,000 for 1999-2000 to the Commission. Requires 
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Comm'n to report its recommendations to the 2000 legislative session and terminates Commission on the filing of 
its report.

A security may be registered in beneficiary form if the form is 
authorized by this or a similar statute of the state of organization of the issuer or registering entity, the location of 
the registering entity’s principal office, the office of its transfer agent or its office making the registration, or by this 
or a similar statute of the law of the state listed as the owner's address at the time of registration. A registering 
entity, which means a person who originates or transfers a security title, including brokers and transfer agents, is 
not required to offer or accept a request for security registration in beneficiary form. If it does accept such 
registration, it may place terms and conditions on the form of registration. On the death of the sole owner or the 
last to die of all multiple owners, ownership of securities registered in beneficiary form passes to the beneficiary or 
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beneficiaries who survive the owners. Transfer on death is effective by virtue of the contract between the owner 
and the registering entity and this statute and is not testementary. The interest of the decedent, however, remains 
liable for his or her debts in the same manner as personal property included in the decedent's estate. The act 
applies to registration of securities in beneficiary form made before, on, or after the effective date of the act, which 
is Oct. 1, 1999, by decedents dying on or after the effective date.

New GS 105-370 is enacted to 
provide that if a local government does not advertise tax liens, it must mail a notice to the listing owner and to the 
record owner as of Dec. 31 of the fiscal year for which the taxes were levied (if the record owner is different from 
the listing owner). The notice must be sent at least 30 days before initiating a foreclosure action pursuant to GS 
105-374 against the property. The notice must state the principal amount of taxes that are a lien on the property 
and that the lien may be foreclosed to enforce collection of those taxes. Amends GS 105-375(d) to provide that a 
judgment in an in rem foreclosure action may be docketed no earlier than 6 months after the tax liens were 
advertised or May 6 following the delinquency date (preceding Jan. 6), whichever is later. Enacts new GS 161-31 
to provide that a board of county commissioners may require the register of deeds not to accept any deed for 
registration unless all delinquent property taxes on property described in the deed have been paid. Effective Jan.

Information disclosed 
by schools to Division of Motor Vehicles for purposes of this act and pursuant to consent of parent, guardian, or 
emancipated minor must be limited to information identifying which statutory subsection makes student ineligible 
for driving eligibility certificate. Act applies only to conduct committed on or after July 1, 2000, and does not apply 
to licenses issued before Dec. 1, 1997. 


S 59. MOBILE PHARMACIES. Intro. 2/9/99. Senate committee substitute makes the following changes to 1st 
edition. Provides that act applies only to mobile pharmacies operated by nonprofit corporations that dispense 
prescription drugs at no charge to persons whose family income is less than 200% of the federal poverty level and 
do not receive reimbursement for the cost of the drugs from Medicare, Medicaid, a private insurance company, or 
a government. Requires mobile pharmacy to provide Board of Pharmacy with address of every location from 

which drugs will be dispensed but specifies that it is not required to pay separate registration fee for each location.

S 186. ABSENTEE VOTING CHANGES-1. TO MAKE CHANGES IN THE ELECTION LAWS DESIGNED TO 
PREVENT LONG LINES AT THE POLLS ON ELECTION DAY. Amends Subchapter VII of GS Ch. 163 (Absentee 
Voting) to delete requirement limiting one-stop absentee voting to persons expecting to be absent from the county 
the day of an election. Defines “election” as including general, primary, second primary, runoff election, bond 
election, referendum, or special election. Permits a person expecting not to be present at the polling place the day 
of the election to appear at the county board.of elections not earlier than the first business day after the twenty- 
fifth day before an election for the purpose of voting by absentee ballot. Voter must show either (1) a voter 
registration card: (2) a drivers license: (3) a special identification card issued under GS 20-37.7; (4) a passport: 
(5) an identification issued by the U.S. Dep't of Defense; (6) a social security card and other identification showing 
name, address, and picture of the voter. or (7) other identification showing the name, address, and picture of the 
voter that is acceptable to an election official present at the voting site. Voting may take place in the office of the 
board of elections or in an adjacent room, and county board of elections may provide other absentee voting sites 
with approval of State Board of Elections. Permits observers from political parties and unaffiliated candidates to 
attend each one-stop voting site, but observers may not engage in electioneering, impede voting process, or 
observe voting choices. Amends GS 163-228 to specify that county board’s register of absentee voting (in 
person, or by mail) must include (1) name of voter requesting absentee ballot, (2) number of assigned voter's 
application when issued, (3) precinct in which applicant is registered, (4) address to which ballots are to be mailed 
or notation of one-stop voting, (5) reason assigned for absentee voting, (6) date request for ballots is received, (7) 
the voter's party affiliation, (8) the date ballots were mailed or delivered, and (9) any additional information 
required by GS Ch. 163. Amends GS 163-229 to allow State Board of Elections some discretion in design of 
application on container-return envelopes. Absentee ballots to be returned by mail must be requested no later 
than 5:00 p.m. on the Tuesday before the election. For voters who expect to be unable to go to voting place on 
election day due to sickness or physical disability, permits a verifiable legal guardian or voter's near guardian to 
make written request for absentee ballot in person after 5:00 p.m. on Tuesday before election but not later than 
5:00 p.m. on Friday before election. in response, county board of elections must personally deliver to the 
requester the official ballots, container-return envelope, and instruction sheet. Defines “near relative” to mean 
spouse, brother, sister, parent, grandparent, child, grandchild, mother-in-law, father-in-law, daughter-in-law, son- 
in-law, stepparent, or stepchild. Provides specific instructions to county board of elections for marking and 
inserting materials to be delivered by mail to absentee voter. 

Requires county board of elections to hold public meetings for purpose of receiving applications for absentee 
ballots. Permits voter to transmit absentee ballots by commercial courier service, as well as by mail, to be 
received by board of elections by 7:30 p.m. on day of election (now, 5:00 p.m. on day before election). Permits 
the sending and receiving of absentee ballot applications and voted ballots by facsimile or electronic mail. 
Prohibits a candidate from acting as a witness to an absentee ballot (Class 2 misdemeanor) unless the voter is 
the candidate's near relative.

Allows, but does not require, registration of out-of-state orders by the filing with the clerk of 
superior court a copy of the out-of-state order along with an affidavit by the person protected by the order that the 
order is presently in effect as written. No notice of registration is given to the defendant. (5) Deletes provision 
allowing law enforcement agency not to respond to multiple complaints within a 48 hour period from the same 
complainant of domestic violence. 

Amends GS 15A-401(b) to add following to crimes for which law enforcement officer may make warrantless 
arrests: (1) violating a domestic violence protective order; (2) assault by pointing a gun when the defendant and 
victim have a “familial relationship” (term no longer in the statutes), (3) to expand coverage to simple assault, 
assault inflicting serious injury and assault on a female when the defendant and victim have a “familial” 
relationship, (current law, requires the narrower relationship of curre:.::or former spouses or person who are living 
or have lived together as if married).

Provides that any burial ass’n whose current assessments are 
not, or are unlikely to be within the next three years, adequate to reach or maintain reserve of at least $21 per 
member or are inadequate to meet requirements of proposal from insurance company to acquire assets of or to 
merge with ass'n may increase its assessments by amount necessary to reach and maintain reserve or to meet 
proposal. Increase shall be approved by vote of members of ass'n at regular meeting of ass'n or at special 
meeting called for increasing assessments. Sets out procedures for calling and conducting special meeting. 
Requires ass’n to submit to Board on or before June 1, 2000, and thereafter as may be required by Board, but not 
more frequently than once each calendar year, written report of financial soundness prepared by qualified 
actuary. Report must indicate adequacy of reserves and other items to pay current and future claims of deceased 
members and other specified items. On written request from ass’n that has held valid meeting and vote for 
voluntary dissolution, Board must issue order of liquidation for that ass'n. Board must issue order of liquidation to 
every ass'n that has not been acquired by or merged with insurance company if ass’n is not financially sound on 
June 1, 2001, as shown by actuary’s report. Sets out procedures for liquidation. If after June 1, 2001, Board 
determines, on receipt of written report submitted by ass’n, that ass’n is no longer financially sound, Board must 
issue order of liquidation, and ass’n must comply with order as set out in statute. Provides that no new ass'n may 
be authorized, organized, or licensed on or after Jan. 1, 2000, but ass’ns existing on that date may merge or 
consolidate as provided in GS 143B-472.2 and 143B-472.28.

S 221. NO TELEPHONE SOLICITATION. TO ALLOW RESIDENTIAL TELEPHONE SUBSCRIBERS TO BE 
PLACED ON A LIST OF PERSONS WHO OBJECT TO TELEPHONE SOLICITATIONS AND TO PROHIBIT 
TELEPHONE SOLICITORS FROM MAKING CALLS TO PERSONS ON THAT LIST. Adds GS 75-30.1 to place 
restrictions on telephone solicitations. Requires Attorney General to establish and maintain a list of telephone 
subscribers who object to receiving solicitations and to charge subscribers an initial listing fee and annual renewal 
fee. Telephone solicitors who make solicitations to numbers appearing on this list will be subject to a civil penalty 
not to exceed $5,000 per violation. Additionally, persons who have received more than one solicitation within a 
twelve-month period on behalf of the same entity may bring an action to enjoin the violation and to recover 
monetary damages up to $2,000 per violation. Telephone solicitors may assert as a defense that they 
established reasonable practices and procedures to prevent violations under this section. Requires the Dept. of 
Justice to adopt rules that require local telephone exchange companies to notify telephone subscribers of the 
opportunity to object to receiving solicitations and inform solicitors as to how to obtain access to the list. Adds new 
GS 62-53 to require local exchange company to notify persons subscribing to residential service of the 
opportunity to be placed on list of persons who object to receiving telephone solicitations.

(other than holder or its representative) who has not, in writing, identified property to owner is not an indication of 
interest in property by owner. Sets out factors concerning indication of interest in property. Sets out presumption 
of abandonment for particular types of property. Bill contains following statutory provisions: GS 116B-52 
(definitions of terms); 116B-54 (exclusion for forfeited reservation deposits); 116B-55 (contents of safe deposit 
box or other safekeeping depository); 116B-56 (rules for taking custody); 116B-57 (dormancy charge); 116B-58 
(burden of proof as to property evidenced by record of check or draft); 116B-59 (notice by holders to apparent 
owners); 116B-60 (report of abandoned property; certification by holders with tax return); 116B-61 (payment or 
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delivery of abandoned property); 116B-62 (preparation of list of owners by State Treasurer); 116B-63 (custody by 
state; recovery by holder; defense of holder); 116B-64 (income or gain accruing after payment or deliver); 116B- 
65 (public sale of abandoned property): 116B-66 (claim of another state to recover property); 116B-67 (claim for 
property paid or delivered to Treasurer); 116B-68 (action to establish claim); 116B-69 (election to take payment or 
delivery); 116B-70 (destruction or disposition of property having no substantial commercial value; immunity from 
liability; property of historical significance); 116B-71 (periods of limitation); 116B-72 (requests for reports and 
examination of records); 116B-73 (retention of records); and 116B-77 (agreement to locate property). New GS 
116B-74 provides that State Treasurer may maintain action in NC or another state to enforce GS Ch. 116B. New 
GS 116B-75 allows Treasurer to enter into agreement with another state to exchange information concerning 
abandoned property or its possible existence and join with another state to seek enforcement of GS Ch. 116B. 
New GS 116B-76 provides that holder who fails to report, pay, or deliver property within time prescribed by GS 
Ch. 116B shall pay to Treasurer interest at rate established under subsection on property or value of property 
from date property should have been reported, paid, or delivered; also sets out civil penalties for holder. New GS 
116B-78 (transitional provisions) provides that initial report filed under article that was not required to be reported 
before effective date of article (Jan. 1, 2000) but which is subject to article must include all items of property that 
would have been presumed abandoned during ten-year period next preceding effective date of article as if this 
article had been in effect during that period. Provides that article does not relieve holder of duty that arose before 
effective date of article to report, pay, or deliver property. Except as otherwise provided in GS 116B-71(b) and 
116B-76(d), holder who did not comply with law in effect before effective date of article is subject to applicable 
provisions for enforcement and penalties which then existed, which are continued in effect for purpose of this 
section. New GS 116B-79 allows Treasurer to adopt rules necessary to carry out GS Ch. 116B. Effective Jan. 1,

S 246. APPEAL OR TRANSFER FROM CLERK (=H 300). TO CLARIFY AND REVISE THE PROCEDURES 
GOVERNING APPEALS OR TRANSFERS FROM CLERKS OF SUPERIOR COURT TO TRIAL COURTS AND 
TO MAKE CONFORMING AND CLARIFYING AMENDMENTS TO OTHER RELATED SECTIONS OF THE 
GENERAL STATUTES, AS RECOMMENDED BY THE GENERAL STATUTES COMMISSION. Repeals current 
antiquated statutes on appeal and transfer from the clerk and replaces them with a new Art. 27A of GS Chapter 1, 
which for the most part codifies current statutory and case law regarding appeals and transfers from the clerk. (1) 
With regard to civil actions, provides that aggrieved party may appea’-‘ram the clerk's order or judgment, in 
writing, within 10 days for a trial de novo in the appropriate trial court. Clerk’s order remains in effect until modified 
by an order of the judge. Provides that the judge determines all matters in controversy but may remand to clerk or 
order clerk to take an action if judge determines that matter involves an action that can be taken only by the clerk 
or Justice would be more efficiently administered by the judge’s disposing of only matter appealed. (2) With regard 
to special proceedings, provides that if an issue of fact, an equitable defense, or request for equitable relief is 
raised in a pleading (or in an adoption proceeding in a pleading or written motion), clerk transfers the proceeding 
to the appropriate court except clerk does not transfer proceedings for incompetency or restoring competency or 
foreclosure proceedings. Once transferred, the judge may decide all matters in controversy unless the judge 
determines that justice would be more efficiently administering by disposing of only the matter leading to the 
transfer and then remanding the special proceeding to the clerk. If no such issue is raised in a pleading, the clerk 
decides all matters in controversy. If the special proceeding is heard by the clerk, provides that aggrieved party 
may appeal the clerk's judgment or order, within 10 days, to the appropriate court for a de novo hearing. Provides

that order of clerk remains in effect when proceeding is appealed, but clerk or judge may stay the order upon the 
posting of a bond. Provides that the issue in a partition proceeding of whether to order partition in kind or sale of 
the property is determined by the clerk but may be appealed immediately even though not a final order. (3) With 
respect to administration of estates of decedents, incompetents, and minors and administration of testamentary 
trusts, requires the clerk to determine all issues of fact and law and specifies that clerk’s order must contain 
findings of fact and conclusions of law. Allows aggrieved party to appeal, in writing, to superior court within 10 
days of entry of the order with appeal specifying the basis for appeal. Allows judge or clerk to issue a stay of the 
order upon posting of a bond, but allows clerk to issue orders affecting estate administration while case is on 
appeal unless judge limits that authority. Superior court review of the clerk’s order is limited to determining if the 
clerk’s findings of fact are supported by the evidence, if the conclusions of law are supported by the findings, and 
if the order is consistent with the conclusions of law and applicable law. If the judge finds prejudicial error in 
admission of evidence, judge may remand to clerk for a subsequent hearing or if the record is sufficient, resolve 
the matter on the basis of the record. If the record is insufficient, allows the judge to hear additional evidence on 
the issue. Requires judge to remand case to clerk after matter on appeal is determined for clerk to continue to 
administer estate. Provides for recordation of estate hearings on request of a party or in discretion of clerk. Makes 
conforming and clarifying amendments to various other provisions in the General Statutes that refer to appeals 
from the clerk. Effective Jan. 1, 2000;applies to orders entered on or after that date.

S 247. PRESCRIBED BURNING IN FORESTS (=H 316). TO ENCOURAGE PRESCRIBED BURNING FOR 
FORESTRY AND WILDLIFE PURPOSES UNDER CERTAIN CONDITIONS. Adds new Art. 4E (“North Carolina 
Prescribed Burning Act”) to GS Ch. 113. Cites the benefits to controlled burning of forestlands under certain 
conditions. Provides immunity to a landowner or landowner’s agent from any civil liability for smoke damage or 
smoke injury for a non-negligent prescribed burn under the provisions of the new article; also provides that such 
a prescribed burn is not a public or private nuisance. Such immunity applies when the fire is conducted by a 
prescribed burner certified by the DENR Div’n of Forest Resources pursuant to a prescription developed by the 
prescribed burner which contains specifics (outlined in the bill) of the plan for the burn. The burn must be 
conducted throughout by the certified prescribed burner, except that a landowner may himself or herself conduct 
a burn pursuant to a prescription developed by a certified prescribed burner if the tract to be burned is forestland 
under 50 acres. Prescribed burnings must comply with open burning permit requirements and air pollution control 
statutes. Effective Jan. 1, 2000.

70 IMPROVE NORTH CAROLINA'S LAWS ON MANAGED CARE, 
PERTAINING TO PAYMENT OBLIGATIONS FOR COVERED SERVICES, PROVIDER DIRECTORIES, 
DISCLOSURE, ACCESS TO CERTAIN PROVIDERS, TRANSITION CARE, INDEPENDENT REVIEW OF 
GRIEVANCES, CLAIM PAYMENTS, PROVIDER TERMINATION, AND HEALTH BENEFIT PLAN REPORTING. 
Adds new GS 58-3-225 that applies when insurer calculates benefit amount for covered service under health 
benefit plan through means other than fixed dollar co-payment. If so, insurer must clearly explain in various 
documents how it determines payment obligations of insurer and insured; explanation must indicate whether 
insurer has agreement with health care providers not to bill insured for amounts by which provider's charge 
exceeds insurer's recognized charge for service, which party must file claim with insurer, and whether insured 
may be liable for paying any excess amount. Adds new GS 58-3-230 regulating content and availability of 
insurer's directory of contracting health care providers. Among required information is whether each provider may 
be selected as primary care provider, is currently accepting new patients, or as other restrictions that would limit 
insured’s access to that provider. Adds new GS 58-3-235 establishing requirements for disclosure by health 
benefit plans to applicants and insureds. Content must include definitions, principal benefits of coverage 
provided, how coverage determinations are made, insurer and insured payment responsibilities, provider network 
limitations and requirements, tax and health plan accreditation status of insurer, and statement that these 
descriptions are summaries and that the health benefit plan itself should be examined to determine health benefit 
plan benefits. Adds new GS 58-3-240 imposing these specialty care providers requirements on health benefit 
plans: (1) if plan does not allow direct benefit to all specialists, plan must have procedure by which insured may 
received extended or standing referral to specialist; (2) if plan uses network of contracting providers, plan must 
allow insured to choose pediatrician as primary care provider for insured’s children under 18, and requires that 
plan give due consideration to medical need for treatment by specialist with subspecialty training in pediatrics 
when child under 18 requires services of specialist for treatment of life-threatening or degenerative and disabling 
condition or disease; and (3) plan must have procedure whereby persons with life-threatening condition or 
disease or degenerative and disabling condition or disease requiring medical care over prolonged period of time 
may receive referral to specialist with expertise in treating that disease or condition. Adds new GS 58-3-245 
requiring health benefit plans to allow every insured direct access without prior referral to services of optometrists, 
ophthalmologists, and dentists; and requiring such plans to allow every insured direct access after one initial 
referral to services of providers treating chronic conditions or complaints. Adds new GS 58-67-88 establishing 
transition coverage requirements for health benefit plans offered by HMOs that are not point-of-service plans. 
Requires minimum of 90 day’s transition coverage when insured's provider ceases participation in plan network. 
If persons become newly covered by plan because of involuntary change in health plans, requires comparable 
transition coverage for women in second or third trimester of pregnancy or persons undergoing treatment for 
condition or disease that is chronic, degenerative and disabling, or life-threatening. Makes all provisions 
summarized in this paragraph effective July 1, 2000. 
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Amends GS 58-50-62 regarding second-level grievance review for insureds dissatisfied with first-level 
decision. Amends subsection (f) to increase independence of review panel. Amends subsection (g) to give 
control of review panel meetings to its panel-selected chairperson and to specify that covered person's 
appearance at review meeting may not be made condition of full review. Amends subsection (h) to require 
decision of insurer to follow recommendation of review panel if panel rules for covered person, and to issue 
decision within 3 days of receipt of recommendation. Amends GS 58-3-100(c) to specify that Commissioner may 
impose civil penalty on HMO, service corporation, or MEWA, as well as insurer, and that a claimant under 
subsection includes health care provider or facility responsible for making claim with insurer. Adds new GS 58-3- 
250 requiring that contracts between insurers and health care providers who provide services to persons covered 
under health benefit plans include provision that provider will not be terminated or otherwise penalized because 
provider has filed complaints about insurer with state or federal agency, has advocated within plan in interest of 
patient, serves disproportionate share of enrollees who are high-cost or high-utilization patients, or has reported 
to state or federal agency any act or practice that jeopardizes health or welfare of patient. Makes all provisions 
summarized in this paragraph effective January 1, 2000.

Makes clarifying changes in statutes concerning deviations from rates filed 
with the Rate Bureau. Amends GS 58-36-100(b)(1) to include in definition of expenses taxes “levied by the State 
or by any political subdivision of the State, licensing costs, fees.” Amends GS 97-133 (powers and duties of Self- 
insurance Guaranty Ass'n) to delete duty of obtaining reports about aggregate benefits, to clarify that 
assessments are based on “gross premiums’ rather than “standard premiums’, and to require that the Secretary 
of Revenue provide the Ass'n with self-insurer premium and payroll information gathered under specified statutes. 
Amends GS 97-170(c) to remove requirements concerning employee base for applicants for self-insurance. 
Amends GS 97-180(d) to provide that self-insurers must provide a report of annual payroll information on the 
Commissioner of Insurance's request (now, within 120 days after the end of the fiscal year). 

Health insurance. Amends GS Ch. 58 statutes concerning health insurance. Includes amendment of GS 58- 
50-130(a) (small employer health benefit plans) to include a provision that: a late enrollee may only be excluded 
from coverage for the greater of 18 months or an 18-month preexisting-condition exclusion; if both applied to a 
late enrollee, the combined exclusion period cannot exceed 18 months; and, at the end of the exclusion period 
the late enrollee must be enrolled in the health benefit plan. Clarifies that benefits excepted under GS 58-68-25 
are not covered by GS 58-51-55(d), 58-65-90(d), 58-67-75(d), or 58-51-15(h). 

Bail bonds. Amends GS 58-71-82 (bail bonds licenses) to clarify that holding a professional bondsman’s 
license or runner’s license and a surety bondsman’s license simultaneously are considered one license for the 
purpose of disciplinary action involving nonrenewal of the licenses. 

Agent associations merger. Amends GS 58, Art. 32 to merge references and responsibilities of the Carolina 
Ass'n of Professional Insurance Agents into the Independent Insurance Agents of North Carolina. For example, 
where three nominees to the Public Officers and Employees Liability Insurance Commission are now made by the 
Professional Insurance Agents under GS 58-32-1, those nominees would come from the Independent Insurance 
Agents. Renames “fire and casualty” under GS 58-33-135(b) as “property and liability.” 

Automobile insurance. Repeals GS 58-36-75(c) (list of offenses to which facility recoupment surcharges 
apply). Amends GS 58-37-1 and 58-37-35(b)(2) to clarify that underinsured motorist insurance is included in the 
definition of motor vehicle insurance. Increases Reinsurance Facility coverage rates as follows: increases 
underinsured motorist and uninsured motorist from $100,000 to $1 million for each person and each accident for 
bodily injury liability. Increases uninsured motorist coverage for property damage from $15,000 to $50,000. 
Amends GS 58-37-35(e) to clarify that a chair of the Reinsurance Facility Board of Governors may continue to 
serve as chair until a successor is elected and qualified, even if it take the chair beyond their two year limit of 
service.

mental health agency has been designated to provide necessary treatment of the respondent, and other specified 
requirements are met.

Requires that 
the NC Auctioneers Comm'n set reasonable fines for licensee statutory violations and specifically for commission 
of acts prohibited by G.S. 85B. Prohibits a person who is not a high school graduate or the equivalent from being 
licensed as an apprentice auctioneer, auctioneer or receive an auction firm license. Provides that a person who 
has participated in at least 80 hours of classroom instruction may receive an autioneering license without first 
having an apprentice license only if the classroom instruction was received at an institution whose curriculum and 
instructors meet qualifications established by the Auctioneers Comm'n. Allows the Comm'n to set continuing 
education requirements for license renewal. Amends provisions regulating the Auctioneer recovery fund to require 
the Comm'n to maintain at least $200,000 (was $100,000) in the fund. Increases license and renewal fees for 
apprentice auctioneers from $50 to $125, application fee for auctioneers and auctioneer firms from $50 to &125, 
for auctioneer and auction firm exams from $25 to $75, for renewal of auctioneer and auctioneer firm license from

(3) 
Amends GS 50-13.4(c) to provide that court-ordered child support payments be made on a monthly basis, due 
and payable on the first day of each month (but requirement does not affect availability of income withholding 
from obligor’s wages based on obligor’s pay period). (4) Amends GS 52C-5-501(a) (Uniform Interstate Family 
Support Act) to allow “direct income withholding” of child support from an obligor’s unemployment compensation 
benefits pursuant to an income withholding order issued by a court or tribunal in another state (amount withheld 
may not exceed 25% of benefits). (5) Adds new GS 110-139.3 to require Dep't of Health and Human Services to 
establish high-volume, automated administrative enforcement procedures in interstate child support cases. (6) 
Amends GS 108A-69 (regarding obligation of employers to enroll child in health insurance plan pursuant to court 
order for medical support) to include the Teachers and State Employees Comprehensive Major Medical Plan 
within the definitions of health benefit plan and health insurer, and to make provisions of section applicable to 
parents eligible for family health benefit plan coverage through any employer (current law, an employer doing 
business in NC). Makes similar change to GS 58-51-115(a). (7) Amends GS 50-13.9(b) to provide that, pursuant

Comm'n must develop an overall plan for workforce training and development, report every two years 
to the General Assembly, and serve as the state’s Workforce Investment Board under the federal Workforce 
Investment Act of 1998. Establishes local workforce development boards (appointed by local elected officials in 
compliance with the federal act) to develop policy, act as the governing body for local workforce development, 
and serve as the Workforce Investment Board for the designated substate area under the federal act. Establishes 
in the Div'n of Employment and Training of the Dep’t of Commerce an Employment and Training Grant Program, 
through which funds will be made available to the local workforce development boards for use by local agencies 
to provide training, education, placement, and supportive services. Prescribes standards for disposition of those 
funds. Continues the Comm'n on Workforce Preparedness as the state’s Comm'n on Workforce Development 


until Jan. 1, 2001 or until appointments are made to the new Comm'n on Workforce Development, whichever is 
first.

Adds new GS 7A-773.1 to provide that judge presiding over case in which offender meets 
criteria in GS 7A-773(1) may request, at any time before imposition of sentence, that program provide sentencing 
plan. Court may also make similar request for misdemeanor cases in which class of offense is Class A1 or 1 and 
prior conviction level is Level Ill. Also, if offender meets criteria in GS 7A-773, defendant or prosecutor may 
request that program provide plan at any time before court has accepted guilty plea or received guilty verdict. 
Provides that before adjudication of guilt, defendant may decline to participate in preparation of plan within 
reasonable time after request is made. States that sentencing plan prepared by program must be presented to 
court, defendant, and State “in an appropriate manner.” 

Amends GS 7A-774 to provide that agencies applying for grants shall prepare comprehensive sentencing 
services program, which must be updated annually and must be submitted to senior resident superior court judge 
for judge's advice and written endorsement. Plan must then be forwarded to Director of Administrative Office of 
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Courts (hereafter, Director) for approval. Amends GS 7A-772(a) to provide that if senior resident superior court 
judge has not formally endorsed plan, Director must consider that fact in making grant decisions, but Director 
may, if appropriate, award grants to program in which judge has not endorsed plan as submitted. 

Effective for offenses committed on or after Oct. 1, 1999, amends GS 15A-1340.11(6) (intermediate 
punishment) to delete provision that provided that sentence to regular supervised probation imposed under 
community penalties plan is intermediate punishment, regardless of whether specified conditions were imposed, if 
plan is accepted by court and plan does not include active punishment.

Requires court to set a trial date after hearing pretrial motions and any plea conference, and trial date 
cannot be sooner than 30 days after the second administrative setting. 

Establishes venue for administrative settings as any county within the district. Requires that district attorney 
set and publish the trial calendar no less than 10 days before cases are calendar for trial. Requires that calendar 
be set in order that cases will be called. Cases are to be called in that order, and may be continued from the 
calendar only by consent of the State and the defendant, or upon order of the court for good cause shown. If 
continued, the judge, is required to set a new trial date. Permits modification or waiver of deadlines and other 
docketing rules by consent of the State and defendant, with approval of the court.

Amends G.S. 59-603 to provide that in cases where the partnership agreement makes no provision 
for the withdrawal of a limited partner, a limited partner may not withdraw prior to the time for dissolution and 
winding up of the partnership. This specific amendment applies to 1) any limited partnership formed before 
October 1, 1999 only if adopted in writing by its partners or as part of its partnership agreement and 2) to all 
limited partnerships formed on or after October 1, 1999. Other provisions in act becomes effective October 1, 
1999, and applies to suits filed on or after that date.

Charter School Advisory Committee. Authorizes State Board of Education (hereafter in this part, Board) to 
spend up to $50,000 each year to State Aid to Local School Administrative Units for 1999-2000 and 2000-20001 


years to continue support of a charter school advisory committee. 


Litigation Reserve. Funds in Board's Litigation Reserve that are not expended or encumbered on June 30, 
1999, do not revert on July 1, 1999, but remain available for expenditure until June 30, 2000. Authorizes Board to 
expend up to $500,000 for 1999-2000 from unexpended funds for certified employees’ salaries to pay expenses 


related to pending litigation. 


Exceptional Children. To extent that funds appropriated for exceptional children other than academically gifted 
children are adequate to do so, Board may allocate excess of these funds to provide services for severely 


disabled children in school units and in group homes. 


Alternative Schools/At-Risk Students. Board may use up to $200,000 of funds in Alternative Schools/At-Risk 
Students allotment for 1999-2000 and 2000-2001 years to (1) implement GS 115C-12(24), and (2) conduct 
studies of alternative schools and access to alternative schools, as required by S 1260 enacted in 1998 legislative 


session. 


Uniform Education Reporting System (UERS)/Student Information Management System (SIMS) Funds. Funds 
appropriated for cited systems do not revert at end of 1999-2000 and 2000-2001 years but remain available until 


expended. 


Three by Three Initiative. Funds appropriated for 1999-2001 biennium for Three by Three Initiative (hereafter, 
Initiative) are directed toward ensuring that every student is performing at or above grade level in reading and 
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mathematics by end of third grade as measured by state end-of-grade tests. Funds in amount of $7,791,801 for 
each year of 1999-2001 biennium are for purpose of providing extended learning opportunities for K-3 
underachieving students before and after school, on Saturdays, and other times as arranged by school and/or 
LEA. Principal of school receiving funding through Initiative, in consultation with faculty and site-based 
management team, must incorporate plans for expending funds allocated in this section in NC HELPS plan to 
improve school. Board is encouraged to use federal funds such as Goals 2000 to assist K-3 students to reach 
goals of Initiative. 

Assistant Principals. Of funds appropriated in act, salary differential between assistant principals and teachers 
shall be increased from 1% to 2% on principal/assistant principal salary schedule effective July 1, 1999. 

Part Vil. COMMUNITY COLLEGES 

Reward Excellence in Community College Teaching. Of funds appropriated in act, State Board of Community 
Colleges (hereafter in this part, Board) must distribute, in accordance with Board's policies, salary increase for 
teaching faculty members to be given to those who have demonstrated excellence in teaching. Funds may not be 
used for any purpose other than for salary increases and necessary employee contributions provided by this 
section. | 

Community College Funding Flexibility. Local community college may use all state funds allocated to it, except 
for Literacy Funds and Funds for New and Expanding Industries, for any authorized purpose consistent with 
college's Institutional Effectiveness Plan. This Plan must indicate to Board how college will use funding flexibility 
to meet demands of local community and maintain presence in all previously funded categorical programs. 

Part Vill COLLEGES AND UNIVERSITIES 

Aid to Students Attending Private Colleges Procedure. Funds appropriated in act to UNC Board of Governors 
for aid to private colleges must be disbursed under GS 116-19, 116-21, and 116-22. Funds shall provide up to 
$1,050 per full-time equivalent NC undergraduate student enrolled at private institution as of Oct. 1 of each year. 
In addition to funds appropriated under GS 116-19 and in addition to all other financial assistance made available 
to private educational institutions located in state, or to students attending these institutions, there is granted to 
each full-time NC undergraduate student attending approved institution a sum not to exceed $1,750 per academic 
year, which must be distributed as provided in act. Expenditures may not be used for student who is (1) 
incarcerated in state or federal correctional facility for committing Class A, B, B1, or B2 felony; or (2) incarcerated 
in state or federal correctional facility for committing Class C through | felony and is not eligible for parole or 
release within 10 years. 

Aid to Private Colleges/Legislative Tuition Grant Limitations. No Legislative Tuition Grant funds may be 
expended at off-campus site (defined as program offered for degree credit away from institution's main, 
permanent campus) of private institution, established after May 15, 1987, unless (i) private institution offering 
program has previously notified and secured agreement from other private institutions operating degree programs 
in county in which off-campus program is located or operating in counties adjacent to that county, or (ii) degree 
program is neither available nor planned in county with off-campus site or in counties adjacent to that county. 
Member of armed services, abiding in state incident to military duty, who does not qualify as resident for tuition 
purposes, is eligible for Legislative Tuition Grant under section if member is enrolled as full-time student. Grant 
may not exceed cost of tuition less any tuition assistance paid by member's employer. 

Wake Forest and Duke Medical Schools Assistance/Funding Formula. Disbursement to Wake Forest 
University shall be made in amount of $8,000 for each medical student who is NC resident ($5,000 to Duke 
University), $1,000 (S500, Duke University) of which shall be placed by school in fund to be used to provide 


student financial aid to financially needy NC students who are enrolled in medical school. Contains other specified 
limitations. 





Rewarding Teaching Excellence. Funds appropriated in act for Rewarding Teaching Excellence Program must 
be distributed according guidelines established by UNC Board of Governors. Funds may not be used for any 
purpose other than for salary increases and necessary employer contributions provided by section. 

Part IX. DEPARTMENT OF ADMINISTRATION 


Parking Revenue. Authorizes Sec'y to use net revenue from parking funds to fund the $15.00 per month 
subsidies for vanpools and transit passes. 

Governor's Advocacy Council for Persons with Disabilities. Requires the Dep't of Health and Human Services 
to continue to provide the current or comparable office space for the four regional offices of the council.

Global Transpark Authority to Reimburse Highway Fund From Federal Sources. Requires the Transpark to

reimburse the Highway Fund up to $1,800,000 of federal reimbursement funds for environmental impact ( 
statements or assessments. 
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Aircraft and Ferry Acquisitions. Requires the Board of Transportation to prepare and report to the General 
Assembly and the Joint Legis. Comm'n on Governmental Operations operation and capital cost estimates before 
approving the purchase of aircraft from the Equipment Fund or ferry in a Transportation Improvement Program. 

Highway Fund Allocations by Controller. Requires the Dep't of Transportation Controller to allocate sufficient 
funds to eliminate all overdrafts on State maintenance and construction projects from appropriations made under 
State Construction, State Funds to Match Federal Highway Aid, State Maintenance, and Ferry Operations.

Highway Fund Limitation on Overexpenditures. Provides authorization for overexpenditures for listed titles 
provided there are underexpenditures from the same titles, limits variance to not more than 10% without prior 
consultation with the Advisory Budget Comm'n., and requires reporting of certain overexpenditures. 

Resurfaced Roads May be Widened. Authorizes not more than 15% of contract maintenance resurfacing 
program funds to widen existing narrow pavement scheduled for resurfacing. 

Highway Fund Adjustments to Reflect Actual Revenue. Prowdes for use of unreserved credit balance in the 
Highway Fund. 

Department of Transportation Exemption From General Statutes for Experimental Project -Congestion 
Management. Authorizes Dep't to enter into a "design-build-warrant" contract to develop a "Congestion Avoidance 
and Reduction for Autos and Trucks (CARAT)" system of traffic management for the greater Charlotte- 
Mecklenberg areas and provides exemptions from specified licensing and bidding requirements for this project. 

Allocation of Funds for Driver Training. Requires State Board of Education to consider the needs of small and 
low-wealth schools in allocation funds for driver training. 

Part Xl. DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH AND HUMAN RESOURCES 

Services for Children with Assaultive and Violent Behavior. Provides instruction on allocation of funds for 
Eligible Assaultive and Violent Children (EAVC) and directs the Dep't on monitoring and reporting of progress 
achieved. 

Thomas S. Directs allocation of funds appropriated for Thomas S class members. 

Mixed Beverage Tax for Area Mental Health Programs. Requires funds received from tax on mixed beverages 
to be allocated to area mental health programs for substance abuse programs based on need and in accordance 
with an area program's annual Memorandum of Agreement. 

Physician Services. Authorizes use of appropriation for salary increases and performance pay to offset costs 
of contracting with private and independent universities for provision of physician services to clients in facilities 
operated by the Division of Mental Health, Developmental Disabilities, and Substance Abuse Services in the 
same manner as is currently done with constituent institutions of The University of North Carolina. 

Private Agency Uniform Cost-Finding Requirement. Authorizes Division to require private agency that provides 
services to two or more agencies to complete an agency-wide uniform cost finding. 

Nonsupplanting of Mental Health, Developmental Disabilities, and Substance Abuse Funds. Requires Dep't to 
ensure that counties do not reduce county appropriations and expenditures because they have received 
additional State appropriations for services. 

Client Services Monitoring. Requires Dep't to have a system of monitoring and control of client service and 
requires Division to withhold area mental health authorities’ administrative funds if services until services are 
provided in a timely manner. 

Transfers of Certain Funds Authorized. Authorizes transfer of funds within state agency budget among 
different programs. 

Liability Insurance. Authorizes provision of insurance to employees who are dentists or physicians. 

Limitation on Use of Special Alzheimer’s Units. Limits use of specified funds to clients who cannot be served 
by a similar private facility. 
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Medicaid. Delineates services and payment bases for Title XIX funds for the categorically needy and the 
medically needy. Allocates nonfederal cost of Medicaid services 85% to be paid by the State and 15% by the 
county. Lists Medicaid and Work First Family Assistance Eligibility Standards and establishes payment level for 
Work First Family Assistance at 50% of the standard of need. Provides that all elderly blind and disabled persons 
who receive SSI are eligible for Medicaid coverage. Authorizes the Dep't to provide incentive allowances up to set 
amounts for Medicaid eligible recipients of ICF and ICF/MR facilities who are regularly engaged in work activities 
as part of their developmental plan and for whom retention of additional income contributes to their achievement 
of independence. Delineates coverage for children and pregnant women, and for elderly and disabled people who 
have incomes equal to or less than 100% of the federal poverty guidelines. Requires reporting on expenditures for 
acute and long-term care. Authorizes Division to provide incentives to counties that recover fraudulently spent 
Medicaid funds. 

Allocation of G.S. 143-23.2 Medicaid Funds. Allocates $44,000,000 in 1999-2000 and $29,000,000 in 2000- 
2001 as prescribed in G.S. 143-23.2(b) for Medicaid programs. 

Disposition of Disproportionate Share Receipt Change. Provides for 1999-2000 that payments collected up to 
$105,000,000 shall be deposited to the State Treasurer as nontax revenues, and funds in excess of that amount 
shall be reserved by the State Treasurer for future appropriations. 

Nonmedicaid Reimbursement. Provides for standards for reimbursement under programs other than Medicaid. 
Authorizes additional incentive payment of no more than 15% for Hospitals that provide psychiatric inpatient care 
for Thomas S. Class members or adults with mental retardation and mental illness. 

Adult Care Homes Reimbursement Rate/Adult Care Homes Allocation Of Nonfedera! Cost of Medicaid 
Payments/Staffing Grant. Provides for eligibility and payment rates for adult care home facilities. Allocates 
$2,000,000 for 1999-2000 and $500,000 for July through Sept. of 2000-2001 for staffing grants for adult care 
homes to be matched equally by county funds subject to conditions set forth in special provision. 

Adoption Subsidy. Establishes maximum rates for state participation in the adoption assistance program. 

Foster Care. Establishes maximum raters for state participation in the foster care assistance program. 

Clarification on Authorized Additional Use of HIV Foster Care and Adoptive Family Funds. Specifies use of 
additional funds remaining in appropriations for provision of board payments to foster and adoptive families of 
HIV-infected children as prescribed in Chapter 324 or the 1995 Session Laws. 

Senior Center Outreach. Specifies uses of funds appropriated to the Division of Aging for 1999-2000. Requires 
certain commitments from county commissioners before funds may be spent on new senior center in that county. 
Limits state funding to not more than 90% of reimbursable costs. 

Day Care Allocation Formula. Establishes simplified allocation formula for all noncategorical federal and state 
day care funds: 1/3 according to county population in relation to the total population of the state; 1/3 according to 
the number of children under 6 years of age in a county who are living in families with below poverty level income 
levels in relation to the total number of children under 6 in the state in families with below poverty level income: 
and 1/3 according to the number of working mothers with children under 6 years of age in a county in relation to 
the total number of working mothers with children under 6 in the state. A county's initial allocation shall not be less 
than that county's total expenditures for child care in fiscal year 1995-96. 

Day Care Funds Matching Requirement. Prohibits requirement of local matching funds as a condition of 
receiving state day funds unless federal law requires the match. 

DHHS Employees/in-Kind Match. Allows Sec'y of Dep't to assign employees of the Office of Rural Health 
Development to serve as an in-kind match to nonprofit corporations working to establish health care programs 
that will improve health care while controlling costs. 

Child Care Subsidies. Provides maximum gross annual income for initial eligibility for subsidized child care 
services of 75% of the State median income, adjusted for family size*Sets out fees schedule and limitations, and 
rules for monthly schedule of payments and payment rates for day care services. 

Salaries, fees, and allowances. Provides that members of Vocational Rehabilitation Advisory Council, 
Statewide Independent Living Council, and Comm'n for the Blind who are unemployed or who must forfeit wages 
from other employment to attend meetings or perform related duties, receive compensation up to $50 per day for 
ache tle or performing related duties. Such compensation to be instead of compensation specified in 

(a)(1) 

Child protective services. Provides that funds appropriated to DHHS, Division of Social Services, for 1999- 
2001 for Child Protective Services to be allocated to county dep'ts of social services based on formula that takes 
into consideration number of Child Protective Services cases in the county and the number of workers necessary 
to meet standards adopted by Ass'n of County Directors of Social Services.

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Federal abstinence education funds. Requires that, if federal funds are received under Maternal and Child 
Health Block Grant for abstinence education, under 42 U.S.C. § 710, for 1999-1000 or 2000-2001 fiscal years, 
such funds be transferred to State Board of Education to be administered by Dep't of Public Instruction. Dep't to 
use funds to establish an Abstinence Until Marriage Education Program following federal guidelines. 

Women, Infants, and Children (WIC) program funds. Allocates $1,280,000 in funds appropriated to DHHS for 
WIC program for each of 1999-2000 and 2000-2001, if sufficient federal food funds are available, as follows [listed 
amounts indicate limit for each category of spending]: 

$500,000 New WIC programs in Head Start or other 
agencies to service additional mothers, 
infants, and children 

250,000 Renovate facilities of existing programs (no 
more than $75,000 per year to be used for 
space rental) 


300,000 Physician-prescribed special formulas and

If sufficient federal food funds not available, funds appropriated for WIC program under section to be used to 
supplement federal food funds, and any amount remaining to be allocated as indicated above. 

Immunization program funding. Authorizes DHHS to used up to $1 million each year of 1999-2001 biennium 
of funds appropriated for childhood immunization programs for outreach and other projects designed to increase 
childhood immunization rates in state. 

Early childhood education and development. Allocates funds appropriated to DHHS, Division of Child 
Development, as follows for indicated fiscal years:

Part Xll. DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE AND CONSUMER SERVICES 

Rental Rates. Authorizes the Board of Agriculture to adopt rental rates and fee schedule for farmers’ markets, 
agricultural centers and other facilities operated by the Department. 
Part. XIll. DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE 

Utilities Regulatory Fee. Sets the rate for the public utility regulatory fee under GS 62-302(b)(2) at 0.09% of 
each public utility’s NC jurisdictional revenues earned during each quarter that begins on or after July 1, 1999. 

Worker Training Trust Fund Appropriations. Appropriates $6,296,740 from this trust fund for each fiscal year 
for the operation of local offices. Appropriates from this trust fund the following amounts: $2,400,000 for each 
fiscal year to Dep't of Commerce, Division of Employment and Training for the Employment and Training Grant 
Program; $1,000,000 for each fiscal year to the Dep't of Labor for customized training of the unemployed and 
working poor; $1,746,000 for each fiscal year to the Dep’t of Community Colleges to continue the Focused 
Industrial Training Program; $225,000 for each fiscal year to the Employment Security Comm'n for an interagency 
system to track former participants in state education and training programs; $400,000 for each fiscal year to the 
Dep't of Community Colleges for training in entrepreneurial skills operated by NC REAL Enterprises; $60,000 in 
each fiscal year to the Office of State Budget and Management to maintain the Common Follow-Up Management 
Information System; $1,000,000 in each fiscal year to the Dep't of Labor to expand the Apprenticeship Program. 

Special Employment Security Administration Fund. Appropriates $2,000,000 in each fiscal year from the 
Special Employment Security Administration Fund to the Employment Security Comm'n for administration of the 
Employment Services and Unemployment Insurance Programs. 
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Petroleum Overcharge Funds Allocation. Appropriates $1,200,000 in each fiscal year from the funds received 
under US v. Exxon to the Dep't of Commerce to fund projects under the State Energy Efficiency Programs. 
Appropriates $1,800,000 in each fiscal year from the Stripper Well Litigation fund to the Dep't of Commerce for 
the Residential Energy Conservation Assistance Program. 

Petroleum Overcharge Attorneys’ Fees. Directs the Attorney General to (unless prohibited by federal law or 
preexisting settlement agreement) to withdraw all funds held in accounts or reserves out-of-state for payment of 
attorney fees and to deposit such funds in the Special Reserve for Oil Overcharge Funds.. Authorizes the 
payment of attorneys’ fees and reasonable litigation expenses from this Fund without further action by the 
General Assembly. 

Industrial Development Fund/Local Match. Amends GS 143B-437.01(a) to establish a procedure for local 
governments to demonstrate economic hardship to match state assistance with local funds. 

Budget Flexibility. Authorizes the Dep't to transfer funds and budget receipts within the following divisions: 
Business and Industry, International Trade and Tourism, Film, and Sports Development. Any unexpended 
appropriation for the fiscal year may be carried forward to the next fiscal year and used for onésime expenditures 
within these divisions. 

Wanchese Seafood Industrial Park Funds. Authorizes expenditure of $121,120 in each fiscal year by the NC 
Seafood Industrial Authority for operation, maintenance, repair, and capital improvements. 

Part XIV. DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT AND NATURAL RESOURCES 

Funds for Voluntary Remedial Actions. Authorizes the Sec’y to contribute from the Inactive Hazardous Sites 
Cleanup Fund up to ten percent of the cost each fiscal year (not to exceed $50,000 per site) for implementing 
voluntary remedial action at up to three high-priority sites. Requires a report to the General Assembly by April 1 
of each year in the biennium on these expenditures. 

Superfund Program Funds. Authorizes Dep't, with approval of the Office of State Budget and Management, to 
use available funds to provide the ten percent cost share required for Superfund cleanups on National Priority List 
sites. 

Waste Reduction Assistance to Small Businesses with Need. Directs the Office of Waste Reduction, to the 
extent feasible, to give greatest priority to small businesses that demonstrate financial need when awarding 
grants or providing technical assistance. 

Grassroots Science Program. Appropriates $635,000 in each fiscal year as grants-in-aid as follows: $50,000 
for the Catawba Science Center, Discovery Place, Imagination Station, NC Museum of Life and Science, Rocky 
mount Children’s Museum, Schiele museum of Natural History,Sci Works Science Center and Environmental 
Park of Forsyth County, Natural Science Center of Greensboro, Western NC Nature Center, Cape Fear Museum, 


Museum of Coastal Carolina, Iredell County Children's museum and $35,000 for the Health Adventure Museum of 
Pack Place Education, Arts, and Science Center. 


Part XV. DEPARTMENT OF CULTURAL RESOURCES 

Retain Publication Receipts. Authorizes the Historical Publications Section, Division of Archives and History, 
to retain receipts from sale of its publication during each year of the biennium. Such receipts do not revert but 
shall be used to reprint the publications. 

Museum of History Restaurant. Directs the Sec’y to designate the NC Museum of History Associates, Inc. as 
the appropriate organization to contract to provide restaurant services for the Museum of History. Requires said 
group to submit an annual report by June 30 of each fiscal year to the Joint Legislative Commission of 
Government Operations and to the House and Senate Appropriations Subcommittee on General Government 
regarding restaurant operations, profits and losses, and how profits support programs of the Museum of History. 
Part XVI. DEPARTMENT OF CORRECTION 

Criminal Justice Partnership Program. Requires that Dep't of Correction (DOC) distribute appropriations for 
the program for 1999-2001 to counties only as provided by GS 143B-273.15(2) (block grant formula) rather than 
as discretionary funds. DOC may use funds from State-County Criminal Justice Partnership Account to maintain 
counties’ allocations of $9.6 million as provided in previous years. Appropriations not claimed or expended by 
counties during 1999-2001 to be distributed in discretionary grants under GS 143B-273.15(1). 

Training standards for DOC employees. Effective July 1, 1999, removes DOC employees from authority of 
Criminal Justice Education Training and Standards Comm'n and Criminal Justice Standards Division of Dep't of 
Justice. Authorizes DOC to establish five-member board to issue professional certifications to DOC employees, 
with members chosen as follows: one each appointed by Sec’y from recommendations made by Correctional 
Ass'n, Probation/Parole Ass'n, Director of Division of Prisons, and Director of Community Corrections. Sec'y to 
appoint chair of board. Board to establish minimum education, experience, and training standards, and to deny, 
suspend, or revoke certification for failure to meet requirements of its standards and rules. 
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Chemical dependency and substance abuse services for pnson inmates. Exempts facilities that provide 
inpatient chemical dependency or substance abuse services exclusively to DOC prison inmates from licensure 
under GS Chapter 122C by Dep't of Human Resources (apparently intends Dep't of Health and Human Services). 
Allows person who contracts to provide such services to build and operate a new treatment facility without first 
obtaining a certificate of need from DHHS; however, license and certificate of need required if facility admits 
anyone other than inmates for treatment. 

Reimbursement to counties for housing prison backlog. (“Prison backlog” refers to sentenced prisoners held in 
county jails awaiting transfer to state prison to serve their sentences because state prison space is temporarily 
unavailable.) Amends GS 148-29 to provide that beginning on sixth day after (1) Division of Prisons has been 
notified that newly sentenced prisoner, revoked parolee, or revoked post-release supervisee is ready for transfer 
and (2) Division has informed sheriff that prisoner is backlogged for transfer, DOC must pay county cost of 
housing prisoner plus extraordinary medical costs. (Now, payment starts on sixth day after sentencing and 
disposition of all pending charges against prisoner.) Authorizes DOC to use funds appropriated for 1999-2001 to 
pay $40 per day for “backlogged” confinement under GS 148-29. 

Inmate uniforms. Requires all inmates working outside prison facilities to wear uniforms consistent with 
Division of Prisons classification policies and procedures. 

Remove cap on private prison space. Amends GS 148-37(g) to remove limit of 2,000 on number of beds for 
inmates for which Sec’y of Correction may contract with private firms to provide. 

Part XVII. OFFICE OF JUVENILE JUSTICE 

Authorizes Office of Juvenile Justice (OJJ) to spend no more than $350,000 each year of 1999-2001 biennium 
to administer the Save Our Students (SOS) program, to provide technical assistance to applicants and to local 
SOS programs, and to evaluate local SOS programs. Authorizes DHHS to use up to $250,000 each year of the 
1999-2001 biennium for administration of Family Resource Center grant program. 

Part XVIII. SALARIES AND BENEFITS 

Salary Increases. Authorizes salary increase of three percent for public school employees, community college 
institutional personnel and all other permanent state employees and provides for employer salary-related 
contributions. 


Governor and Council of State. Sets Governor’s salary at $113,656 and members of Council of State at 
$100,310. 


Department Heads. Sets salary of heads of principal state departments at $98,003. Also specifies salaries of 
other executive branch officials. 

Judicial Branch Officials. Sets salary of Justices of Supreme Court ($113,656 Chief Justice, $110,687 others), 
Court of Appeals Judges ($107,919 Chief, $106,075 others), superior court judges (($103,193 Senior Regular 
Resident, $100,310 others), district court judges ($91,086 Chief Judge, $88,204 others), district attorneys 
($92,931), public defenders ($92,931), and Administrative Officer of the Courts ($103,193, $86,658 for Assistant 
Officer). Authorizes district attorneys and public defenders to set salaries of assistant attorneys within specified 
ranges. Provides for three percent increase for other Judicial Department permanent, full-time employees. 
Provides for three percent increase for magistrates, except those persons entitled to a step increase pursuant to 
GS 7A-171.1 in 1999-2000 fiscal year do not receive this increase. 

Clerks of court. Sets salary for clerk of superior court, assistant and deputy clerks, according to schedule 
based on county population. 

Legislative employees. Sets the General Assembly principal clerks’ salary at $84,147, the sergeant-at-arms 
and reading clerk in each house at $274 per week plus subsistence, and provides for a three percent increase for 
other legislative employees. 

Teacher and other school salaries. Provides for an increase of seven and one-half percent for fiscal year 
1999-2000 and seven and six-tenths percent in 2000-2001. Provides salary schedule for school administrators. 
Provides for a three percent increase for noncertified public school employees and school bus drivers. 

Community colleges. Provides funds for an average annual salary increase of three percent. 

UNC EPA. Provides funds for an average annual salary increase of three percent, except teaching employees 
of the School of Science and Mathematics receive increases comparable to those for public school teachers. 

Compensation bonus. Provides for a one-half percent bonus for most permanent employees. 

Allocation of increase. Provides that the increases funded above for most state employees whose salary is set 
in accordance with the State Personnel Act shall be allocated as follows: two percent as career growth recognition 
awards, one percent as a cost-of-living adjustment, and one-half percent as a performance bonus. 
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Part XIX. MISCELLANEOUS 

Travel Rates for State Employees. Adds provision, effective July 1, 2001, directing the Director of the Budget 
to revise the amounts for daily subsistence payment by an amount equal to the percentage increase in the 
Consumer Price Index for All Urban Consumers for the most recent 24-month period.

ESTABLISH A TRUST FUND TO RECEIVE AND DISTRIBUTE TWENTY-FIVE PERCENT OF THE TOBACCO 
LITIGATION MASTER SETTLEMENT AGREEMENT FUNDS FOR THE BENEFIT OF TOBACCO PRODUCERS, 
TOBACCO ALLOTMENT HOLDERS, AND PERSONS ENGAGED IN TOBACCO-RELATED BUSINESSES, 
INCLUDING DIRECT AND INDIRECT FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE AND INDEMNIFICATION TO THESE 
BENEFICIARIES TO THE EXTENT ALLOWED BY LAW AND IN ACCORDANCE WITH CRITERIA 
ESTABLISHED BY THE TRUST FUND’S BOARD OF TRUSTEES, WITH THE TRUST FUND GOVERNED BY 
TRUSTEES REPRESENTING THESE INTERESTS, AND TO EXPRESS THE INTENT OF THE GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY TO ESTABLISH A SEPARATE TRUST FUND TO RECEIVE AND DISTRIBUTE TWENTY-FIVE 
PERCENT OF THE TOBACCO LITIGATION MASTER SETTLEMENT AGREEMENT FUNDS FOR THE 
BENEFIT OF HEALTH. WITH THE TRUST FUND GOVERNED BY A BOARD OF TRUSTEES COMPRISED OF 
A BROAD REPRESENTATION OF HEALTH INTERESTS.” Incorporates provisions as title indicates. With 
respect to the 25% of settlement funds to be allocated to a trust fund to benefit producers, allotment holders, and 
businesses, the bill states the legislative intention to indemnify producers, allotment holders, and tobacco-related 
businesses from adverse economic effects of the Master Settlement Agreement; to compensate producers and 
allotment holders for economic loss resulting from lost quota; and to revitalize tobacco dependent communities. 
Deletes provisions in second edition subjecting nonprofit corporation to open meetings and public records laws. 


S 173. ABC PERMITS/LANDMARKS, INTERCHANGES. Intro. 2/25/99. Senate amendment makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Amends title of bill to read “TO ALLOW THE ISSUANCE OF CERTAIN ABC PERMITS IN

Fund’s money must be used as follows: (1) up to 20 percent to 
educate public on benefits of having pets spayed and neutered (details of statewide education program set out in 
act); and (2) remainder to be distributed at end of each fiscal year to units of local gov't eligible to receive 
distribution from fund under article. To receive distribution of money from fund, unit of local gov't must apply to 
Dep't by April 1 of each year and also must levy animal tax on dogs and cats under GS 153A-153 and 160A-212: 
amount of tax on dog or cat that has not been spayed or neutered must be at least three times higher than 
amount of tax levied on dog or cat that has been spayed or neutered. Applicant must also offer one or more year- 
round programs as specified in act. Dep’t must distribute money in fund to eligible applicants in proportion to 
number of dogs and cats that have received rabies vaccination during preceding fiscal year in that local gov't unit 
as compared to number of dogs and cats that have received rabies vaccination during preceding fiscal year by all 
of eligible applicants. Local gov't unit receiving distribution from fund may spend money only on programs that 
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lower cost of spaying and neutering dogs and cats. Provides that fee of fifty cents is payable by owner of dog or 
cat when it receives rabies vaccination.

33C) and Public Records Act (GS Chapter 132) and adds GS 55A-3-07 stating that 
requirement. Requires corporation to publish annual report of every expenditure. Forbids corporation to dispose 
of assets pursuant to GS 55A-12-02 without General Assembly's approval. Allows corporation's charter to be 
repealed at any time by General Assembly under North Carolina Constitution, art. VIl, sec. 1. Allows corporation 
to be dissolved pursuant to GS Chapter 55A, by General Assembly, or by court pursuant to consent decree. 
Upon dissolution, all assets to be transferred to Settlement Reserve Fund established under GS 143-16.4. 
Corporation’s right to receive funds is contingent upon filing of articles of incorporation that comply with these 
requirements. 

Declares intent of General Assembly that Governor, House Speaker, and Senate President Pro Tempore 
include among their appointments to nonprofit corporation representatives of tobacco production, manufacturing, 
employment, health, and economic development interests, with each appointing authority selecting at least two 
directors from these specified interests.

Comm'n consists of nine members: two appointed by the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court (no more than 
one affiliated with the same political party); three appointed by the Governor (no more than two affiliated with the 
same political party); two appointed by the House Speaker (no more than one affiliated with the same political 
party); and two appointed by the Senate President Pro Tem. (no more than one affiliated with the same political 
party). Appointments must be made between February 1 and June 1; members take office July 1 in years ending 
in “O." Terms are 10 years; vacancies are filled for the remainder of the unexpired term by the appointing officer. 
Appointees must be residents of North Carolina, may not have held elective public office in the preceding four 
years, and may not hold elective public office for four years following termination of service. 

In drawing districts, Comm'n may not consider the political affiliation of voters, voting data from previous 
elections, the location of incumbents’ residences, or demographic data from sources other than the US Bureau of 
the Census. Comm'n must take into account all relevant requirements of the US Constitution and acts of 
Congress. General Assembly may assign to the Comm'n the duty to adopt districting and redistricting plans for 
any county, city, or other jurisdiction if the governing board of that jurisdiction so requests.

This bill adds to subsection (18) provisions (1) making it unlawful for the manufacturer or 
distributor to prevent (or attempt to prevent) the sale of the dealership through the exercise of any contractual 
right of first refusal and (2) providing that the determination by the manufacturer that the existence or location of 
the dealership is not viable or consistent with the manufacturer's plans does not constitute a lawful basis for 
refusing approval of a sale of the dealership or good cause for termination of the franchise. Provides that no 
manufacturer has the duty to any actual or potential franchise purchaser to disclose its own opinion that the 
franchise is not viable or consistent with the manufacturer’s plans.

Adds a new GS 20-301(f) to provide that if a dealer has a grievance with a manufacturer that may be heard 
by the Comm’ but has voluntarily elected to submit the matter to the internal grievance procedure of the 
manufacturer or participate in an alternative dispute resolution procedure endorsed by the manufacturer, the time 
period within which the dealer must file the applicable notice or petition does not begin until these other processes 
have been completed and the dealer has been notified in writing of the result. Clarifies that the dealer is not 
required to exhaust these other processes before seeking redress from the Comm’r. 

Amends GS 20-305(1) to make it unlawful for a manufacturer to require a dealer to accept delivery of a 
vehicle that has been equipped in a manner other than that specified by the dealer. Amends GS 20-305(4) to 
provide that with respect to a proposed transfer of ownership of a dealership, the sole issue to be determined by 
the Comm’r is whether the proposed transferee by virtue of poor character or lack of financial ability is unfit to own 
the dealership. Provides that with respect to a proposed change in the executive management or principal 
operator of the dealership, the sole issue is whether by virtue of lack of training, lack of prior experience, poor 
past performance, or poor character, the proposed candidate is unfit. With respect to a proposed relocation or 
other change, the sole issue is whether the proposed relocation is unreasonable under the circumstances. In 
each of the above cases, provides that the refusal of the manufacturer to agree to accept a proposal that meets 
the manufacturer’s own written, uniformly applied standards is presumed to demonstrate the manufacturer's 
failure to prove that the proposed change should be disapproved. Makes it unlawful for a manufacturer to 
condition its approval of a dealership transfer, a change in the dealer's executive manager, or a proposed 
relocation upon the dealer’s willingness to construct a new facility, renovate an existing one, acquire or refrain 
from acquiring line-makes of vehicles, separating or divesting line-makes, or establishing or maintaining exclusive 
facilities, personnel, or display space. Provides that if these restrictions do not apply because a dealer has 
relocated within the dealer's relevant market area but not within ten miles of a dealer with the same vehicle line- 
make, then only dealers trading in the same line-make located within the ten-mile radius are entitled to notice 
from the manufacturer and may protest. Also provides that if an existing dealer relocates within two miles of the 
existing site, then the restrictions do not apply only if the franchise has been operated on a regular basis for at 
least three years before the move. 

Requires that in determining whether cause exists for entering or relocating an additional dealer for the same 
line-make, the Comm'r may consider the adequacy of the new dealer’s facilities, equipment, supplies, and 
personnel only in comparison to markets of similar size and demographic makeup in North Carolina. Also 
provides that if the Comm’r determines that good cause for permitting an additional or relocated dealership does 
not exist, the manufacturer seeking the proposed additional dealership may not propose to do so for any location 
within ten miles of the originally proposed site for a period of five years after the Commr’s decision. 
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Amends GS 20-305(6)(c)(1)(V) to provide that in a matter concerning the termination, cancellation, or 
nonrenewal of a franchise by a manufacturer, the manufacturer may not present evidence of failure in the dealer's 
performance more than one year after the manufacturer first knew of the alleged performance failure. Amends 
GS 20-305(6)(d)(2) to provide that the manufacturer must pay or reimburse the dealer for any transportation 
charges associated with the manufacturer's repurchase obligations when a franchise is terminated. Amends GS 
20-305(6)(e), concerning dealership facilities assistance from the manufacturer. Provides that if a dealer, owner, 
or lessee does attempt to mitigate damages, then the dealer generally must pay to the manufacturer the net 
revenue received up to the amount of assistance received from the manufacturer. Also requires facilities 
assistance to be paid by the manufacturer within 90 days of termination. 

Amends GS 20-305(7), governing the dealer’s designated successor, to extend the provisions for such 
succession to the principal operator as well as the owner. 

Amends GS 20-305(8) to make it unlawful for a manufacturer to require a dealer to accept delivery of new 
vehicle with options that are added by the manufacturer or distributor at port or at any other time subsequent to 
the time the vehicle is assembled at the factory. 

Amends GS 20-305(27) to make it unlawful for a manufacturer to conceal any material fact to induce the 
dealer to enter into any agreement that is materially prejudicial to the dealer or his business. 

Amends GS 20-305(30) to make it unlawful for the manufacturer to vary the price charged for a new vehicle 
based on the dealer’s purchase of certain types of related merchandise, the dealers’ commitment to establish 
exclusive facilities, personnel, or display space, the dealer’s success in achieving certain scores or levels of 
customer satisfaction under a manufacturer’s program, the dealer's willingness to provide loaner vehicles to 
customers having a vehicle serviced, or the dealer's employment of a consultant endorsed by the manufacturer. 

Adds GS 20-305(33) to make it unlawful for a manufacturer to fail to reimburse a dealer for the cost of 
providing a loaner vehicle if providing the loaner vehicle to a customer if required by the manufacturer. Adds GS 
20-305(34) to make it unlawful for a manufacturer to require a dealer to participate in a training program if the 
subject matter is not limited to information necessary to sell or service vehicles under the terms of the franchise. 

Amends GS 20-305.1(b) to make any audit for sales and service incentives and rebates applicable to the 12- 
month period (now, 24-month period) following the date of the payment of the claim.

Custody Jurisdiction Act (UCCJA; GS 50A-1 through 50A-25) and replaces it with a new Uniform Child-Custody 
Jurisdiction and Enforcement Act (UCCJEA) which is enacted as Art. 2 of GS Ch. 50A. The UCCJEA is based on 
a recommended uniform state law promulgated by the National Conference of Commissioners on Uniform State 
Laws. The UCCJEA would clarify some of the troublesome decisions that have resulted from differences between 
the UCCJA and the federal Parental Kidnapping Prevention Act. Among other things, the new UCCJEA would (1) 
make it clear that the courts of the child’s “home state” have priority over the courts of a sister state that claims 
jurisdiction regarding the child’s custody based on “significant evidence” regarding the child’s welfare or 
“substantial connections” with the child; (2) clarify the temporary nature of a court’s “emergency” jurisdiction in 
child custody cases; (3) provide that a court that issues a child custody order retains jurisdiction until all parties 
leave the state or it relinquishes jurisdiction; (4) make it clear that the UCCJEA applies to juvenile cases involving 
child abuse or neglect; (5) eliminate “best interests” language so that a court will not consider the merits of the 
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case in deciding whether the court has jurisdiction over the case; and (6) apply to Indian tribes. Makes conforming 
changes to other statutes that referred to the UCCJA. Effective Oct. 1, 1999; applies to causes of action arising 
on or after that date.

H 495. FAMILY LAW ARBITRATION ACT. TO PROVIDE FOR THE ARBITRATION OF ALL ISSUES ARISING 
FROM A MARITAL SEPARATION OR DIVORCE, EXCEPT FOR THE DIVORCE ITSELF, UPON THE 
AGREEMENT OF ALL PARTIES; AND TO AMEND G.S. 1-567.57. Enacts a new Family Law Arbitration Act as 
Art. 3 of GS Ch. 50. The purpose of the new act is to permit, by agreement of the parties, all issues incident to the 
breakup of a marriage, except the divorce itself, to be submitted to binding arbitration. Marital dissolution issues 
subject to arbitration include child custody, child support, alimony, and equitable distribution. An agreement to 
arbitrate may to entered into in connection with a premarital agreement, an agreement entered into during the 
marriage for the distribution or property, or an agreement made after the parties’ separation. Parties may agree to 
arbitration either before or after an action for divorce or other family law issues is filed. The new act is modeled on 
the Uniform Arbitration Act and the International Commercial Arbitration and Conciliation Act with special added 
provisions that allow an arbitrator or the court to modify an otherwise final award for postseparation support, 
alimony, child support, or child custody in the same situations that state law allows modification of such orders by 
the court. Includes provisions making arbitration agreements valid, irrevocable, and enforceable; regarding interim 
relief granted by arbitrators or the court; regarding appointment of arbitrators; regarding rules for conducting 
arbitration; regarding arbitration hearings; regarding representation by attorneys; regarding witnesses, 
subpoenas, and depositions in arbitration proceedings; regarding awards and costs in arbitration proceedings; 
regarding confirmation of arbitration awards by the court; regarding entry of judgment on arbitration awards; and 
regarding vacation, correction, or modification of arbitration awards by the court under specified circumstances. 
New act applies to arbitration agreements made on or after Oct. 1, 1999, unless parties by separate agreement 
after that date agree that act applies to agreements entered before Oct. 1, 1999.

INTO DISTRICTS 30A AND 30B. As title indicates. Amends GS 7A-133(a) to establish a new District Court 
District 30A with two judges for Cherokee, Clay, Graham, Swain, and Macon counties and a new District court 
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District 30B with two judges for Jackson and Haywood Counties. Provides that the judgeships for District 30A will 
be filled by the district court judges from current District 30 who reside in Cherokee and Swain counties. The term 
of the judge residing in Cherokee expires in Dec., 2000; the successor will be elected in the 2000 election from 
within the new District 30A. The term of the judge residing in Swain expires in Dec., 2002 and will be elected in 
the 2002 election. Provides that the district court judgeships for District 30A will be filled by the district court 
judges from current District 30 living in Haywood. Provides that one of those judgeships expires in 2000, and the 
judge’s successor will be elected in 2000 from within new District 30B. The other judgeship expires in 2002 and 
the successor will be elected in the 2002 election. 

Amends GS 7A-60(a1) to divide the current Prosecutorial District 30 among the counties the same way as 
the District Court Districts, allocating four assistant district attorneys to each of the new districts. Provides that the 
district attorney position for District 30B will be filled by the district attorney from current District 30 who resides in 
Haywood County. The district attorney for District 30A will be elected in the 2000 election. Directs that the four 
assistant district attorney positions will be filled by those four assistant DAs currently serving Cherokee, Clay, 
Graham, Macon, and Swain Counties. The four assistant DA positions for District 30B will be filled by the four 
assistant DAs currently serving Haywood and Jackson. Appropriates $195,000 for 2000-2001 from the General 
Fund to the Judicial Dept. to implement the act. Makes provisions concerning District Court judgeships effective 
the first Monday in 2000 or the date upon which those sections are approved under the Voting Rights Act, 
whichever is later. The provisions concerning district attorney positions are effective Jan. 1, 2001.

Rewrites proposed new subsection (b) to provide that if dwelling unit contains heating system or 
heating appliances that meet requirements of subsection (a), owner of dwelling unit is not required to install new 
heating system or heating appliances, but owner is required to maintain them in good and safe working condition. 
Otherwise, owner of dwelling unit must install heating system or heating appliances that meet requirements of 
subsection (a) and maintain them in good and safe working condition.

Comm’n members serve four-year terms; no member may serve more than two 
consecutive terms. Act provides for staggering of initial membership. Each member must be a NC resident. 
Governor designates Comm'n chair. The Comm'n will distribute monies in the Fund to tobacco growers and 
allotment holders for the economic loss resulting from the decline or elimination of tobacco quota or the decline in 
value of tobacco-related farm assets. Comm'n must adopt criteria for the distribution of monies in the Fund.

NC Life and Health Insurance Guaranty Ass'n; (k) a service corporation; (I) a health maintenance organization; 
(m) the Teachers’ and State Employees’ Comprehensive Major Medical Plan; and (n) any reinsurer. 

Adds definition of “health benefit plan” to include an accident and health insurance policy; a nonprofit hospital 
or medical service corporation contract; a health maintenance organization subscriber contract; a plan provided 
by a multiple employer welfare arrangement; or a plan provided by another benefit arrangement. It excludes a 
plan administered by the NC or US Dept. of Health and Human Services or its representatives. It also excludes 
the following kinds of insurance: (a) accident; (b) credit; (c) disability income; (d) long-term or nursing home care; 
(e) Medicare supplement; (f) specified disease; (g) dental or vision; (h) coverage supplementing liability 
insurance; (i) workers’ compensation’ (j) medical p-payments under automobile or homeowners’ insurance; (k) 
hospital income or indemnify; and (I) insurance under which benefits are payable with or without regard to fault, 
required to be contained in any liability policy or equivalent self-insurance. Defines “insurer” to include an 
insurance company, a service corporation, a health maintenance organization, and a multiple employer welfare 
arrangement.

H 919. TAXPAYER PROTECTION ACT. TO PROVIDE GOVERNMENTAL ACCOUNTABILITY AND 
PROTECTION TO THE TAXPAYERS BY LIMITING INCREASES IN THE GENERAL FUND BUDGET, 
REFORMING THE BUDGET PROCESS, ESTABLISHING AN EMERGENCY RESERVE TRUST FUND, AND 
PROHIBITING UNFUNDED STATE MANDATES. Adds new GS 143-2.1 through —2.6 providing that the Governor 
may not propose expenditures above the General Fund Expenditure Limit (as described below), the General 
Assembly may not make appropriations above that limit, and no money may be drawn from the state treasury if 
the withdrawal would result in an expenditure in excess of the limit. The limit is figured by looking at the previous 
year’s limit (with the total authorized General Fund budget for the year beginning July 1, 1999 being the base 
year) and adjusting that previous year’s limit by a fiscal growth factor. The fiscal growth factor is the average of 
the past three years’ sum of inflation plus population change. The limit is to be decreased if any program or 
function is shifted from the General Fund to some other funding source (including counties) and is to be increased 
if necessary to comply with court or federal law mandates. Creates the Emergency Reserve Trust Fund and 
provides that all General Fund revenue collected in excess of the limit is to be credited to the Emergency Reserve 
Trust Fund at the end of the year. Of any credit balances remaining in the General Fund at the end of the year, 
one-fourth is to be retained in the Emergency General Fund, 6.5% (or $30,000,000, whichever is greater) is to be 
retained in the Clean Water Management Trust Fund, and an amount equal to 3% of the replacement value of all 
state buildings is to be retained in the Repairs and Renovations Reserve Account. Remainder of the credit 
balance may be appropriated only for capital improvements or other nonrecurring expenditures within the General 
Fund Expenditure Limit. Sets out emergency situations in which expenditures may be made by the Governor 
from the Emergency Reserve Trust Fund and provides that the General Assembly may make expenditures from it 
by a two-thirds vote. Provides that if the Emergency Reserve Trust Fund exceeds 5% of the total General Fund 
appropriation for the prior year, the excess over 5% is to be reserved to provide tax relief. Provides that General 
Assembly may authorize spending over the General Fund Expenditure Limit by a two-thirds vote. 

Provides that no county or unit of local government is bound by any general law enacted after December 31, 
1999 requiring the county or unit to spend funds unless (1) funds have been appropriated by the General 
Assembly to cover the expenditure or (2) the expenditure is required to comply with a federal law or for eligibility 
for a federal entitlement. Provides that no county or unit of local government is bound by any local act enacted 
after December 31, 1999 requiring the county or unit to spend funds unless the local act has been approved by 
the county or unit. 

Repeals GS 143-15.2 (“Use of General Fund credit balance”) and 143—15.3 (“Savings Reserve Account”) 
and transfers funds in the Savings Reserve Account to the Emergency Reserve Trust Fund.

H 920. VEHICULAR INJURY TO PREGNANT WOMAN. TO PROVIDE FOR ENHANCED PUNISHMENT WHEN 
THE OFFENSE OF INJURY TO PREGNANT WOMAN BY VEHICLE IS COMMITTED. Provides that anyone who 
in the unlawful operation of a motor vehicle commits a felony which causes a pregnant woman to suffer a 
miscarriage or stillbirth has the felony class raised one level. Provides definitions of miscarriage and stillbirth.

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H 921. CAMPAIGN FINANCE CHANGES. TO MAKE CHANGES IN THE CAMPAIGN FINANCE LAWS. Rewrites 
the definition of “political committee” in GS 163-278.6(14) to mean any person(s) or entity that makes, or accepts 
money to make, contributions or expenditures and (1) is controlled by a candidate; or (2) is a political party or 
executive committee of a political party, or is controlled by either; (3) is created by a corporation, business entity, 
insurance company, labor union, or professional association pursuant to GS 163-278.19(B); or (4) has as a 
significant purpose to support or oppose the nomination or election of one or more clearly identified candidates, 
including supporting or opposing the candidates of a clearly identified political party. Creates presumption that an 
entity has such a purpose if it contributes or expends (or both) more than $3,000 during an election cycle (defined 
in act). Excludes from the presumption contributions to referendum committees and expenditures to support or 
oppose ballot issues. 

Adds new GS 163-278.13(e2), providing that political committees and candidates’ campaigns financed, 
maintained, or controlled by the same entity, as determined by the State Board of Elections, shall be considered 
as one political committee for purposes of the section’s contribution limits; and forbidding contributions for the 
purpose of circumventing the contribution limits. 

Amends GS 163-278.6 to rewrite the definitions of “contribution” and “expenditure,” and to define the term 
“independent expenditure,” which is distinguished from a contribution, as an expenditure to support or oppose the 
nomination or election of one or more clearly identified candidates that is made without consultation or 
coordination with the supported candidate or that person’s agent (also addresses political parties and referenda). 
Amends GS 163-278.12 to change the special reporting requirement for contributions and independent 
expenditures. Requires person or entity that makes a contribution of more than $100 or an independent 
expenditure of more than $100, and who is not otherwise required to report them, to file a statement with the 
appropriate board of elections. 

Amends GS 163-278.6(4) to add to the definition of “candidate,” an individual who has received funds or 
made payments or has given the consent for anyone else to receive funds or transfer anything of value (including 
incurring an obligation) for the purpose of exploring or bringing about the individual’s nomination or election to 
office. Repeals GS 163-278.6(16), which defines “political purpose,” and deletes that term from other sections. 
Amends GS 163-278.36 to require elected officials to report funds in January and July of each year. 

Adds new GS 163-278.19(f) providing that the section does not prohibit a contribution or independent 
expenditure by an entity that (1) was formed with express purpose of promoting political ideas and not to generate 
business income; (2) does not have shareholders or other persons with an economic interest in its assets and 
earnings; (3) is exempt from federal income taxation; and (4) was not established by a business corporation, 
insurance company, business entity, professional association, or labor union and does not receive more than 10% 
of its total revenues in a calendar year form such entities. Repeals GS 163-269 (violations by corporations) and 
163-270 (using funds of insurance companies for political purposes). Rewrites GS 163-278.13 (limitation on 
contributions) to apply to any “other entity” as well as to individuals and political committees. 

Amends GS 163-278.13B(a)(1) to include in the definition of “limited contributor” the lobbyist’s principal as 
defined in GS 120-47.1(7). 

Adds new GS 163-278.5 specifying that the Article applies to primaries and elections for North Carolina 
offices and not to those for federal offices or offices in other states. 

Adds new GS 163-278.19(a1) providing that a transfer of funds shall be deemed a contribution or 
expenditure made indirectly if it is made to any committee or political party account with the intent or purpose of 
being exchanged for any other funds to be contributed or expended in an election for North Carolina office or to 
offset any other funds contributed or expended in an election for North Carolina office. Makes conforming 
changes.

H 922. REGULATE USED MOTOR VEHICLE PARTS. TO REGULATE THE USE OF AFTERMARKET PARTS 
IN THE REPAIR OF MOTOR VEHICLES. Prohibits insurers from requiring the use of aftermarket parts or 
requiring additional payment for the use of new and original manufacturer equipment in repairing motor vehicles 
that are less than three years old. For repair of older used vehicles, insurers may require use of aftermarket parts 
only if they are at least equal to the original part in fit, quality, performance and warranty. Repair estimates must 
include the costs of any modifications required by the use of aftermarket parts. Insurers that intend to require or 
specify the use of aftermaket parts must disclose this fact in writing, using specified language. Aftermarket parts 
must have the logo or name of the manufacturer affixed or inscribed. Violations are punishable under GS 58-2-70 
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and 58-33-45. Effective October 1, 1999 and applicable to insurance policies made or renewed on or after that 
date.

Requires youth to acquire youth employment certificate and 
specifies that to be eligible for certificate infant younger than 1 year old must be full-term birth and at least 15 
days old and youths between 7 and 18 must have at least a C average. Sets out duties of studio teacher to 
include (1) being responsible for education of youths under 18 and for health, safety and welfare of youths under 
16 during scope of employment; (2) maintaining time log of hours worked by each youth; and (3) refusing to allow 
a youth to work on a set that jeopardizes youth’s health or safety. 

Adds Art. 6A to GS Ch. 35A entitled “Court-Approved Contracts for High-Earning Minors.” Allows contract 
made by minor or by minor's parent to be approved by district court judge when minor is to perform artistic 
services, professional athletics, or endorse a product. If approved by the court, the minor may not disaffirm the 
contract or assert that parent lacked authority to make the contract. Sets out limitations on contract and sets out 
procedure for court approval of contract. Authorizes court to approve or disapprove the contract and to appoint a 
guardian of the estate to hold the earnings of the minor. Authorizes court to withhold approval until a guardianship 
plan is filed by parents, which shall provide that part of net earnings be set aside and saved for the minor until 
minor obtains majority. Effective Jan. 1, 2000.

that the repair work has been completed (but storage costs cannot be charged until more than 3 days after 
notification). (3) If customer leaves car at shop during hours when not open, implied waiver of written estimate, 
but shop must notify customer when it completes diagnostic work. (4) Specifies when shop may charge for 
making repair price estimate. (5) Requires immediate notification of customer if actual charges will exceed repair 
estimate by more than $10 or 10%, whichever is greater, but not to exceed $50, and makes it unlawful for repair 
shop to charge more than the written estimate plus $10 or 10%, but not to exceed $50, unless customer has 
authorized the shop to proceed. (6) Makes it unlawful for repair shop to fail to return customer’s motor vehicle 
because customer has refused to pay for unauthorized repairs or charges in excess of the final estimate when 
shop did not get customer’s authorization. (7) Requires repair shop to give written invoice to customer upon 
completion of work and specifies contents of invoice. (8) Lists numerous acts that constitute violation by the repair 
shop, including making or charging for repairs not authorized by customer; misrepresenting that repairs have 
been made; misrepresenting that certain parts are necessary to repair the vehicle; fraudulently altering any 
customer contract, estimate, fraudulently misusing customer's credit card; or substituting used parts for new 
replacement parts. (9) Authorizes customer to bring civil action for damages and allows award of reasonable 
attorneys’ fees.

Establishes procedures for hearing before clerk to determine elective share. Establishes rules for valuing 
property subject to exercise of discretion by fiduciary or subject to contingent future events, and for determining 
fair market value of probate and non probate assets, as well as trust assets. Decision of clerk may be appealed to 
superior court in same manner as in other special proceedings, and superior court judge may review clerk’s 
findings and hear additional evidence. Establishes procedure for personal representative to apportion liability for 
elective share among other beneficiaries and to recover property already distributed. Allows written waiver by 
spouse of right to seek elective share. Makes various conforming changes to intestate succession law and other 
laws dealing with wills and estates. Applies to estates of persons dying on or after Oct. 1, 1999.

House committee substitute makes the following changes to 2nd 
edition. Changes effective date from July 1, 1999 to July 1, 2000. 


S 563. CHARLOTTE SCHOOL ZONE SPEED CAMERAS. Intro. 3/29/99. Senate committee substitute makes | 
the following changes to 1st edition. Deletes provision that said that if the owner wished to avoid responsibility for 

the violation on the grounds that at the time of the violation someone else had the care, custody, or control of the 

car, the owner had to show that that other person admitted that he had the care, custody, or control. 


S 578. CONFERENCE OF CLERKS OF SUPERIOR COURT. Intro. 3/29/1999. Senate committee substitute 
makes the following changes to 1st edition. Deletes provision making it member's duty to attend meeting of 
conference. Revises composition of Executive Committee of Conference to consist of President, Vice-President, 
and other officers and appointees as Conference designates in its bylaws. 


S 595. MODIFY NE REGIONAL COMMISSION. Intro. 3/29/1999. Senate committee substitute makes technical 
changes to 1st edition.

H 105. BUTNER COMMUNITY GOVERNANCE. Intro. 2/18/1999". House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Revises proposed provisions on functions of Butner Advisory Council to require 


that a council resolution be delivered to the Sec’y of Health and Human Services for Secy’s approval, and makes 
other technical changes. 


H 280. MOTOR VEHICLE TECH. AMENDMENTS. Intro. 3/4/99. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Deletes amendment to GS 20-16.2(d). Amends GS 20-63(g) to include as a Class 2 
misdemeanor the covering of any number or sticker on a registration plate with any material that makes the 

number or sticker illegible. Adds to amendment of GS 20-78(b) that Division, after 20 years, shall maintain record 

of last two vehicle owners. Modifies amendment to GS 20-79.4(a) to provide that on or after Jan. 1, 2000, all 

special plates shall require 1,000 applications before issuance of new plate series by Division. Adds amendment | 
to GS 20-79.4(b)(27) to delete requirement that military retiree plate may not be issued unless there are 300 ( 
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applications for plate. Effective Oct. 1, 2000, changes time periods in amendment to GS 20-309(e) from three 
working days to ten business days and also provides that insurance company with less than $25 million in annual 
vehicle insurance premium volume may submit notices required under section by paper or electronic means. 
Effective July 1, 1999, adds amendment to GS 20-11(k) to delete provision that each permit or license issued 
under section shall be limited to maximum of two supervising drivers. Adds provision requiring Division to develop 
plan to improve system of collecting and maintaining proof of financial responsibility for newly licensed drivers 
classified as inexperienced operators; Division must submit report to Joint Legislative Transportation Oversight 
Committee by Dec. 1, 1999. 


H 294. LIFE & HEALTH INS. AMENDMENTS. Intro. 3/4/99. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Deletes provision providing Medicare supplement insurance for people who delay 
Medicare B enrollment. Modifies amendment to GS 58-58-42(i) so that failure to tender viatical settlement 
contract consideration by date disclosed to viator renders contract null and void (original bill, voidable by viator 
until time consideration is tendered to and accepted by viator). Adds provision amending GS 58-51-15(h) 
(preexisting condition exclusion clarification) to provide that sub-subdivision (a)(2)b. of section does not apply to 
excepted benefits as described in GS 58-68-25(b)(1), (2), and (4) [now, GS 58-68-25(b)]. Effective Oct. 1, 1999, 
adds provisions: (1) amending GS 58-57-1 (application of article) to include all credit insurance on credit card 
balances and all family leave credit insurance; and (2) amending GS 58-57-5 to define “family credit leave 
insurance” as insurance on debtor in connection with specified loan or other credit transaction to provide payment 
to creditor of debtor for installment payments or other periodic payment becoming due when debtor suffers loss of 
income because of voluntary, employer-approved leave of absence for qualifying events specified in GS 58-57- 
115(d). 


H 301. AUCTIONEER AMENDMENTS. Intro. 3/4/99. House committee substitute makes the following changes to 
1st edition. Defines Auctioneers Comm'n’s powers and duties in new GS 85B-3.1, which includes authority to 
assess civil penalty not in excess of $2,000 for acts prohibited in GS 85B-8. Civil penalties collected to be 
remitted to school fund of county in which violation occurred. Sets out factors comm'n to consider before imposing 
and assessing civil penalty. Adds new GS 85B-3.2 to require comm’n to check criminal history of applicant as set 
out in section. Adds new GS 114-19.8 to allow Dep't of Justice to provide criminal histories to comm’n and 
specifies comm’n duties and charging of fees for criminal record check.. Makes clear in GS 85B-4(b)(1a) that 
person licensed before July 1, 1999, does not need to be high school graduate or equivalent. Makes sections 1 
(amendments to GS 85B-3), 2 (new GS 85B-3.1, discussed above), and 7 (amendments to GS 85B-8) effective 
Oct. 1, 1999. Makes sections 3 (new GS 85B-3.2, discussed above), 4 (amendments to GS 85B-4), 6 
(amendments to fees in GS 85B-6), and 9 (new GS 114-19.8, discussed above) effective July 1, 1999. 


H 304. CHILD CARE SUBSIDY FRAUD. Intro. 3/4/99. House committee substitute makes the following changes 
to 2nd edition. Changes the new section added by the bill (new GS 110-107, which defines the crime of fraudulent 
receipt of child care subsidy) to provide that if the subsidy is up to $1,000 (was, $400) the crime is a Class 1 
misdemeanor and above $1,000 (was, $400) a Class | felony. Adds provisions similarly raising the limit from 
$400 to $1,000 for misdemeanor/felony split in GS 108A-39 (fraudulent receipt of public assistance), GS 108A-53 
(food stamps), and GS 108A-64 (Medicaid). 


H 306. INSURANCE AMENDMENTS. Intro. 3/4/1999. House committee substitute makes the following changes 
to 1st edition. Revises amendment to GS 58-50-65(a) to provide that GS 58-50-56(g) and (h) (concerning 
regulation by Insurance Comm’r of preferred provider benefit plans) apply to workers’ compensation insurance 
and to individual and group self-funded workers’ compensation insurance plans. Specifies that if there is any 
conflict between managed care provisions of GS ch. 58 and the managed care provisions of GS ch. 97 with 
respect to workers’ compensation insurance, the ch. 97 provisions govern. 

Amends GS 97-133, regarding Self-Insurance Guaranty Ass'n, to delete subsection (a)(1) that requires each 
member to submit annual report to Insurance Comm’r concerning benefits member paid during previous calendar 
year and the annual standard premium that member would have paid during that year. Revises subsections 
(a)(2) and (c) to base annual assessment of each member, as well as any post-insolvency assessment, on gross 
premiums as determined under GS 105-228.5(b), (b1), and (c), rather than on annual standard premium. For 
purposes of these assessments, Sec’y of Revenue to report to ass’n the self-insurer premium and payroll 
information under GS 105-228.5(b), (b1), and (c), and comm'r to provide the group self-insurer premium 
information reported to him under GS 58-47-75 and 58-2-165. 
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H 355. SEAT BELTS ON NEW SCHOOL BUSES. Intro. 3/8/99. House committee substitute makes technical 
changes to 1st edition. 


H 495. FAMILY LAW ARBITRATION ACT. Intro. 3/18/1999. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Revises proposed GS 50-42(a) with the effect that parties to marriage may agree during 
or after, but not before, the marriage to submit to arbitration of controversies arising out of marital relationship. 
Also revises proposed GS 50-44(e) to provide that while other arbitrators’ findings of fact are binding on the court 
in considering a request for interim relief, the court may review any findings governing child support or custody. 


H 648. BENSON CHARTER REVISED. Intro. 3/29/99. House committee substitute makes the following changes 
to 1st edition. Provides that the authority of the town to impose water and sewer line charges is to continue as 
authorized by S.L. 1989-477 (original bill repealed this statute and set out water and sewer line changes in the 
revised charter). 


House committee substitute makes the following changes 
to 1st edition. Adds provision that an officer may enter the premises or vehicle for purpose of making an arrest 
using a copy of a warrant or order only if the original warrant or order is in the possession of a member of the 
officer's law enforcement agency.

S 836. MENTAL HEALTH/CHEM. DEP. PARITY (=H 713). TO REQUIRE PARITY IN HEALTH INSURANCE 
COVERAGE FOR MENTAL ILLNESS AND CHEMICAL DEPENDENCY TREATMENT. \dentical to H 713, 
introduced 3/30/99.

S 837. TORRENS REGISTRATION SYSTEM. TO IMPROVE AND MODERNIZE THE TORRENS LAND TITLE 
REGISTRATION PROCEDURES OF THE STATE. Makes numerous changes in Ch. 43 of the General Statutes, 


which sets up the Torrens System of Land Registration, in which conveyance of land is by registration and | 
certificate instead of by deed. 
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Amends GS 43-5, which sets out the fees that the examiners of title and register of deeds are to receive for 
handling Torrens registrations, to eliminate those special fees and provide for compensation according to general 
law; to require that plats required under the Torrens law are to comply with GS 47-30 (general law provision on 
recording plats); to eliminate antiquated limitation on fees that may be charged by surveyor in connection with a 
Torrens plat; and to provide that the sheriff's bond is not liable in case of mistake or other error in a Torrens 
registration. 

Amends GS 43-13 to provide that transfers of title under the Torrens System are to be recorded in the 
regular real property records and indexes and gives instruction on how they are to be entered in the grantor and 
grantee indexes. Makes corresponding changes in GS 43-31 and -32. Amends GS 43-33 to make clear that the 
register of deeds is responsible for determining that each new Torrens certificate of title contains a description of 
the property transferred or retained but not for verifying the accuracy of any description. 

Amends GS 43-45 (concerning the registration of docketed judgments affecting the land) to make clear that 
not only judgments but also liens and notices of lis pendens are to be certified by the clerk of superior court to the 
register of deeds and the register of deeds is to enter the judgment, lien or lis pendens on the record copy of the 
certificate of title and the encumbrance is valid against the registered estate from the time it is noted on the record 
copy. Makes a similar change in GS 43-46 with respect to notices of tax delinquency 

Repeals GS 43-47 and amends GS 43-48 (concerning sale for failure to pay taxes) to make the general law 
lien for ad valorem taxes and foreclosures applicable.

S 838. COMPENSATE FOR ERRONEOUS CONVICTION. TO PROVIDE FOR COMPENSATION TO PERSONS 
ERRONEOUSLY CONVICTED OF CRIMINAL OFFENSES IN CASES IN WHICH THE CONVICTION WAS 
VACATED OR OTHERWISE SET ASIDE. Amends GS 148-82 to provide that person who was convicted of felony 
and imprisoned in state prison, but whose conviction was later vacated or otherwise set aside by court, may apply 
to Governor for finding that crime for which person was convicted either was not committed or was not committed 
by that person. Governor must handle such application as if it were application for pardon. Governor's finding 
entitles applicant to petition claim against state for pecuniary loss sustained by applicant by applicant's erroneous 
conviction and imprisonment, if petition is presented within five years of Governor's finding. Makes conforming 
change to include Governor's finding within provisions of GS 148-84 (payment by Industrial Comm'n).

S 839. INSURANCE CLAIMS PAYMENTS/Y2K. TO AUTHORIZE THE COMMISSIONER OF INSURANCE TO 
REQUIRE INTERIM CLAIMS PAYMENTS TO PROVIDERS IN THE EVENT CLAIMS CANNOT BE TIMELY 
PROCESSED DUE TO YEAR 2000 COMPUTER PROBLEMS. Adds GS 58-2-235 to require every insurer, third- 
party administrator, and health care provider to report to Insurance Comm’, if it cannot process or submit claims 
for services in timely manner due to problems associated with change to year 2000. Report must be made within 
five business days of determining that problem exists. Comm’r must require insurer or administrator to make 
interim payments to health care providers if necessary to prevent disruption of health care. Comm'r to use same 
methods, if any, applicable under federal law for determining interim payments required by federal law. Act 
effective when becomes law and expires December 31, 2000.

CLINICAL LABORATORY TESTING COMPANIES. Recodifies GS 105-164(a)(1d), which lists articles subject toa 
sales tax of 1% with a maximum of $80 per article, as GS 105-164.4A and adds to list of items covered by special 
sales tax sales to major laboratory testing company of machinery, instruments, equipment, parts and accessories, 
and computers used in clinical laboratory testing business. Amends GS 164.13 to add to list of items exempt from 
sales taxation, sales of medial products, medical accessories, reagents, chemicals, test kits, consumable lab 
supplies to major clinical laboratory. Defines major clinical laboratory testing company as business providing 
Clinical laboratory tests, analyses, and services that performs more than 1,000 different types of clinical tests and 
that is certified by Sec'y of Commerce to have invested at least $100 million in capital investment and to have 
created at least 200 new, full-time, permanent professional laboratory jobs at its facilities within state.

S 866. MORT. LENDERS AND BROKERS LICENSURE. AMENDING THE LAWS CONCERNING THE 
LICENSURE OF MORTGAGE LENDERS AND BROKERS. Generally rewrites art. 19, GS ch. 53, to provide for 
the licensing mortgage brokers and lenders by the Comm’r of Banks. Exempts from the license requirements: any 
licensed real estate agent or broker unless he or she receives compensation in connection with the placement of 
a mortgage loan; any person who, as seller, receives in 1 year no more than 10 mortgages as security for a 
purchase money obligation; NC Housing Finance Agency; and any agency of the federal, state, or local 
government granting first mortgage loans. Any person who acts as both mortgage broker and mortgage lender 
must be separately licensed in each capacity. Each license application must be in writing to the comm’r and 
contain information regarding the applicant’s address and officers. Natural persons applying for a license shall 
pay a fee of $500, which includes the license fee. Other applicants must be an application fee of $1,000 and a 
license fee of $1,000. An applicant who maintains more than one place of operation must pay an additional fee of 
$250 for each location, not to exceed a total of $3,000. An applicant must file a bond with the comm’r in a 
minimum amount of $25,000 for a natural person; $50,000 for a broker who is not a natural person, and $100,000 
for a lender who is not a natural person. Licenses must be renewed annually at a fee of $500 for each natural 
person, $1,000 for all other licensees, and $250 for each additional place of operation, not to exceed $3,000. No 
person may solicit mortgage loans to residents of this state by mail, telephone, or electronically unless licensed 
under this article. No licensee may act as a mortgage broker in any transaction in which the licensee is also acting 
as a mortgage lender. Each licensee must file an annual report with the comm’r by March 31 containing such 
information as the comm’r may require. Licensees are required to keep records of all business transactions for 7 
years following the transaction, and these records are subject to inspection by the comm’r. Among the activities 
prohibited by the act are providing brokerage services without making reasonable efforts to secure a loan with 
rates and charges that are most advantageous to the borrower's circumstances, making a loan with the intent to 
foreclose on the borrower’s property, and discriminating on the basis of a borrower’s race, sex, age, national 
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origin, religion, or’ handicap. Prohibits any person from participating in a transaction with a nonexempt, unlicensed 
broker or lender. Any contract or loan made knowingly and willfully in violation of the act is void.

S 867. REAL ESTATE LICENSURE LAW CHANGES. AMENDING CERTAIN PROVISIONS OF THE REAL 
ESTATE LICENSE LAW. Amends GS 93A-1 to require license from NC Real Estate Comm'n (Comm'n) for 
persons licensed in another state and affiliated with licensee in this state. Adds new subsection (a1) to GS 93A-2 
defining broker-in-charge to mean broker with supervisory authority over salespersons at a particular office, and 
amends various statutes that authorize actions by licensed broker to allow broker-in-charge to take those actions. 
Requires brokers-in-charge to take special course of study, not to exceed six hours, at least every three years, as 
prescribed by Comm'n. Amends GS 93A-3 to allow Comm'n to delegate duties to staff, except for issuance of 
rules or acting as a hearing panel. Adds new GS 93A-6.1 to authorize Comm'n to issue subpoenas for witnesses 
and documents in matters heard by Comm'n; authorizes Comm'n to enforce subpoenas by application to Wake 
Superior Court. Exempts Comm'n from requirements of GS Ch. 53B with regard to subpoenas it issues to compel 
production of licensee’s trust accounts. Amends GS 93A-19(a) to provide that failure to appear at a hearing held 
under that section waives one’s right to a hearing unless Comm'n excuses the absence. Amends GS 93A-17(a) to 
allow persons with claims up to $3000 (now $1500) for licensee's conversion of trust funds to wait until lawsuit is 
filed to reimburse loss is over instead of filing after commencement of lawsuit. Amends GS 93A-21 to raise limits 
on payments from Real Estate Recovery Fund to $25,000 per transaction (now $10,000), $25,000 per year per 
licensee (Now $10,000) and total of $50,000 per licensee (now $10,000). Provides that person seeking payment 
in excess of limits may not seek judicial review of decision except for abuse of discretion. Amends GS 93A-36(a) 
to require separate bond for each branch of school licensed under that section. Amends GS 93A-41 to amend 
definition of time share to include plan or system where the right to sue is awarded on the basis of points, 
vouchers, split, divided or floating use, and to include in definition of developer a person who creates a time share 
project or program or who purchases a time share for purpose of resale Amends GS 93A-52 to specify that fees 
paid under the section are nonrefundable. Does not affect pending litigation. Effective August 1, 1999.

S 868. INSPECTION PROGRAM ADJUSTMENTS. TO ADJUST THE CHARGE FOR THE INSPECTION OF A 
MOTOR VEHICLE DUE TO FEDERAL ENVIRONMENTAL PROTECTION AGENCY MANDATES THAT 
REQUIRE THE NORTH CAROLINA DIVISION OF MOTOR VEHICLES TO IMPLEMENT THE REGISTRATION 
DENIAL PROGRAM THROUGH THE MOTOR VEHICLE INSPECTION PROGRAM, AND DUE TO VARIOUS 
OTHER INCREASED COSTS AND EXPENSES INCURRED BY THE MOTOR VEHICLE INSPECTION 
STATIONS IN IMPLEMENTING THE MOTOR VEHICLE INSPECTION PROGRAM IN NORTH CAROLINA. 
Amends GS 20-183.7 to increase fees for motor vehicle inspection from $8.25 to $11.25 for safety inspection 
only, without after-factory tinted window; from $18.25 to $21.25 for safety inspection only, with tinted window; from 
$17 to $22 for emissions and safety inspection without tinted window; and from $27 to $32 for emissions and 
safety with tinted window.

To fund the center, the 
board shall assess each member an amount reflecting the cost of that member's participation in the system. A 
notice of intent to excavate sent to the center shall be valid for 10 working days. Upon receiving a notice, the 
center shall notify all members whose underground lines are located in the area of the proposed excavation. Any 
person excavating is required to take reasonable steps to protect any underground utility lines. The notification 
center, rather than the association, is required to file with the register of deeds in each county a notice giving the 
telephone number and address of the center. A utility receiving a request for survey locate or design locate work 
shall respond to the request in 10 working days. If utilities in conflict with a proposed excavation have been 
located and a change in plans is necessitated by unforeseen conditions, a request for a high-speed locate to be 
made within 4 hours can be made for the alternate contiguous location. The high-speed locate shall be paid for by 
the person making the request at a price established by the notification center. Persons desiring to obtain high- 
sped locates shall register with the notification shall register with the notification center in Jan. each year.

(7) Allows magistrate to verify petition alleging child to be abused, 
neglected, or dependent and accept for filing when clerk’s office is closed (now, requires authorization of chief 
district court judge). (8) Requires court to hold dispositional hearing within 30 days of entry of order placing child 
in DSS custody. (9) Provides that when abuse, neglect, and dependency proceeding is pending, no court may 
exercise jurisdiction in an adoption, guardianship, custody, or visitation proceeding unless judge in abuse 
proceeding stays abuse proceeding. (10) Requires Rule 4(j) service rather than personal service on parent, 
guardian, custodian, or caretaker. (11) Shortens the time for the first nonsecure custody hearing from 7 calendar 
days to 3 days and specifies duties of court at the hearing. (12) Allows child to be represented by retained 
counsel in addition to guardian ad litem. (13) Provides for appointment of counsel for parents upon receipt of 
petition and presumes parents are indigent for first nonsecure custody hearing and provides for appointment of a 
guardian ad litem for parent who is a minor or is incapable of providing for child because of mental retardation, 
mental illness, or other condition. (14) Adds procedure for pre-adjudication conference to attempt to settle issues. 
(15) Allows entry of a consent order. (16) Requires juvenile court to have priority over other district court sessions. 
(17) Requires DSS and guardian ad litem to prepare predisposition reports (act specifies items report must 
include) and provides for a predisposition conference to attempt settlement. (18) Before court may place child in 
the custody of a relative or other suitable person, must find that child has resided with person for at least six 
months and the placement is a safe and permanent home and in child’s best interest. (19) Authorizes judge, as a 
disposition, to appoint guardian of the person for child. (20) Grants court authority after notice and hearing to 
order public agency to provide services to meet child’s needs. (21) Prohibits DSS from allowing unsupervised 
visitation between child and parent without court order finding that child will receive proper care and supervision. 
(22) Requires clerk automatically to calendar review hearings and permanency planning hearings rather than 
waiting for request of DSS and specifies criteria to be considered at hearings; requires placement review within 3, 
rather than 6, months after date of termination. (23) Requires post-termination of parental rights’ placement court 
review to be conducted within 3 instead of 6 months. (24) Provides that child placed under a voluntary agreement 
between parent and DSS cannot remain in placement more than 90 days without the filing of an abuse, neglect, 
or dependency petition and deletes provisions regarding review of the placement. (25) Provides that district court 
has authority to enter temporary orders affecting custody or placement of child while case is on appeal to 
appellate court. 

Makes following changes in provisions in Chapter 7B regarding termination of parental rights proceedings: 
(1) Provides that when court has jurisdiction over parent in abuse, neglect proceeding, court also has jurisdiction 
to terminate parental rights and person seeking to terminate parental rights may proceed by a motion in the abuse 
case. (2) Parent has right to counsel if motion to terminate rights filed and to appointment of guardian ad litem if 
parent is a minor or is alleged to be incapable of providing proper care of child.

S 933. ADULT CARE HOMES/TRANSFERS. PERTAINING TO THE RIGHTS OF ADULT CARE HOME 
RESIDENTS WITH RESPECT TO TRANSFER OR DISCHARGE FROM THE FACILITY. Adds to Adult Care ( 
Home Residents’ Bill of Rights in GS 131D-21 the right to not be transferred or discharged from a facility except 
as provided under GS 131D-21.2, which is added by bill. (“Transfer or discharge includes movement of a resident | 
to a bed outside of the facility, whether that bed is in the same physical plant or not; it does not refer to movement 
of a resident to a bed within the same facility.) 

New GS 131D-21.2 specifies that a facility may not transfer or discharge a resident unless it is necessary for 
one of several reasons specified in bill: (1) related to resident's welfare or health as determined by resident's 
physician; (2) because safety or health of others in facility would be endangered (threat to health must be 
determined by a licensed physician); (3) because bills have not been paid after specified reasonable and 
appropriate notice (resident may not be transferred for nonpayment if resident has submitted to a third party payor 
all paperwork necessary for payment to be made); (4) because transfer is otherwise required by state or federal 
law; or (5) because facility ceases to operate. If transfer or discharge is due to a significant change in resident's | 
condition but is not an emergency requiring immediate transfer or discharge, facility must first conduct an | 
assessment to determine if a new care plan would allow the facility to meet the resident's needs. Facility must 
include in resident's record documentation of any conditions that result in resident’s transfer or discharge. 

Facility must give specified notice of transfer or discharge and reasons for the move at least 30 days in 
advance to resident and, if known, a family member or legal representative. Notice must be in writing and in a 
language and manner that is understandable to these persons. (Exception to 30-day advance notice requirement 
in the case of jeopardy to the health or safety of the resident or others in the facility.) Facility must record the 
reasons for the transfer or discharge in the resident's record. Among other things, notice must include effective 
date of transfer or discharge, location to which resident is transferred or discharged, and information about appeal 
rights.

Prohibits telephone solicitor from 
making telephone solicitation to telephone number on list after expiration of 90 days from date number is initially 
included on list. Prohibits telephone solicitor from knowingly using any method to block or otherwise circumvent 
residential telephone subscriber's use of caller identification service. Attorney General must investigate 
complaints alleging violations committed by telephone solicitors. Attorney General may bring action to impose civil 
penalty, with maximum of $500 per violation. Provides that telephone solicitor complies with act by participating in 
Telephone Preference Service of Direct Marketing Ass’n and making written certification to Sec’y of its 
participation in that service. Adds new GS 62-53 to require Utilities Comm'n to require local exchange company to 
notify residential service subscribers of opportunity to be placed on list of people who object to receiving 
telephone solicitations.

Badge need not be worn if patient is being seen in practitioner's office and 
name and license can be readily determined by patient from a posted license, a sign in office, a brochure 
provided to patients, or otherwise. Authorizes licensing boards and other regulatory authorities for practitioners to 
adopt rules for exemption from wearing a badge or other form of identification, or for allowing use of practitioner's 
first name only, when necessary for practitioner's safety or for therapeutic concerns. Violation of section is a 
ground for disciplinary action against practitioner by his or her licensing board or other regulatory authority.

S 955. PROPER TRIAL DIVISION/COUNSEL FEES. TO RAISE THE AMOUNT IN CONTROVERSY THAT 
DETERMINES THE PROPER DIVISION FOR TRIAL OF CIVIL ACTIONS AND TO ALLOW COUNSEL FEES AS 
PART OF COSTS IN CERTAIN CIVIL ACTIONS. Amends GS 7A-243 to increase from $10,000 to $20,000 the 
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amount in controversy that determines whether a civil action should be tried in district court or in superior court. 
Amends GS 6-21.1 to make it applicable to specified actions for which proper trial division is district court (now, 
specified actions in which judgment for recovery of damages is $10,000 or less). Effective Oct. 1, 1999; applies to 
civil actions commenced on or after that date.

S 961. MANAGED CARE/PATIENT ACCESS (=H 1282). TO ENSURE PATIENT ACCESS TO QUALITY 
MANAGED HEALTH CARE. 

Access provisions. Requires health benefit plans, other than managed care plans under the state health plan 
and plans implemented or administered by state or federal health agencies, to provide “reasonable access” to 
medical services as determined by the Comm’r of Insurance. In particular, every plan must be designed and 
administered to ensure adequate numbers and classes of providers and an “appropriate choice” of primary care 
providers. Further, every plan must ensure that at least two primary care providers are within twenty miles or thirty 
minutes average driving time or public transportation, whichever is less, within the geographic area of ninety 
percent of the enrolled population. In general, provides five factors for the Comm’r to use in determining whether 
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a given plan’s provider network offers “reasonable access” to medical services: a community standard of care and 
access; the type and severity of the insured’s medical condition; costs and expenses of getting services from the 
network as compared to getting the services from any provider; waiting times for appointments and number of 
hours providers are available; and complaints. Plans that fail to provide reasonable access are subject to the 
same penalties provided in the bill for retaliation and discrimination, i.e. administrative penalties of not less than 
$1,000 per day. 

Provider fairness and due process provisions. |mposes affirmative duties on plans to ensure fairness and 
due process for providers with respect to hospital privileges, reimbursement rates, participation in plans, 
indemnification, termination, notice of termination, modification of terms and conditions, and criteria for provider 
selection. Requires utilization review or grievance procedure panels to include at least one provider with the same 
type of license (or, for medical doctors, a clinical peer) as the provider who is party to the proceeding. 

Requires Comm'r to investigate complaints about external review of plans within five days of receiving a 
complaint and to make a determination within fifteen days of the complaint. Imposes duty on insurer to ensure 
that any contracted intermediary providing service under a health benefit plan comply with the access provisions. 
Prohibits retaliation against insured and providers who use a plan’s utilization review process or grievance 
process. Prohibits retaliation or discrimination against providers who in good faith (as defined) disclose 
information about care or conditions affecting insureds to regulatory agencies, private accreditation bodies or 
management of the insurer, or who act as advocates for insureds or otherwise participate in appeals of benefit 
decisions. Provides procedure for filing grievances with Comm'r regarding retaliation and discrimination 
provisions. In addition to administrative penalties previously referenced, provides for civil actions in superior court 
against insurers for violating retaliation and discrimination provisions, with treble damages for willful violations. 
Prohibits liability shifting by contract from health benefit plans or insurers to providers. Requires insurers to 
“properly reimburse” (as defined) all complete claims on standard forms with no attachments within thirty days of 
claim submission. Failure to comply subjects insurers to payment of 1.5% monthly interest on unpaid claims as 
well as potential fines of no more than $1,000 per day after notice and hearing. Requires notice of disputes claims 
in no later than fourteen days after receipt of an electronic claim or thirty days after a paper claim; imposes the 
same deadlines for notices of deficiencies requiring additional information. Requires Comm'r to adopt rules for 
notifying the Dep't of delinquent payments. Establishes penalty for retaliation against reports of delinquent 
payments of no more than $5,000. (15) Requires Comm’r to report on complaints annually to the Jt. Legislative 
Health Care Oversight Commission.

S 962. REALIGNMENT OF HIGHWAY DIVISIONS. TO REQUIRE THE BOARD OF TRANSPORTATION TO 
STUDY AND REPORT ON THE REALIGNMENT OF THE HIGHWAY DIVISIONS. Requires Board of 
Transportation, with assistance of Dep’t of Transportation and Sec’y of Transportation, to realign state’s 
transportation divisions to more closely match urban and rural regions of state, giving primary consideration to 
boundaries of metropolitan planning regions.

S 963. LOCAL GOVT ABC PERMIT INVOLVEMENT. TO ENHANCE LOCAL GOVERNMENT POWERS 
RELATIVE TO THE ALCOHOL BEVERAGE CONTROL LAWS. Expands grounds on which ABC Commission 
can suspend or revoke permits to include felonies and offenses under GS Ch. 90. Allows local governing boards 
or mayors, on delegation from governing bodies, to order cessation of alcohol sales for up to twelve hours in a 
designated area on finding that a “public disturbance” as defined in GS 14-288.1 exists or is imminent within a 
municipal jurisdiction. Rewrites the provisions for issuance of ABC permits in GS 18B-901 to require applicant to 
obtain a certificate of suitability from the municipality where the business is located prior to applying for a retail 
ABC permit, or from the county if the business is outside a municipality and its extraterritorial jurisdiction. Allows 
local government to use a broad list of factors in making a Suitability determination, including factors previously 
assessed only by the ABC board, and to condition its certificate of suitability on compliance with conditions and 
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restrictions. Requires decision on application for certificate of suitability within 60 days after receipt. Appeal from a | 
decision on certificate of suitability lies to the local governing board, then by certiorari to superior court in the ( | 
county where the business is to be located. Allows local government to charge a fee of up to $100 for applicants 
seeking a certificate of suitability. Allows local governments to institute a contested case under GS Ch. 150B to 
require ABC Commission to suspend or revoke a permit if suitability conditions change after a permit is issued. 
Effective Dec. 1, 1999.

S 964. CITY PARTICIPATION-ROAD BUILDING. TO MODIFY THE STATUTE GOVERNING MUNICIPAL 
PARTICIPATION IN IMPROVEMENTS TO THE STATE HIGHWAY SYSTEM. Amends GS 136-66.3 to expand 
municipal authority to participate financially in improvements to the state highway system. Deletes certain current 
limitations on such participation specified in GS 136-66.3(a), (b), (c), and (f), including, for example, references to 
Small Urban Construction Program and limits on participation in right-of-way costs based on municipal population. 
Under bill, all municipalities, regardless of size, are allowed, but not required, to participate in both the right-of- 
way and construction cost of highway improvements. Makes conforming changes. 

Rewritten provision deletes language in GS 136-66.3(c) that may have only allowed arena local funds for 
specified state highway system acquisitions and improvements in or outside a city if approved by a vote of the 
municipality's citizens. Revised language would allow spending local funds for such state highway system 
projects without such a vote, although a referendum may still be called if desired. Specifies that DOT, under an 
agreement with a municipality, may not charge the city any interest on its part of the cost of improvements during 
the initial three years (no time limit specified under present law).

Amends GS 105-277.1 to provide that exclusion amount 
is $25,000 or one-third of median appraised value of owner-occupied single-family homes in county, whichever is 
greater (now, $20,000), and to provide that income limit for qualifying low-income elderly or disabled homeowners 
is 80% of median income for county (now, $15,000 per year). Amends GS 105-277.1A to require Sec’y of 
Revenue to reimburse cities and counties for lost property tax revenue with respect to all low-income or disabled 
homeowners receiving the homestead property tax exclusion each year according to the following formula: (1) the 
first $25,000 of exempted value for each taxpayer times the applicable tax rate, plus (2) 50% of the product of the 
exempted value in excess of $25,000 times the applicable tax rate. Makes additional conforming changes. 
Effective for taxes imposed for tax years beginning on or after July 1, 2000.

WELLNESS TRUST FUND FOR THE PURPOSE OF RECEIPT AND DISTRIBUTION OF TWENTY-FIVE 
PERCENT OF THE TOBACCO SETTLEMENT FUNDS IN THE SETTLEMENT RESERVE FUND ESTABLISHED 
UNDER G.S. 143-16.4 TO DEVELOP A COMPREHENSIVE COMMUNITY-BASED PLAN AND FUND 
PROGRAMS AND INITIATIVES FOR IMPROVING THE HEALTH AND WELLNESS OF THE PEOPLE OF 
NORTH CAROLINA WITH A PRIORITY ON PREVENTING, REDUCING, AND REMEDYING THE HEALTH 
EFFECTS OF TOBACCO USE WITH AN EMPHASIS ON REDUCING YOUTH TOBACCO USE. As title 
indicates. Nonreverting fund will be established in the State Treasurer's Office. Administrative and operating 
expenses of the Board and staff are limited to two percent of annual fund balance on July 1. State agencies, local 
government units, and nonprofit corporations which have a major purpose of promoting public health, limiting 
youth access to tobacco products or reducing the health consequences of tobacco use are eligible for funds. 
Board consists of 17 members (5 appointed by the Governor; 5 by the General Assembly on recommendation of 
the Speaker of the House; 5 by the General Assembly on recommendation of the President Pro Tempore of the 
Senate; and the Chair of the UNC School of Public Health and State Public Health Director as ex officio, 
nonvoting members). Board members must be officers of, or affiliated with, nonprofit organizations, medical 
institutions, or governmental or law enforcement agencies, or individuals involved in delivering medical services, 
sale of products which have a major purpose of promoting public health, reducing youth access, and reducing the 
health consequences of tobacco use. Board terms generally will be four years after the initial board terms are 
staggered. Bill provides for meetings, per diems, general powers of the board, reporting requirements, and 
compliance with the open meetings law and public records act as well as audit by the State Auditor.

S 970. TRIANGLE REGIONAL SALES & DEED TAX. TO AUTHORIZE TRIANGLE COUNTIES TO CREATE A 
REGIONAL TAX DISTRICT AND LEVY A SALES TAX AND A CONVEYANCE TAX WITHIN THE DISTRICT, TO 
GENERATE FUNDS FOR PUBLIC SCHOOL CAPITAL NEEDS AND TRANSPORTATION CAPITAL NEEDS. 
Adds new Art. 52 to GS Ch. 105 to authorize five or more contiguous “triangle” counties (defined as Chatham, 
Durham, Franklin, Johnston, Lee, Orange, Vance, and Wake counties) to create Triangle Regional Tax District. 
To create district, boards of comm'rs of each county must adopt, after public hearing, resolution of intent to 
organize district. Governing body of district is board of trustees, which is composed of two county comm'rs of 
each county in district. Board has power to levy taxes, make contracts, and acquire and lease property. 

Regional tax district sales tax. Tax district may, by resolution, levy one percent sales and use tax within 
district, but only after board of comm’rs of every county in district has adopted resolution approving levy of tax; tax 
does not apply to sales of non prepared food. Sec'y of Revenue must, on quarterly basis, allocate net proceeds of 
tax as follows: (1) to each district county an amount equal to 90% of net proceeds that can be identified as having 
been collected in that county; (2) Sec’y must then determine for each district county an amount equal to its per 
Capita share of entire net proceeds of tax according to most recent annual population estimates (Sec’y must 
determine whether each district county’s per capita share exceeds its allocation under (1)); (3) Sec’y must then 
allocate remaining net proceeds not allocated under (1) among those district counties whose per capita shares 
exceed their allocations under (1), in proportion to amount of each county’s excess. Specifies division of 
distribution of proceeds to county and cities within county. Proceeds of tax may be used only for one or more of 
the following: (1) public school capital outlay as defined in GS 115C-426(f); (2) transportation capital outlay, 
including public transportation systems defined in GS 105-551 and airports, off-street parking, railroad corridor 
preservation, streets, and traffic control and on-street parking, as defined in GS 160A-209; and (3) retire 
indebtedness incurred by county or municipality for these purposes after date regional tax district levied tax. Tax 
expires seven years after effective date of levy. 

Regional tax district conveyance tax. Governing body, in same manner as for regional sales tax, may levy 
excise tax on instruments conveying interests in real property, located in district, at rate of one dollar for each one 
hundred dollars of consideration or value, whichever is greater, of interest conveyed, including value of any lien or 
encumbrance remaining on property at time of sale. Governing body of tax district must distribute net proceeds of 
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tax the same as described above for distribution of net proceeds of sales tax. Proceeds of tax may be used only 
for one or more of the following: (1) public school capital outlay as defined in GS 115C-426(f); (2) public 
transportation capital outlay as defined in GS 105-551; and (3) retire indebtedness incurred by county or 
municipality for these purposes after date regional tax district levied tax. Tax expires seven years after effective 
date of levy.

S 974. VACATION RENTAL ACT. REGULATING THE RENTAL OF RESIDENTIAL PROPERTY FOR 
VACATION, LEISURE, OR RECREATION PURPOSES. Adds new GS Ch. 42A for purpose indicated in title. Act 
applies to person, corporation, ass’n, or other business entity who acts as landlord or real estate broker engaged 
in rental or management of residential property for vacation rental. Act does not apply to (1) lodging provided by 
hotels, motels, tourist camps, and other places subject to regulation under GS Ch. 72; (2) rentals to people 
temporarily renting dwelling unit when traveling away from their home for business or employment purposes; or 
(3) rentals to people having no other place of permanent residence. Defines “residential property,” “vacation 
rental” (rental of residential property for vacation, leisure, or recreation purposes for fewer than 90 days by person 
who has place of permanent resident to which person intends to return), and “vacation rental agreement.” 
Requires that landlord or real estate broker must execute vacation rental agreement for all vacation rentals 
subject to act. Provides that if tenant is required to make any advance payments, other than security deposit, 
whether payment is denominated as rent or otherwise, landlord or real estate broker must deposit advance 
payments in trust or escrow account that conforms to requirements of GS 93A-6(a)(12) no later than three 
banking days after receipt of advance payments. Landlord or real estate broker must disburse no more than fifty 
percent of gross rent received from tenant before occupancy by tenant, but may disburse nonrefundable fees to 
third parties to pay for goods, services, or benefits procured by landlord or real estate broker for benefit of tenant 
if disbursement is expressly authorized in vacation rental agreement. Sets out provisions on applicability of 
Residential Tenant Security Deposit Act, transfer of property subject to vacation rental agreement, expedited 
eviction proceedings, landlord and tenant duties, and effect of mandatory evacuation on refunds.

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federal court), GS 20-17(a)(2) (impaired driving under 20-138.1 and 20-138.2), GS 20-17(a)(1) or (a)(9) 
(homicides or death by vehicle involving impaired driving), or GS 20-19(c3), DMV must place applicable restriction 
on person’s drivers license. (1) For first restoration of drivers license for person convicted of impaired driving (GS 
20-138.1) or driver’s license revoked under GS 20-23 or GS 20-23.2, when offense substantially similar to NC's 
impaired driving offense, DMV must place restriction on person’s drivers license that person not operate vehicle 
with alcohol concentration of 0.04 or more at any relevant time after driving; for second or subsequent restoration 
of driver's license, that person not operate vehicle with alcohol concentration greater than 0.00 at relevant time 
after driving. (2) For restoration of drivers license for person convicted of impaired driving in commercial motor 
vehicle (GS 20-138.2), driving while less than 21 after consuming alcohol or drugs (GS 20-138.3), felony death by 
vehicle [GS 20-141.4(a1)], manslaughter or negligent homicide resulting from operation of motor vehicle when 
offense involved impaired driving, DMV must place restriction on person’s drivers license that person not operate 
vehicle with alcohol concentration of 0.00 or more at any relevant time after driving; this restriction also applies to 
restoration of drivers license revoked under GS 20-23 or GS 20-23.2, when offense substantially similar to these 
NC offenses. Person seeking restoration of license must agree to submit to chemical analysis under GS 20-16.2 
at request of law enforcement officer who has reasonable grounds to believe person is operating motor vehicle on 
highway in violation of restrictions; person must also agree that, when requested by officer, person will agree to 
be transported by officer to place where chemical analysis is to be administered. Restrictions placed on license 
are in effect (i) seven years from date of restoration if person's license was permanently revoked, (ii) until 
person's twenty-first birthday if revocation was for conviction under GS 20-138.3, or (ili) three years in all other 
cases. Violation of restriction or willful refusal to submit to chemical analysis will result in one-year revocation. If 
period of revocation was imposed under GS 20-16.2(d) or (e), any remaining period of original revocation, before 
its reduction, will be reinstated and one-year revocation begins after all other periods of revocation have 
terminated. Sets out procedures for person contesting revocation to request hearing before DMV and possible 
review by superior court. Makes conforming amendments to GS 20-16.2, and adds provision allowing information 
by charging officer and chemical analyst to be sent to DMV by electronic means instead of by mailing affidavits. 

Ignition interlock. Adds new GS 20-17.7, which is applicable to person whose license was revoked as result 
of conviction of impaired driving (GS 20-138.1) if (1) person had alcohol concentration of 0.16 or more; or (2) 
person has been convicted of another offense involving impaired driving, which offense occurred within seven 
years immediately preceding date of offense for which person's license has been revoked. Provides that when 
DMV restores license of person subject to section, it must require person to agree to and must indicate on 
person's drivers license the following restrictions: (1) person may operate only a vehicle that is equipped with 
functioning interlock system of type approved by Comm’r of Motor Vehicles: (2) person must personally activate 
ignition interlock system before driving motor vehicle; and (3) person may not drive with alcohol concentration of 
0.01 or greater. Sets out how long interlock requirement must be imposed. Adds new GS 20-179.3(g5) to require 
that if person’s drivers license is revoked for conviction of GS 20-138.1, and person had alcohol concentration of 
0.16 or more, judge must include all of following in limited driving privilege: (1) applicant may operate only 
designated motor vehicle; (2) such vehicle must be equipped with functioning interlock system; and (3) applicant 
must personally activate ignition interlock system before driving vehicle. Provides that person who violates section 
commits the offense of driving while license revoked under GS 20-28(a). Provides for length of license revocation 
for violation of restriction, right to hearing, and related matters. 

Open container changes. Deletes from GS 18B-401(a) offense of person driving motor vehicle on highway or 
public vehicular area while consuming malt beverage or unfortified wine. Adds new GS 20-138.7(a1) to prohibit 
person from driving motor vehicle on highway or public vehicular area while there is alcoholic beverage other than 
in unopened manufacturer's original container in passenger area. However, if the driver is not consuming alcohol 
and has no alcohol remaining in driver's body, it is not a violation if the container is: (1) in passenger area of 
motor vehicle designed, maintained, or used primarily for transportation of people for compensation; or (2) in 
living quarters of house trailer, motor home, or house car. Violation is a lesser included offense of GS 20-138.7(a) 
and is an infraction. 

HGN test admissibility. Adds new GS 8-50.3 to provide that results of horizontal gaze nystagmus (HGN) test 
are admissible as evidence of person’s impairment by impairing substance in criminal, civil, or administrative 
proceeding and for purpose of corroborating opinion about another’s mental or physical impairment from impairing 
substance. However, results are not admissible unless person administering HGN test (i) had received training in 
administrating HGN test before conducting test and (ii) had followed training in administering test. 

Limited privilege alcohol screening test admissibility. Amends GS 20-179.3(j) to allow alcohol screening test 
to be administered to driver suspected of violating section (violation of limited driving privilege), and results of test 
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or driver's refusal to submit may be used by officer, court, or administrative agency in determining if alcohol was 
present in driver's body, provided that device is approved device and test was conduced according to regulations. 

Increase punishment for 19- or 20-year-old purchase or possession of beer or unfortified wine. Repeals GS

twenty year old who purchases or possesses malt beverage or unfortified wine under GS 18B-302(b)(1). Makes 
conforming amendment to GS 15A-146(a).

Amends GS 20-138.2A (operating 
commercial vehicle after consuming alcohol) and 20-138.2B (operating school bus, school activity bus, or child 
care vehicle after consuming alcohol) to (1) change element of each offense from a reference to a specific alcohol 
concentration to a prohibition against driving while consuming alcohol or while alcohol remains in person’s body; 
(2) provide that odor of alcoholic beverage on driver's breath is insufficient evidence by. itself to convict unless 
driver was offered alcohol screening test or chemical analysis and refused to provide all required samples of 
breath or blood for analysis; and (3) allows use of results of alcohol screening tests by law enforcement officer, 
court, or administrative body under certain conditions.

Evidence relevant to establish finding that race was basis of decision to seek death 
sentence may include statistical evidence or other evidence, or both, that death sentences were sought 
significantly more frequently: (1) on people of one race than on people of another race than as punishment of 
capital offenses against people of another race; or (2) as punishment for capital offenses against people of one 
race than as punishment of capital offense against people of another race. Sets out procedure for proving issue.

Five percent of the fees generated will 
be credited to the Solid Waste Management Trust Fund; the remaining 95% will go into a new, nonreverting Used 
Oil Collection Fund. The Used Oil Collection Fund, administered by the Dept. of Environment and Natural 
Resources, will be used primarily for grants to assist and market certified used oil collection centers and other 
used oil collection and recycling programs. Certified centers serve as collection points for do-it-yourself oil 
changers and receive limited liability for releases and mischaracterization of used oil provided conditions in the bill 
are met. Requires certain pre-disposal handling of used oil filters. Retailers of motor oil must inform the public of 
the importance of proper motor oil collection and disposal and of the state toll-fee number for used oil collection 
centers. Expands registration of persons transporting, collecting or recycling used oil to include anyone 
transporting more than 55 gallons of used oil over public highways at any one time. Expands Dep't of 
Transportation certification requirements for used oil transporters.

Financial responsibility and revenue provisions. Retroactively to April 1, 1998, repeals all provisions in the Dry- 
cleaning Solvent Cleanup Act of 1997 that required owners or operators of dry-cleaning facilities to maintain 
financial responsibility (insurance or a bond) for dry-cleaning solvent contamination. Retroactively to April 1, 1998, 
raises deductibles for cleanup of dry-cleaning solvent releases by $5,000 for each category of facility other than 
abandoned facilities. Phases in a privilege tax on gross receipts to be used for dry-cleaning solvent contamination 
cleanup and phases out state and local sales taxes on dry-cleaning services, as follows: Beginning July 1, 2000, 
imposes a privilege tax on gross receipts of dry-cleaners and similar businesses of 2%, raised to 3% on July 1, 
2002 and to 4% on July 1, 2002. Beginning July 1, 2000 imposes sales tax of 3%, lowered to 2% on July 1, 2001 
and to 1% on July 1, 2002. Makes other technical and clarifying changes. 

Changes to the Dry-Cleaning Solvent Cleanup Act itself. Adds requirement that persons seeking certification 
or cleanup agreements provide information to demonstrate that a release of dry-cleaning solvent has occurred 
and has resulted in contamination. Clarifies that the costs of providing qualifying information are not reimbursable 
from the fund. Clarifies that the deductibles set out in the statute represent the total amount for which a person or 
group seeking a cleanup agreement is required to accept written responsibility. Removes requirement that 
assessment agreements indicate the date on which remediation will begin. Extends date on which reimbursement 
may begin and prior to which any remediation of dry-cleaning solvent contamination may qualify for fund coverage 
to June 30, 2000 (was, January 1, 1999). Extends temporary rulemaking authority of the Environmental 
Management Commission under this act to June 30, 2000. Makes other clarifying and technical changes.

(3) If, after those make-up days are used, the local board 
finds that it is impractical to make up additional days for further days missed, it may excuse students from 
attendance for up to three days. On those days, the board may require teachers to report for a workday or it may 
excuse them, in which case their pay is not affected. (4) The State Board of Education, on the request of the local 
board, may excuse days after that three-day limit. (5) the state board may, at the request of the local board, 
excuse attendance at a particular school if emergency conditions exist at that school that might be threatening to 
the health, safety, or welfare of students and staff. The days so excused do not have to be made up by teachers 
or students and the first 15 days do not affect teacher pay.

Adds new GS 51-21(a)(2a) to make it clear that failure to comply with a court order is a 
continuing civil contempt only if it is willful. Rewrites proposed amendment to GS 5A-21(b) so that person found in 
civil contempt (other than for failure to comply with a nontestimonial identification order) may be imprisoned for no 
more than 30 days (was, for up to 12 months) for the same act of disobedience or refusal to comply with a court 
order. If person has not purged contempt within 30 days, he or she may be recommitted to one or more 
successive periods of up to 30 days, but total period of imprisonment for same act of disobedience or refusal to 
comply with court order may not exceed 6 months. Court must conduct a de novo hearing before recommitting 
contemnor. Failure to purge contempt may not be considered a separate or additional act of disobedience or 
refusal to comply with court order. Rewrites amendment to GS 5A-23(e) to require that findings be made with 
respect to each element of civil contempt and that each element be established by clear, cogent, and convincing 
evidence (was, clear and convincing evidence).

Prohibits sale of land or buildings located at 100 Paul Buck 
Blvd. by private sale. Makes additional technical changes. 


S 347. PRES. DRUG FORMULARIES. Intro. 3/15/99. Senate amendment makes the following changes to 
Senate committee substitute for 1st edition. Makes new GS 58-3-221 applicable to closed or restrictive 
formularies. 


S 526. MOD. & TERM. OF IRREVOCABLE TRUSTS. Intro. 3/25/99. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Makes technical changes only. 


S 658. EXTEND SUNSET/MUN. ELECTRIC AMEND. Intro. 3/30/99. Senate amendment makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Extends sunset of SL 1997-346 to Dec. 31, 2003 rather than deleting the sunset. Makes 
conforming change in bill’s title. 


S 720. DURHAM ZONING NOTICES. Intro. 4/1/99. Senate committee substitute makes the following changes to 
1st edition. Clarifies provision requiring posting of notice of violation on site.

SENATE BILLS 


S 172. CLARIFY BLUE LIGHTS ILLEGAL. Intro. 3/25/99. Senate committee substitute makes the following 

changes to 1st edition. Amends GS 20-130.1(c) rather than creating new subsection (c1). Provides that blue light 
as used in the act means one that is not (1) being installed on, held in inventory for the purpose of being installed 
on, or held in inventory for the purpose of sale for installation on a vehicle on which it may be lawfully operated or 


(2) installed on a vehicle that is used solely for the purposed of demonstrating the blue light for sale to law 
enforcement personnel. 


S 176. SLAYER/FORFEITURE OF PROP. RIGHTS. Intro. 3/1/99. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Original bill specified that property that would have gone to slayer passes as 
provided in GS 31B-3; committee substitute spells out in bill how G.S. 31B-3 would have property pass. For 
property that would pass by intestate succession, property is distributed per stirpes to slayer’s issue as if slayer 
predeceased them, and if slayer has no issue who would be entitled to an interest in property, distributed as 


though slayer predeceased decedent. Provides that if decedent dies testate, devolution of property governed by 
lapse statute. 


S 245. LETTERS OF CREDIT UCC REWRITE. Intro. 3/4/99. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Makes technical changes only.

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S 246. APPEAL OR TRANSFER FROM CLERK. Intro. 3/4/99. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Provides that recording of estate matters before the clerk to be by electronic recording 
device instead of by any appropriate means authorized by the Administrative Office of the Courts and makes 
technical changes. 


S 348. STOP MISUSE OF LASER POINTERS. Intro. 3/15/1999. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to ist edition. Revises proposed GS 14-34.8 to provide that section does not apply to laser tag 
and similar games and devices using light-emitting diode (LED) technology. 


S 385. USE OF SCHOOL BUSESI/U.S. OPEN. Intro. 3/16/99. Senate amendment makes technical changes to 
1st edition. 


S 601. DOC PRISONERS’ UNIFORMS. Intro. 3/29/1999. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to ist edition. Deletes language providing that unless Sec’y of Correction decides otherwise, all state 
inmates housed in local jails must wear uniforms consistent with those worn by inmates in state prisons. 


S 654. MANUFACTURED HOME LAW RESTORATION. Intro. 3/30/1999. Senate committee substitute makes 
the following changes to 1st edition. Deletes amendment to GS 44A-2(e) and adds subsec. (e2) to provide that 
lessor of a space for manufactured home has lien on all furniture and other personal property including the 
manufactured home titled in the name of the tenant if (1) the home remains on the rented premises 21 days after 
lessor obtains writ of possession and (2) lessor has lawful claim for damages against tenant. If lessor has 
received and executed judgment for possession of premises, then all property remaining on premises may be 
removed and placed in storage. Before expiration of the 21-day period, landlord must release the personal 
property and manufactured home to tenant. Lien is for amount of rents due and for damage caused by tenant. 
Lien to be enforced by public sale under GS 44A-4(e). 


S 767. LOBBYIST WAITING PERIOD. Intro. 4/6/1999. Senate committee substitute makes the following changes 
to ist edition. Revises proposed GS 120-47.5A to forbid former member of General Assembly to act as lobbyist 
within one year after former member leaves office (formerly, within one year after expiration of term to which he or 
she was elected). Makes bill applicable to persons who leave office on or after date when bill becomes law. 


S 774. ELECTRONIC PROXIES FOR NONPROFITS. Intro. 4/7/99. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Adds provision that proxy may be sent by any kind of electronic or telephonic 
transmission, even if not accompanied by written communication, under circumstances or together with 
information from which the nonprofit corporation can reasonably assume that the appointment was made or 
authorized by the member. 


S 775. ALLOW ELECTRONIC/TELEPHONIC PROXIES. Intro. 4/7/99. Senate committee substitute makes the 


following changes to 1st edition. Specifies that telegram and cablegram as well as photocopy and facsimile are 
appropriate proxy appointment forms. 


S 777. SEDIMENTATION ACT/EXCAVATION. Intro. 4/7/99. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Amends proposed new GS 74-49(7)(f) to provide that new provisions apply to off-site 
construction project.

H 179. WILKESBORO FIREMEN'S RETIREMENT. Intro. 3/1/99. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Changes effective date from Jan. 1, 1999, to July 1, 1999. 


H 276. OMNIBUS ESC CHANGES. Intro. 3/4/99. House committee substitute makes the following changes to 1st 
edition. Makes technical changes and, rather than repealing GS 96-12(b)(4), amends it to reduce from 10 to 6 the 
multiplier for the average weekly insured wage that an individual must be paid as qualifying wages for second 
year benefits.

House committee substitute makes the following | 
changes to 1st edition. Changes title to: AMENDING THE EMPLOYMENT SECURITY LAWS TO PROVIDE 

THAT AN INDIVIDUAL MAY NOT BE DISQUALIFIED FOR UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE BENEFITS WHEN 

THE INDIVIDUAL’S INABILITY TO ACCEPT BONA FIDE PERMANENT EMPLOYMENT DURING A 

PARTICULAR SHIFT WOULD RESULT IN AN UNDUE FAMILY HARDSHIP AND PROVIDE THAT AN 

INDIVIDUAL MAY NOT BE DISQUALIFIED FOR UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE BENIFTS WHEN THE 
INDIVIDUAL’S DISCHARGE IS SOLELY DUE TO AN INABILITY TO ACCEPT WORK DURING A PARTICULAR 
SHIFT AS THE RESULT OF AN UNDUE FAMILY HARDSHIP. Amends GS 96-8 as title indicates. Defines family 
hardship as inability to obtain care for a child under 14 or for an aged or disabled parent. Act expires June 30,

H 283. STATE TREASURER'S INVESTMENT AUTHORITY. Intro. 3/4/99. House committee substitute makes 
the following changes to 1st edition. Makes bill applicable to Highway Trust Fund as well as the Highway Fund. 


H 286. ADOPTION RECORDS AND REGISTRY. Intro. 3/4/1999. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Revises proposed GS 48-11.101(a) to remove from definition of “biological 
father” person who has provided substantial financial support of consistent care to adoptee and biological mother || 
before the adoption. Deletes provision in proposed GS 48-11-104 that would have allowed adoptee or biological 
relative to submit denial of consent form (denying consent for disclosure of identifying information) to adoption 
registry, and allows consent to be revoked at any time by person who submitted the consent form by submitting a 
revocation form to the registry. 





H 291. CHIEF OF MILITIA POWERS. Intro. 3/4/1999. House committee substitute makes the following changes 
to 1st edition. Revises proposed GS 127A-16(b) to limit Governor's additional power with regard to placing | 
National Guard units on active duty to assist with activities connected with swearing-in and installation of 
Governor and members of Council of State. 


H 461. RELEASE OF DMV INFORMATION. Intro. 3/16/99. House committee substitute makes the following 


changes to 1st edition. Deletes provision requiring that permission for release must be given in accordance with 
18 U.S.C. section 2721(d). 


H 494. UNIFORM CHILD-CUSTODY ACT. Intro. 3/18/99. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Amends proposed GS 50A-305(b)(2) to provide that the petitioner, rather than the court, 
shall serve notice on appropriate parties and notify them of their opportunity to contest registration. 


H 651. BRUNSWICK FIRE FEES. Intro. 3/29/1999. House committee substitute makes clarifying changes to ist 
edition. 








H 674. TRIBAL BUILDING INSPECTIONS. Intro. 3/29/1999. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Changes title to “TO ALLOW A FEDERALLY RECOGNIZED INDIAN TRIBE TO 
PERFORM BUILDING INSPECTIONS AND TO ALLOW CERTIFICATION AND LICENSE REGULATION OF 
BUILDING INSPECTORS ON TRIBAL LANDS OF FEDERALLY RECOGNIZED INDIAN TRIBES.” Adds GS 
153A-350.1 to provide that for purposes of GS ch. 153A, art. 18, part 4, concerning building inspection, the term 
“board of commissioners’ includes “the Tribal Council of such tribe,” and “county” also means a federally 
recognized Indian tribe and lands held in trust for the tribe. Revises amendment to GS 143-151.8(a)(2) to specify 
that the term “code” includes any resolution adopted by a federal recognized Indian tribe in which tribe adopts 
State Building Code and related local building rules. 


H 763. TEACHER/STUDENTINO SEX ACTS. Intro. 3/31/1999. House committee substitute expands 1*' edition’s 
prohibition of indecent liberties and sexual acts as follows. (1) Offender may be any present or former school 
personnel as defined by GS 115C-332(a)(2) (formerly limited to teacher or administrator). (2) Forbidden sexual 
conduct may occur when victim (student or former student) is of any age (formerly, occurred only if victim was age 
16-18 at time of sexual misconduct). (3) The forbidden sexual conduct may occur during or after the time when 


victim is present in the same school with the school personnel (the offender). Makes exception for sexual activity 
if personnel and student are married at the time.

H 923. SPA COLA CHANGES. Intro. 4/5/99. House committee substitute makes the following changes to 1st 
edition. Changes title to: AMENDING THE STATE PERSONNEL ACT TO PROVIDE THAT COST-OF-LIVING 
ADJUSTMENTS REFLECT INCREASES IN THE CONSUMER PRICE INDEX, and deletes proposed amendment 
to GS 126-7(a2)(4b) regarding employees involved in disciplinary procedures. 


H 924. COMMUNITY MEDIATION CENTERS. Intro. 4/5/99. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Amends GS 90-330 to exclude from the “practice of counseling” the settlement of conflicts 
by mediators at community mediation centers. Provides that community mediation center mediator may testify as 
to whether or not the mediation resulted in an agreement. Changes effective date from when it becomes law to 
Oct. 1, 1999.

HOUSE BILLS 


H 1304. NO INCOME TAX MARRIAGE PENALTY. TO REDUCE INCOME TAXES FOR MARRIED COUPLES. 
Amends GS 105-134.6(c) to provide that the following is added in calculating state income tax: (1) in case of 
married persons who file a joint return, amount by which standard deduction under Internal Revenue Code 
exceeds $6,000 and (2) if married person files a separate return, the amount by which the taxpayer's standard 
deduction exceeds $3,000. Amends GS 105-134.2(a) to provide for the following income tax percentages: For 
married individuals filing joint return—up to $25,500 taxable income (now, $21,250) at 6%, from $25,500 to 
$120,000 (now, $100,000) at 7%, and above $120,000 at 7.75%. For married individuals who do not file a joint 
return—up to $12,750 taxable income (now, $10,625) at 6%, from $12,750 to $60,000 (now, $50,000) at 7%; and 
above $60,000 at 7.75%. Effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 2002.

SENATE BILLS 


S 212. MORTUARY SCIENCE CHANGES. Intro. 3/2/99. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Provides that if annual report of financial condition of burial association is deemed 
insufficient by the Board, Board may, at its own expense, initiate a new financial audit. Provides that a quorum of 
meeting of burial ass’n for purpose of merger with insurance company or increase in assessment is 15 members 
or 10% of membership (was, 15% of paid-up membership) and that acceptance or rejection of merger must be by 
majority of members present and voting (was, paid-up members). Provides that first report of financial soundness 
must be submitted by June 1, 2001, instead of 2000, and provides that Board may issue order of liquidation if 
association is no longer financially sound after June 1, 2003, instead of 2001. Amends GS 90-210.25A to provide 
that minimum burial depth restrictions do not apply to burials if land is located in family owned cemetery 
established by deed recorded before Jan. 1, 1989 and individual will be buried in a surface burial vault in a 
manner similar to individual’s deceased spouse who was buried before Jan. 1, 1981. 


S 241. CHILD CARE LAW CORRECTIONS. Intro. 3/4/99. Senate amendment makes the following changes to 
2nd edition. Reinstates current provision in GS 110-88 providing that Child Care Division and Commission shall 
permit individual facilities to make curriculum decisions. 


S 249. EXTEND CORE SOUND MORATORIUM. Intro. 3/8/99. House committee substitute makes the following 


changes to 1st edition. Committee substitute is identical to committee substitute for H 215 summarized in today’s 
Daily Bulletin. 


S 273. CANCER CONTROL REPORTING. Intro. 3/8/99. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Makes it clear that, in the case of a failure to report information, the registry may conduct a 
site visit to the facility or provider or be provided access to the information from the facility or provider (was, may 
access the information from the facility or provider). Adds provision allowing the registry to grant, for good cause, 
to a facility or provider an additional 30 days for reporting. 


S 297. LIMITED PARTNERSHIP LAW CHANGES. Intro. 3/8/99. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Adds provisions clarifying the limit of liability in professional organizations, 
providing for the registration of foreign limited liability partnerships, and requiring annual reports by limited liability 
partnerships. 

Amends GS 55B-9(b) to provide that a shareholder, director of officer of a professional corporation is not 
individually liable for the debts, obligations, and liabilities of, or chargeable to the corporation arising from the 
malpractice of another shareholder, director of officer of the corporation. However, the liability a shareholder, 
director or officer for his own acts in the rendering of a professional service is unaffected. 

Amends GS 57C-2-01(c) to provide that a member or manager of a professional limited liability company is 
not individually liable for debts arising from the malpractice by another member, employee, agent or 
representative of the company but his liability for his own acts is unaffected. 

Rewrites GS 59-32 which defines a foreign limited liability partnership. Amends GS 59-45 to provide that a 
partner in a limited liability partnership is not individually liable for the partnership's debts solely because of being 
a partner nor does the partner become liable by participating in the management or control of the partnership’s 


business, and to provide that there is no individual liability of a partner for the malpractice of another partner in 
rendering professional services. 
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Rewrites GS 59-84.2 to increase the fee for an application for registration as a limited liability partnership 
and to require additional information on said application. 

Adds a new GS Ch. 59, Article 3B requiring registered limited liability partnerships to file with the Secretary of 
State an annual report containing specific information accompanied by a $200 fee no later than the fourth month 
following the close of the partnership's fiscal year. If the partnership’s annual report is not filed or if specific 
conditions are not met, the Secretary of State may revoke the partnership's registration. 

Adds a new GS Ch. 59, Article 4A relating to foreign limited liability partnerships. Requires a foreign limited 
liability partnership to file an application for registration and details what information the application must contain. 
Also describes the effects of a foreign limited liability partnership’s failure to register which includes a civil penalty 
of $10 per day, but not to exceed a total of $1,000 for each year it transacts business without being registered. 
Specifies those activities that do not constitute transacting business. 


S 323. WATERFOWL LICENSE CHANGES. Intro. 3/11/99. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Amends GS 113-129 to add a definition of waterfowl as migratory birds for which open 
seasons are prescribed by U.S. Dep't of Interior and belonging to the Family Anatidae (wild ducks, geese, brant, 
and swans). Amends GS 113-270.1D(a) to include the taking of waterfowl in the annual sportsman license. 


S 338. SCHOOL PERSONNEL/CLASSROOM EXPER. Intro. 3/15/99. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Requires local boards of education to adopt policy that requires professional 
employees to deliver instruction or to have other contact with students in classroom during day, which policy may 
require them to serve as substitute teachers, teach model lessons, assist teacher in classroom, or tutor individual 
students (was, required professional employees to serve at least 2 days per year as substitute teacher). Allows 
policy to give up to one renewal credit every 5 years for these activities instead of giving authority to State Board 
to determine amount of credit. 


S 368. PUBLIC ACCESS TO RIVERS AND STREAMS. Intro. 3/15/99. Senate amendment makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Allows DOT to construct access to rivers and streams regardless of whether it is building a 
bridge. 


S 456. FIREMEN'S PENSION ELIGIBILITY. Intro. 3/22/99. Senate committee amendment makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Amends GS 143-166.2(d) to provide that definitions of eligible fireman and rescue squad 
workers eligible for benefits include those who have not attended 36 hours of drills and meetings but were either 
killed in line of duty in the first year of service or killed in line of duty within 2 years of the last year in which they 
attended 36 hours of drills and meetings. 


S 526. MOD. & TERM. OF IRREVOCABLE TRUSTS. Intro. 3/25/99. Senate amendment makes the following 
changes to 2nd edition. Adds new provision requiring court or trustee to consider tax consequences to 
beneficiaries in determining whether to terminate or modify trust. 


S 568. ONE-STOP VOTING SITES. Intro. 3/29/99. Senate amendment makes the following changes to 1st 
edition. Amends GS 163-227.2(a) to provide that a person who expects not to be present at the polling place in 
which that person is registered may obtain an absentee ballot. 


S 705. EXPEDITE JOHNSTON SCH. CONSTRUCTION. Intro. 4/1/99. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Provides that act will apply to construction of only 2 of the following schools: 
Riverwood Elementary, Riverwood Middle, West Johnston Elementary, Northeast Elementary, Four Oaks Middle, 
and Smithfield Elementary. 


S 732. CHIROPRACTIC OWNERSHIP RESTRICTED. Intro. 4/1/99. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Deletes proposed new GS 90-157.3(d) providing that a chiropractor may form a 
professional corporation or limited liability company with another health care provider who is licensed under GS 
Ch. 90. 


S 746. STRUCTURED SETTLEMENT PROTECTION ACT. Intro. 4/5/99. Senate committee substitute makes the 


following changes to 1st edition. Deletes from requirements of GS 1-543.11(2)c that the settlement must state the 
discount rate used in determining the discounted present value. Deletes requirement of GS 1-543.11(7) that the 
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discount rate not exceed 18% and replaces it with a provision t:..: the rate nui exceed the annual percentage rate 
permitted under GS 25A-15(b)(4) calculated as if the net amount payable to the payee, as provided in the act, 
was the principal of a consumer loan made by the transferred to the payee, and if the structured settlement 
payments to be transferred to the transferee were the payee’s payments of principal plus interest on such loan. 


S 872. NEW RIVER STATE PARK/JACREAGE LIMIT. Intro. 4/13/99. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Changes “New River State Park” to “New River Scenic River Area of the North 
Carolina Natural and Scenic Rivers System” in bill's title. 


S 898. SCHOOL PERSONNEL LAW CHANGES. Intro. 4/14/99. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Amends GS 115C-47 to require local boards of education to adopt rules and 
policies limiting noninstructional duties assigned teachers. Amends GS 115C-296 (e) to prohibit assignment of 
extracurricular activities to initially certified teachers unless they request such assignments in writing and to 
minimize other noninstructional duties of such teachers. 


S 951. HEALTH CARE WORKERS/ID BADGE. Intro. 4/14/99. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Act is effective Oct. 1, 1999, but from Oct. 1, 1999 until Oct. 1, 2001, health care 
practitioners are required to wear name badges only. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 119. ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT EMINENT DOMAIN. Intro. 2/18/99. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Revises proposed GS 40A-3(b)(10) to provide that the power of eminent domain 
may be used for acquiring real property for economic development activities which establish, extend, enlarge, or 
improve industrial development. Makes bill applicable only to Robeson County and municipalities within that 
county. | 


H 215. EXTEND CORE SOUND MORATORIUM. Intro. 3/2/99. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to ‘st edition. Extends Core Sound shellfish moratorium to Oct. 1, 2001 (was, July 1, 2000). Amends 
GS 113-172(a) (bonding of fisheries license agents) to make bonding authority discretionary. Provides that any 
person who had a crab license during the period July 1, 1994, to July 1, 1999, is eligible to obtain an interim crab 
license by paying a fee of $7.50 for residents and $100 for nonresidents. Act is effective July 1, 1999; interim crab 
license provisions expire Oct. 1, 2000. 


H 329. UNIFORM RABIES VACCINATION STUDY. Intro. 3/4/99. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Original bill amended GS 130A-185 regarding timing of rabies vaccinations for 
dogs and cats. Committee substitute deletes these substantive provisions and replaces them with provisions 
requiring the Public Health Study Comm'n to study the issue of rabies vaccinations administered by certified 


rabies vaccinators and to report its findings and recommendations to the General Assembly before the convening 
of the 2000 legislative session. 


H 419. MOUNT AIRY SATELLITE ANNEXATION. Intro. 3/11/99. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Replaces blank bill with AN ACT CONCERNING SATELLITE ANNEXATION 
AND REMOVING A CERTAIN TRACT OF PROPERTY FROM THE CORPORATE LIMITS OF THE CITY OF 
MOUNT AIRY. As title indicates. Provides that GS 160A-58.1(b)(5) does not apply to city. 


H 512. ASSISTED LIVING ADMINISTRATORS. Intro. 3/22/99. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Revises proposed GS 90-288.12 to exempt certain facilities including hospitals, nursing 
homes, family care homes, and continuing care facilities.

S 34. EMER. SHELTER/HEALTH FACIL. IMMUNITY. Intro. 2/4/99. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Makes clarifying changes, including a change to the title. Act now titled “AN ACT 
TO PERMIT THE TEMPORARY WAIVER OF CERTAIN RULES AND TO PROVIDE IMMUNITY FROM 
LIABILITY FOR CERTAIN LICENSED HEALTH CARE FACILITIES THAT PROVIDE TEMPORARY SHELTER 
OR SERVICES DURING DISASTERS AND EMERGENCIES.” Clarifies that immunity is from liability for injury to 
any person rather than only to handicapped persons. 


S 288. UNSOLICITED COMM. ELEC. BULK MAIL. Intro. 3/8/99. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Makes technical changes, and deletes provision making it unlawful to sell, give, 
distribute or possess with intent to sell software designed or marketed to facilitate the falsification of electronic 
mail transmission information or other routing information. 


S 325. CONTINUING CARE RETIREMENT HOMES. Intro. 03/11/99. Senate committee substitute changes the 
1st edition by providing that a retirement facility qualifies for benefits if its charter or bylaws provide that it is 
governed by a board at least the majority of whose members are selected by one or more nonprofit corporations 
or associations that meet certain conditions (original bill, majority of members must be selected by one or more 
nonprofit associations). 


S 370. OSHA WITNESS STATEMENTS. Intro. 3/15/99. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Amends GS 95-136(e) to provide that except subject to section (e1), an employer cited 
under the provisions of the article is entitled to receive a copy of the official inspection report that is the basis for 
the citations. Amends GS 95-136(e1) to provide that upon written request of and at the expense of the requesting 
party, official inspection reports of inspections conducted pursuant to this article shall be available for release, 
subject to provisions of subsections (e) and (e1). Witness statements that are in the witness's or complainant’s 
handwriting, upon the request of and at the expense of the requesting party, shall be transcribed so that the 
information would not name or otherwise identify the witness. Provides the comm’r shall make available to the 
employer 10 days prior to a scheduled enforcement hearing unredacted copies of the witness statements the 
comm'r intends to use at the enforcement hearing or the statements of witnesses the comm’ intends to call to 


testify, provided a written request for the statement is received by the comm’r no later than 12 days prior to the 
enforcement hearing. 





S 468. WINSTON-SALEM/FORSYTH ASSESSMENTS. Intro. 3/23/99. Senate committee substitute makes 
technical change to 1st edition. 


S 583. CHARLOTTE FIREFIGHTERS’ RETIREMENT. Intro. 3/29/99. Senate amendment makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Makes technical correction only. 


S 594. MISCELLANEOUS INS. CHANGES. Intro. 3/29/99. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to ‘1st edition. Amends GS 58-2-161(a) to include in extended reporting requirements (1) a group of 
employers self-insuring their workers’ compensation liabilities, (2) an employer self-insuring its workers’ 
compensation liabilities, and (3) the NC Self-Insurance Guaranty Association. Adds new sections and amends 
title accordingly. Act now titled AN ACT TO CLARIFY THE LAWS ON TITLE INSURANCE RATE MAKING, 
COMMERCIAL GENERAL LIABILITY POLICY EXTENDED REPORTING, AND INSURANCE FRAUD; TO MAKE 
A TECHNICAL CORRECTION IN THE LITTERING LAW; TO PROVIDE FOR UNIFORM APPLICATION OF NEW 
LAWS TO HEALTH BENEFIT PLANS; TO AMEND THE LAW GOVERNING CEASE AND DESIST ORDERS 
FOR UNAUTHORIZED INSURERS, TO ALLOW LICENSING OF A FOREIGN OR ALIEN INSURER TO BE 
DELAYED UNDER CERTAIN CIRCUMSTANCES, TO AMEND THE LAW GOVERNING AN INSURER'S

58-28-20 to allow Commissioner to issue a cease and desist order before notice and hearing when there is 
evidence that policyholders, creditors or the public may be irreparably harmed by delay. Amends GS 58-16-6 to 
allow Commissioner to delay the licensing of a foreign or alien insurance company if, in opinion of Commissioner, 
the operation of the company in the state would be hazardous to prospective policyholders, creditors or the 
general public. Amends GS 58-5-63 to provide that policies written by surety bondsman are subject to laws 
governing use of deposits. Amends GS 58-3-100(c) to provide that Commissioner may impose civil penalty upon 
an HMO, service corporation, or an MEWA for failure to acknowledge a notice of claim, and to clarify that, for 
purposes of required acknowledgments, a claimant includes an insured, a health care provider, or a health care 
facility that is responsible for making a claim. 


Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Amends GS 130A-155(a) that law’s requirements apply to children attending K-12 grades 
of public and private schools and private preschools. 


S 761. UPDATE CORPORATE CONVEYANCES. Intro. 4/5/99. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Makes technical changes only. 


S 789. CHARITABLE NONPROFIT NOTICE. Intro. 04/07/99. Senate committee substitute changes the 1st 
edition by providing (1) that the Attorney General may, prior to the expiration of the initial 30-day notice period, 
require an additional 30-day period to review the proposed transaction. Provides that the transaction may not be 
“finalized” during this period, and (2) that the act applies to notices given on or after the effective date. 


S 812. ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGE SALES. Intro. 4/12/99. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Makes act applicable to eating establishments as defined in GS 18B-1000(2). Provides 
that a city may request an investigation of a particular business only once each calendar year, and the comm'n 
may do an investigation only on request of a city council. Businesses covered by the act shall maintain full and 
accurate monthly records of their finances and shall separately show sales of alcoholic beverages and other 
items. 


S 877. WORKERS' COMP. NATIONAL/STATE GUARD. Intro. 4/13/99. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Makes clear that act applies to claims for injuries or deaths occurring on or after 
its effective date. 


S 927. BLIND SERVICES TECHNICAL CHANGE. Intro. 4/14/99. Senate amendment makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Makes technical changes only. 


S 979. ENV. CLEANUP COST REIMBURSEMENTS. Intro. 4/15/99. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Makes technical change only. 


S 992. WORKERS' COMP. FOR PRISONERS. Intro. 04/15/99. Senate committee substitute changes title of bill 
to AN ACT TO ALLOW PRISONERS WHO SUFFER DEATH OR TOTAL PERMANENT DISABILITY TO 
RECEIVE COMPENSATION UNDER THE WORKERS’ COMPENSATION ACT BASED ON THE MINIMUM 
WAGE. As new title indicates. Provides that for purposes of calculating compensation under GS 97-26 and GS 
97-38, the average weekly wage shall be based on an hourly wage equal to the minimum wage. 


S 1142. DESIGNATE COMM. OF INDIAN AFFAIRS. Intro. 4/15/99. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Makes technical change only. 


S 1167. EXCESS SNOW DAYS EXCUSED/PUBLIC SCH. Intro. 4/15/99. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Amends GS 115C-84.2 to provide that a local board of education may include in 
the school calendar up to five excused days due to inclement weather. Provides that a local board may excuse 
students for two instructional days due to inclement weather and may request State Board approval for excusing 
up to three additional days. The local board may require teachers to report for work or may excuse teachers from 
attendance on these days. If teachers are excused, these days do not have to be made up and do not affect pay. 
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Local board must report to the State Board of Education on all days excused. Days excused may be counted 
towards the 1,000 hours of required instruction.

House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Deletes proposed new GS 65-66)(n) prohibiting a cemetery company from prohibiting 
providers of cemetery products or services from providing products or services to persons having rights in a grave 
space. Adds new GS 65-53(9) requiring the Cemetery Comm'n to keep records of complaints received and the 
action taken on each complaint. Reorganizes bill and makes technical changes. 





H 98. FOUR-YEAR TERMS. Intro. 2/17/99. House committee substitute makes grammatical changes to 1st 
edition. 


H 120. TAX LIEN ADVERTISEMENT AND COLLECTION. Intro. 2/22/99. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Deletes provision authorizing counties to require payment of delinquent taxes 
before a deed is recorded, makes a technical correction, and changes effective date from Jan. 1, 2000 to Jan. 1, 
2001. 


H 143. HANDICAPPED PARKING FINES. Intro. 2/25/99. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Changes penalty for violation of GS 20-37.6(e)(4) [improper use of handicapped parking 
signs] from $50 to $100. Amends GS 20-37.6(d) to provide that parking spaces for handicapped persons on 
streets and public vehicular areas shall be designated by free-standing signs, no less than 72 inches from the 
ground or, signs, placed at the same height, attached to a building. 


H 302. ENHANCE CHILD SUPPORT ENFORCE. Intro. 3/4/99. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Amends GS 110-142.2(b) to require court to order sanctions after an individual has been 
adjudicated in contempt for failure to pay child support for a third or subsequent time. Mandatory sanctions apply 
when obligor adjudicated in contempt for third or subsequent time after Oct. 1, 1999. Also requires court to order 
obligor to extinguish delinquency within a reasonable time (was, within 10 years), and requires immediate 

payment on delinquency on the amount of 5% of the debt or $500, whichever is less (was, whichever is greater). 
Deletes provision requiring vote on amending constitution to repeal right to a jury trial in a paternity action. 





H 650. BRUNSWICK PERSONAL WATERCRAFT. Intro. 3/29/99. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Changes jurisdiction of ordinance from Atlantic Ocean “and other waterways 
adjacent to that portion of the county within its boundaries or within its territorial jurisdiction” to “other waterways 
within its territorial jurisdiction.” 


H 723. DARK WINDOW INSPECTION FEE. Intro. 03/30/99. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to ‘1st edition: (1) deletes the provision that the fee for inspecting after-factory window tinting be paid only 
once, and (2) provides that the inspection fee shall be reduced by $5.00 for any vehicle owner with a documented 
medical condition that requires after-factory tinted windows. 


H 813. PROHIBIT CYBERSTALKING. Intro. 4/1/99. House committee substitute makes the following changes to 
2nd edition. Makes clear that offense occurs when the communication was originally sent or received in this state, 
or first viewed by any person in this state.

H 968. AMEND CONTESTED CASE PROCEDURE. Intro. 04/12/99. House committee substitute substantially 
rewrites 1* edition and makes the following changes to it: (1) amends GS 150B-2(5) to delete provision 
prohibiting an agency that makes a final decision or an officer or employee of the agency from petitioning for initial 
judicial review of that decision; (2) amends GS 150B-34(a) and adds new GS 150B-34(d) to provide that except 
for exemptions and the certificate of need determinations described below, all agencies subject to GS 150B, Art. 
3, are subject to the requirement that the administrative law judge makes a final decision or order with findings of 
fact and conclusions of law; (3) Adds new GS 150B-34(c) to provide that in cases arising under GS Ch. 131E, Art.

Provides that after Oct. 1, 2000, it is unlawful for person to 
engage in practice of respiratory care without license. Defines “practice of respiratory care” as, defined by written 
order of licensed physician, observing, monitoring of signs and symptoms, general behavior, and general physical 
response to respiratory care treatment and diagnostic testing, including determination of whether such signs, 
symptoms, reactions, behavior, or general response exhibit abnormal characteristics, and performance of 
diagnostic testing and therapeutic application of specified acts. Sets following maximum fees: (1) initial 
application, $25; (2) examination or reexamination, $150; (3) issuance of license, $100; (4) renewal of license, 
$50; (5) late renewal of license, $50; and (6) license with provisional or temporary endorsement, $35. Violation of 
any provision of Art. is Class 1 misdemeanor.

S 12. JUDICIAL APP./VOTER RETENTION. Intro. 1/28/99. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Amends proposed constitutional amendment to remove role of General Assembly in voting 
to confirm or to not confirm Governor's nomination of person to be justice or judge of Appellate Division, and 
replaces it with the nomination of justices and judges by Judicial Nominating Comm'n and appointment by 
Governor. Creates Judicial Nominating Comm'n to consist of 18 members: (1) district att'y chosen by Conference 
of District Att'ys; (2) public defender chosen by public defenders; (3) superior court judge chosen by Conference 
of Superior Court Judges; (4) district court judge chosen by Conference of District Court Judges; (5) clerk of 
superior court chosen by Ass'n of Clerks of Superior Court; (6) six attorneys appointed by Council of State Bar as 
specified in bill; (7) present or former dean of law school in state appointed by Council of State Bar; (8) two 
nonattorneys appointed by Governor; (9) two nonattorneys each appointed by General Assembly on 
recommendation of House Speaker and Senate President Pro Tempore, respectively. Sets out nomination 
procedures; requires comm’n to nominate at least three and no more than five people to be considered by 
Governor for judicial appointment within 60 days of vacancy; Governor may appoint person who was not 
nominated by comm'n. 


S 283. N.C. PURCHASING OPPORTUNITIES. Intro. 3/8/99. Senate amendment makes the following changes to 
1st edition. Amends GS 143-345.8 to provide that printed copy of any information that is electronically advertised 
shall be made available to any party on request. Adds provision that under rules to be adopted by Sec’y of 
Administration, Div’n of Purchase and Contract may advertise information concerning contract and purchase 
requirements in both print and electronic format for period of 12 months following act's effective date. 


S 288. UNSOLICITED ELECTRONIC BULK MAIL. Intro. 3/8/99. Senate amendment makes the following 
changes to 2nd edition. Adds definitions of “commercial electronic mail” (messages sent and received 
electronically consisting of commercial advertising material, the principal purpose of which is to promote for-profit 
sale or lease of goods or services to recipient) and “unsolicited” (not addressed to recipient with whom initiator 
has existing business or personal relationship and not sent at request of, or with express consent of, recipient). 


S 432. HEALTH CARE PERSONNEL REGISTRY CHANGES. Intro. 3/22/99. Senate committee substitute makes 
the following changes to 1st edition. (1) Deletes from bill’s provisions statement that health care personnel who 
are career state employees who wish to contest findings must do so by following the grievance procedures 
established under the State Personnel Act. (2) Adds an amendment to GS 131E-256(g), which now requires that 
upon investigation and documentation, health care facilities must give to state officials notice of all allegations 
against health care personnel which appear to a reasonable person to be related to neglect or abuse of patients 
or certain other offenses, to require only the reporting of substantiated allegations (italicized word added). (3) 
Changes bill's title to AN ACT TO CLARIFY THE FACILITIES THAT ARE INCLUDED IN THE HEALTH CARE 
PERSONNEL REGISTRY; AND TO REQUIRE THAT EMPLOYERS AT HEALTH CARE FACILITIES ACCESS 
THE HEALTH CARE PERSONNEL REGISTRY. 


S 835. REVISE LAW GOVERNING MERGERS. Intro. 04/12/99 . Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition: 

(1) Changes title to “AN ACT TO CLARIFY THE LAW GOVERNING MERGERS, CONSOLIDATIONS, 
NONPROFIT CORPORATIONS, AND UNINCORPORATED ENTITIES, INCLUDING LIMITED LIABILITY 
COMPANIES AND PARTNERSHIPS, FOR THE PURPOSE OF CONFORMING THE LAWS WITH THOSE OF 
OTHER STATES AND MODERN BUSINESS PRACTICES’; 

(2) Adds new Part VI to bill and adds new GS 58-10-10 (Mutual to Stock Insurance Conversion). Requires 
advance approval Insurance Comm’ before such a conversion may occur. Forbids the Comm'r from approving 
conversion unless (a) it is fair to policyholders; (b) it is adopted by board of directors and approved by a vote of 
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not less than two-thirds of the members at a meeting called for the purpose of approving the plan; (c) each 
policyholder’s equity is determinable under a formula approved by the Comm’r; (d) a policyholder is entitled to 
vote and participate in stock purchase if policyholder was such on date plan was adopted by board; (e) 
policyholder receives preemptive right to acquire proportionate share of proposed capital stock; (f) plan must 
provide for payment to each policyholder of holder’s entire equity in insurer; cash payment may not exceed 50% 
of a holder’s equity; (g) shares must be offered to policyholders at a rate not to exceed that of shares offered to 
others; (h) Comm’'r finds that insurer's management has not sought to limit or reduce the number of policyholders 
entitled to participate in plan or secure an advantage for mangers; and (1) the insurer's capital and surplus are not 
less than that required of a domestic stock insurer, are reasonable in relation to company’s liabilities, and 
adequate to meet its financial needs. 

Allows Comm’'r to schedule a public hearing on the proposed conversion. May also retain, at mutual 
insurer's expense, various experts to assist in review of plan. Prohibits director, office, or employee from 
receiving a free or some compensation or promoting or assisting with conversion or with the distribution of assets | 
or capital. | 

(3) Adds new Part VII to bill and adds new GS 55A-13-02(b)(3) (Homeowner Association Refunds). Provides | 
that a nonprofit corporation whose membership is limited to owners and occupants of property in a condominium, | 
cooperative housing corporation or other real property development may distribute excess or surplus membership | 
dues, fees, or assessments after payment of common expenses and prepayment of reserves. Provides that | 
refunds must be proportionate to the funds collected. | 

(4) Changes effective date of act to Oct. 1, 1999, and applies to contracts entered into and mergers, 
consolidations, or conversions effective on or after that date.

S 878. NONPROFIT WATER CORP. LOANS. Intro. 4/13/99. Senate amendment makes the following changes to 
1st edition. Original bill amends GS 159G-3(2)’s definition of “applicant” for purposes of GS Ch. 159G to add to 
the definition, for the purposes of the Drinking Water Treatment Revolving Loan Fund, nonprofit water 
corporations incorporated in compliance with Chapter 55A of the General Statutes. Amendment adds the 
condition that such corporations be eligible for a federal loan or a federal loan and grant from the Rural Utility | 
Services Division of the US Dep't of Agriculture. 6 





S 956. THREATS AGAINST CHILDREN/SPOUSE. Intro. 4/15/99. Senate amendment makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Current law makes it a crime to threaten “any person.” The original bill added language 
making it a crime also to threaten that person's minor child or other dependent. This amendment makes the 
crime apply to threats to the person’s child (minor or not) or spouse. 


S 977. SCHOOL TEAM AUTHORITY/SCH. CALENDAR. Intro. 04/15/99. Senate amendment makes the 
following changes to 1st edition: (1) changes from five to eight the number of days designed by the local board 
that may be used as teacher workdays, additional instructional days, or other lawful purposes, and (2) provides 


that these eight days may be scheduled by the school’s principal in consultation with the school improvement 
team. 


S 1009. JOURNALISTS’ TESTIMONIAL PRIVILEGE. Intro. 4/15/99. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. (1) Redefines “journalist” so it now means any company or entity engaged in the 
business of gathering, compiling, writing, editing, photographing, recording, or processing information 
dissemination via any news medium, and the employees, independent contractors, or agents of that company or 
entity (in original bill, definition included “any person” engaged in those activities). (2) Redefines “news medium” 
to mean any entity regularly engaged in the business of (italicized words added) publication or distribution of news 
via print, broadcast, or other electronic means accessible to the general public (italicized words added). 


S 1047. PROTECT CERTAIN CULTCH PLANTING AREAS. Intro. 04/15/99. Senate committee substitute 
replaces blank bill relating to the environment or natural resources with a bill entitled “AN ACT TO PROHIBIT THE 
TAKING OF SHELLFISH WITHIN ONE HUNDRED FIFTY FEET OF A PUBLICALLY OWNED PIER BENEATH 
WHICH THE DIVISION OF MARINE FISHERIES HAS DEPOSITED CULTCH MATERIAL.” As title indicates. 
Changes title of GS 113-207 from “Clamming on posted oyster rocks forbidden” to “Taking shellfish from certain 
areas forbidden.” Defines oyster rocks as those rocks in the coastal fishing waters upon which oysters grow. 
Makes various organizational and conforming changes. Makes act effective Sept. 1, 1999, and applies to 
violations occurring on or after that date. 
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S 1048. AMEND FISHERY RESOURCE GRANT PROGRAM. Intro. 4/15/99. Senate committee substitute makes 
the following changes to 1st edition. Replaces blank bill with ANACT TO CREATE A GRANTS COMMITTEE TO 
SET PRIORITIES FOR, REVIEW APPLICATIONS TO, AND AWARD GRANTS UNDER THE FISHERY 
RESOURCES GRANT PROGRAM AND TO MAKE CLARIFYING, CONFORMING, AND TECHNICAL CHANGES 
TO THE FISHERY RESOURCE GRANT PROGRAM STATUTE. (1) Amends GS 113-200 to establish a Grants 
Committee within the Fishery Resource Grant Program to evaluate grant proposals, rank the proposals, and 
determine the amount of funding, if any, to be awarded to each grant applicant (functions now handled by the 
Marine Fisheries Commission). Grants Committee is to be composed of eleven members: three employees of 
the Sea Grant College Program, appointed by the Director of the Sea Grant College Program; two employees of 
the Division of Marine Fisheries, appointed by the Fisheries Director; two members of the Marine Fisheries 
Commission, appointed by the chair; one member of the each of the Northeast, Central, Southeast, and Inland 
regional advisory committees, appointed respectively by the chairs. (2) Provides that priority in funding is to go to 
projects involving persons involved in “a fishing-related industry” (now, to projects involving “fishermen’). 


S 1060. DIVISION OF TRUSTS. Intro. 4/15/99. Senate committee substitute makes the following changes to 1st 
edition. The bill adds a new GS 36A-136(24)b. relating to the authority of trustees to divide trusts. The original bill 
added the authority to divide under certain conditions the funds and properties constituting trusts treated for 
purposes of federal generation-skipping transfer tax as separate trusts and funds and properties constituting 
testamentary trusts and trustees included in the gross estate of the grantor for federal tax purposes. The 
committee substitute instead adds the authority to divide any trusts into two or more separate, nonidentical trusts 
if (i) the new trusts so created are not inconsistent with the terms of the governing instrument and (ii) the terms of 
the new trusts provide for the same succession of interests and beneficiaries as provided for in the original trust. 


S 1127. STATE NATURE AND HISTORIC PRESERVE. Intro. 04/15/99. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following change to 1st edition: deletes the provision proposed as GS 143-260.10(12) that would have prohibited 
the State of North Carolina from selling or exchanging the tract excluded from the Hanging Rock State Park 
except for the expansion of the park or to sell the land and use the proceeds for that purpose. 


S 1139. NATURE & HISTORIC PRESERVE. Intro. 4/15/99. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Changes the reference to the property covered by the bill in Gorges State Park.

H 254. HEALTH CARE FACILITY/PATIENT ABUSE. Intro. 3/4/99. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 2nd edition. Amends GS 14-32.2(b)(3) to provide that violation is Class F felony when such 
conduct is willful or culpably negligent (underlined words added) and proximately causes serious bodilty injury to 
patient or resident. Adds same new language to proposed new GS 14-32.2(b)(4) (which creates Class A1 
misdemeanor). 


H 278. TANF SEPARATION NONCHARGED. Intro. 3/4/99. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Rewrites amendment to GS 96-9(c)(2)b. so that the following provisions read as follows: 
(vi) separation due to leaving for disability or health condition; or (vii) separation of claimant solely for bona fide 
inability to do work for which claimant was hired, but only when claimant in last calendar quarter preceding quarter 
in which claimant was paid wages by employer was recipient of Temporary Assistance for Needy families (TANF) 
assistance by agency of state and claimant’s period of employment was 100 days or less, shall not be charged to 
account of employer by whom claimant was employed at time of such separation; provided, however, employer 
promptly furnishes comm’n with such notices regarding separation of individual from work as are or may be 
required by comm'n regulations. 


H 302. ENHANCE CHILD SUPPORT ENFORCE.. Intro. 3/4/99. House amendments make the following changes 
to 2nd edition. (1) Add new provision that for the purpose of establishing or modifying a child support order, the 
amount of the obligor’s gross income may be established by a written statement signed by the obligor’s employer 
or an Employee Verification form produced by the Automated Collections Tracking System that has been 
completed and signed by the obligor’s employer. A written statement signed by the employer that sets for the 
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obligor’s gross income, as well as an Employee Verification form signed by the employer, are to be admissible 
evidence in any action establishing or modifying a child support order. (2) Make clarifying changes. 





H 471. AG USES/ZONING. Intro. 03/17/99. House committee substitute males the following changes to ‘st 
edition: (1) changes title to “AN ACT AMENDING THE CHARTERS OF THE TOWNS OF STOKESDALE, 
SUMMERFIELD, PLEASANT.GARDEN, AND OAK RIDGE TO EXEMPT AGRICULTURAL LAND USES WITHIN 
THOSE JURISDICTIONS FROM ZONING”; (2) extends coverage of act to towns of Pleasant Garden and Oak 
Ridge; (3) removes reference to exemption of agricultural uses under the State Building Code. 


H 476. EMC SUBSIDIARIES. Intro. 3/17/99. House committee substitute makes the following changes to 1st 
edition. Rewrites bill’s new GS 117-18(14) so it now authorizes electric membership corporations to form, 
organize, acquire, hold, dispose of, and operate any interest (up to and including full controlling interest) in 
separate business entities that provide energy services and products, telecommunications services and products, 
water, and wastewater collection and treatment, so long as those other business entities (i) are not financed with 
loans or grants from the US Dep't of Agriculture (this limitation does not apply for water or wastewater collection 
and treatment projects) and (ii) are subject to all taxes, specifically including federal and state income taxes, 
levied against business entities of the same structure and engaged in the same activities, (iii) do not use any 
personnel, equipment, or property of the electric membership corporation, (iv) are organized and operated 
pursuant to GS Ch. 55 or 57C, and (v) do not encumber or expose to liability more than 15% of the assets of the 
electric membership corporation. Provides that electric membership corporations may not form or organize a 
business entity to engage in distribution, storage, or sale of oil (specifically including liquefied petroleum gases), 
but may acquire, hold, dispose of, and operate any interest in an existing business entity already engaged in 
those activities. 


H 529. DISPLAY OF AMERICAN FLAG. Intro. 03/22/99. House committee substitute makes technical and 
clarifying amendments. 


H 678. ACUPUNCTURIST REIMBURSEMENT. Intro. 3/29/99. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Original bill added new GS 135-40.6(8)u., adding charges for the practice of acupuncture 
to the list of covered charges allowable under the state employees’ comprehensive medical plan. This committee 
substitute limits the allowable charge under the added section to charges “for the treatment of pain and the 
production of regional anesthesia” through acupuncture. 





H 846. FARMVILLE ETVJ. Intro. 04/01/99. House committee substitute changes the 1st edition by making the ETJ 
extension contingent upon the approval of the board of county commissioners with respect to the specific area 
within the additional territory. 


H 867. WILSON ANNEXATIONS. Intro. 04/01/99. House committee substitute makes the following change to 1st 
edition: makes Wilson exempt only from requirements of GS 160A-58.1(b) (setting forth five requirements that a 
noncontiguous area must meet in order to be annexed as a satellite). 


H 880. BID PROCESS/CAPITAL PROJ. Intro. 4/1/99. House committee substitute makes the following changes 
to 1st edition. (1) Adds to bill's coverage Beaufort, Currituck, Camden, Pasquotank, and Perquimans counties. 
(2) Adds a sentence providing that for purposes of the bill, a single-prime bid and a full set of separate-prime bids 
made by the same contractor constitute only one competitive bid. 


H 959. COCKFIGHTING/INCREASE PENALTY. Intro. 4/8/99. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Makes technical changes only. 


S 979. REPEAL PUBLIC SETTLEMENT RESERVE FUND. Intro. 04/15/99. Senate amendment makes the 
following changes to 2nd edition: (1) rewrites title to read “AN ACT TO REPEAL THE PUBLIC SETTLEMENT 
RESERVE FUND AND TO MAKE CONFORMING CHANGES TO THE LAW REQUIRING THE ATTORNEY 
GENERAL TO REPORT TO THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY ON PUBLIC MONIES"; (2) repeals GS 143-16.5 
(Public Settlement Reserve Fund); and (3) amends GS 114-2.5 to provide that the Attorney General must report 
to the Joint Legislative Comm'n on Governmental Operations and the Chairs of the Appropriations 
Subcommittees on Justice and Public Safety of both chambers of the General Assembly about settlement 
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agreement payments or judgments received by the State or a State agency if funds exceed $75,000. Also 
provides that if Attorney General must report, report must include disbursements of funds. Makes clarifying 


changes to provisions making act effective with respect to agreements or orders entered on or after Nov. 15, 
1998. 


H 991. WORKERS' COMP. AND UIM INSURANCE. Intro. 04/13/99. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition: (1) rewrites original version of GS 20-279.21(e) to provide that uninsured or 
underinsured motorist coverage need not insure against a loss for which benefits have been paid under workers’ 
compensation laws, except an amount of an employers’ lien determined under GS 97-10.2(h) or (j), but not to 
exceed the applicable uninsured or underinsured coverage limits of the motor vehicle policy, and (2) changes 
effective date from date it becomes law to Oct. 1, 1999, and applies to policies issued or renewed on or after that 
date. 


H 996. REGULATE SPINAL MANIPULATION. Intro. 4/13/99. House amendments make the following changes to 
2nd edition. (1) Exempt licensed physical therapists (along with physicians and osteopaths, exempted from 
definition in original bill) from the definition of “health care provider’ in bill's new Art. 8A (“Spinal Manipulation”) of 
GS Ch. 90. (2) Change effective date to Jan. 1, 2000. 


H 1046. CELL PHONES/PAGERS IN SCHOOLS. Intro. 4/14/99. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Changes title to AN ACT DIRECTING LOCAL BOARDS OF EDUCATION TO CONSIDER 
ADOPTING POLICIES PROHIBITING STUDENTS FROM USING CELLULAR PHONES OR PAGERS ON 
SCHOOL PROPERTY DURING INSTRUCTIONAL HOURS. Amends GS 115C-47 to require local school boards 
to consider adopting policies to prohibit use of cellular telephones, other wireless telephones, paging devices, or 
other wireless communications devices, by students on school property during instructional hours unless 
otherwise permitted by principal in accordance with board policies. Policies shall provide for immediate 
confiscation of devices used in violation of policies. Confiscated devices may be returned only to student's parent 
or legal guardian on parent's or legal guardian’s oral or written request. Amends GS 115C-391/(f) to provide that if 
local board prohibits such devices, policies governing student conduct shall clearly state consequences for 
violations of policy. Effective July 1, 1999, and applies beginning with 1999-2000 school year. 


H 1095. CLINICAL PHARMACIST PRACTITIONER. Intro. 4/19/99. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Changes title to AN ACT AUTHORIZING THE NORTH CAROLINA MEDICAL 
BOARD AND THE BOARD OF PHARMACY TO ADOPT REGULATIONS TO APPROVE CLINICAL 
PHARMACIST PRACTITIONERS TO PRACTICE DRUG THERAPY MANAGEMENT PURSUANT TO A DRUG 
THERAPY MANAGEMENT AGREEMENT. Removes references to licensing clinical pharmacist practitioner. Adds 
provision to proposed new GS 90-18(c) to define drug therapy management as implementation of predetermined 
drug therapy that includes: (i) diagnosis and product selection by patient’s physician; (ii) modification of prescribed 
drug dosages, dosage forms, and dosage schedules; and (iii) ordering tests; all pursuant to agreement that is 
physician, pharmacist, patient, and disease specific. 


H 1135. 1999 GOVERNOR'S DWI AMENDMENTS. Intro. 4/15/99. House amendment makes the following 
changes to 2nd edition. Adds amendment to GS 15A-145(a) to allow expunction of conviction of misdemeanor 
possession of alcohol under GS 18B-302(b)(1) (possession of beer or unfortified wine by person under 21) if 
person has not yet attained age of 21 years and has not previously been convicted of felony, or misdemeanor 
other than traffic violation. 


H 1154. WEAPONS AT SCHOOL/LAW CLARIFIED. Intro. 4/15/99. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Changes effective date from Aug. 1, 1999, to July 1, 1999. 


H 1167. LATERAL ENTRY SIMPLIFIED. Intro. 4/15/99. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Makes technical changes. 


H 1224. EXPAND MAGISTRATES' AUTHORITY. Intro. 4/15/99. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. (1) Redefines the bill's grant of authority to magistrates to hear, decide, and enter 
judgment in nonjury civil actions to such actions “within the amount in controversy for the district court division” 
(was, “within the monetary limits determined by the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court”). (2) Limits the bill’s 
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grant of authority to magistrates to grant divorces to actions in which (a) the only claim asserted is a claim for 
absolute divorce, (b) the complaint and summons were served personally on the defendant or accepted 
personally by the defendant pursuant to GS 1A-1, Rule 4(j)(1), and (c) no answer or other responsive pleading 
was filed, or, if one was filed it admitted all the allegations of the complaint (was, “to grant uncontested divorces’). 
(3) Adds a provision that appeals from judgment of a magistrate under any of the grants of authority added by the 
bill are to be taken as provided for under Art. 19 (“Small Claims Actions”) of Ch. 7A of the General Statutes. 





H 1261. SEARCH PROBATIONER OR PAROLEE. Intro. 4/26/99. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Amends proposed new GS 15A-232 to provide that evidence of illegal activity 
obtained as result of warrantless search made under section shall not be basis for criminal charge or used as 
evidence in criminal proceeding against probationer or parolee. Makes similar change to GS 15A-1343(b1)(7) and 
GS 15A-1374(b)(11). 


H 1267. TEACHER HARASSMENT PROTECTION. Intro. 4/15/99. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Makes clear that protection against discipline for reporting sexual harassment 
does not apply if employee reporting harassment knows or has reason to believe report is not accurate.

Adds new Part 17 (“Regional Development”) to Art. 10 of GS Ch. 143B and moves to that new Part (and 
renumbers) current sections GS 158-8.1, -8.2, -8.3, and -8.4 (concerning the Western, Northeastern, and 
Southeastern regional economic development commissions). Adds provisions to new Part providing that for 
Carolinas Partnership, Inc, the Global TransPark Development Comm'n, the Northeastern North Carolina 
Regional Economic Development Comm'n, the Piedmont Triad Partnership, the Research Triangle Regional 
Comm'n, the Southeastern North Carolina Regional Economic Development Comm'n, and the Western North 
Carolina Regional Economic Development Comm'n, each comm'n’s annual expenditure of state funds is subject 
to the following limitations: (1) no more than 15% for administration; (2) 25% must be used for technical 
assistance to counties and direct incentives for industrial clients; (3) 25% must be allocated to a nonprofit entity 
specifically dedicated to new or existing tourism development clients that are committed to doing business in the 
region; (4) 25% must be used to promote the region as a place to invest in industrial or tourism development 
projects, and (5) 10% must be used to promote the region as a place to live, work, and play. For coastal 
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commissions (defined to mean a regional development commission that includes counties that border on the 
ocean) no more than 15% may be spent on administration and the remainder must be allocated to a nonprofit 
entity specifically dedicated to new or existing tourism development clients committed to doing business in the 
region.

Dep't may 
allocate to eligible county up to $500,000 in 1999-2000 and up to $500,000 in 2000-2001 to be used for economic 
development grants to businesses currently located in enterprise tier four and five areas if they expand their 
operations into eligible county; sets out conditions businesses must meet. Tourism Development Infrastructure 
Funds. Dep’t may allocate up to $500,000 to eligible county for tourism development projects that implement 
state’s heritage tourism and development goals. Allocation must be matched by private, nongov't funds on basis 
of $2 of private funds for every $1 of state funds: specifies kinds of improvements to be funded. Earnest 
Economic Growth Investment Grant. Dep't may allocate up to $150,000 to eligible county in three annual 
installments of not more than $50,000 per year. In addition, if eligible county raises $100,000 in non-state 
matching funds, Dep’t may allocate to that county additional $100,000 on one-time basis. Funds may be used to 
purchase land for industrial development, to operate economic development office, and to employ full-time 
economic development officer. County Start-Up Investment Account. On application by economic development 
comm'n of eligible county, Dep't may allocate up to $200,000 to county to endow local, low-interest revolving 
fund. County must administer loan fund to provide loans only to new businesses started in county. Loan fund 
must meet conditions specified in act. Requires Dep't to report annually to Joint Legislative Comm'n on 
Governmental Operations, and more frequently as it requires, on expenditures under act and their impact. 
Effective July 1, 1999.

Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Removes reference to “Toby’s Law” from the title. Removes the words “against 
people” from the phrase “history of violent behavior against people” as used throughout the bill. Adds 
appropriation of $1.5 million for 1999-2000 from General Fund to Dep't of Health and Human Services to provide 
mental health evaluations, criminal history checks, and support to the Dep't of Justice to implement the child 
protective measures required by the act. 


S 1049. NEUSE RIVER BUFFER AMENDS.. Intro. 4/15/99. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Replaces blank bill with provisions recommended by the Neuse Stakeholder Advisory 
Committee set up under SL 1998-221 and approved by the Env'l Management Commission (EMC). 

(1) Compensatory mitigation in lieu of buffers. Requires EMC to set up a program to allow three ways to 
avoid protecting existing riparian buffers: payments of fees into a Riparian Buffer Restoration Fund, donations of 
land, or creation of other buffers that are not required to be protected. Persons using any of these forms of 
compensatory mitigation must demonstrate attempts to avoid and minimize loss of the riparian buffer and lack of 
a practical alternative to its loss. Mitigation payments will be subject to a standard schedule of fees to be 
established by the EMC. Donation of real property requires approval by Dep't of Environment and Natural 
Resources, an agreement by a donee organization to maintain the donated land as a riparian buffer, and a 
showing that the donated land is either a riparian buffer that provides equal or greater water quality protection to 
the buffer that is lost, or that it will be used to restore, create, enhance or maintain an equal or better riparian 
buffer. 

(2) Delegation of buffer protection to local governments. Allows EMC to delegate implementation and 
enforcement responsibility for riparian buffer protection to any unit of local government that has power to regulate 
land use, so long as the EMC finds that local implementation and enforcement will equal that of the State. 
Requires EMC action on a request for delegation within 90 days after receiving a complete application. If a local 
delegee is determined to be failing to implement or enforce the buffer requirements, the EMC must give notice of 
deficiencies in writing and allow 90 days to cure. Requires technical assistance by the State to local units. 

(3) Stream identification. Requires Dep't to provide a stream identification training program to determine the 
existence of surface water for purposes of applying the riparian buffer rules. 

(4) Riparian Buffer Restoration Fund. Amends nonreverting fund provisions of GS 143-214.21 to allow 
compensatory mitigation purposes noted above. 


S 1050. NEUSE RIVER BUFFER FUNDS. Intro. 4/15/99. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Amends blank bill to appropriate from the General Fund to the Dep’t of Environment and 
Natural Resources $5 million for fiscal 1999-2000 and $200,000 for fiscal 2000-2001 to develop statewide stream 
delineation maps to identify surface water bodies to which the riparian buffer rules apply and to administer the 
mapping program. Appropriates from the General Fund to the Wetlands Restoration Fund $1 million for fiscal 
1999-2000 for the restoration of riparian buffers. Effective July 1, 1999. 


S 1058. GENERAL CONTRACTORS LICENSURE. Intro. 4/15/99. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Amends GS 87-10(b) to provide that the examination shall test knowledge or 
relevant matters contained in the NC State Building Code. 


S 1074. YEAR 2000 CONSUMER PROTECTION ACT. Intro. 4/15/99. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Amends GS 1-539.26(c) to specify that the affirmative defense does not apply to 
claims for personal injury or wrongful death. Changes expiration date from July 1, 2000 to Oct. 1, 2000. 


S 1161. WATER PRETREATMENT CONSULTATION. Intro. 4/15/99. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Changes bill title to reflect change in study from proposing rules to reviewing 
existing rules. Deletes provision in study regarding appropriateness of fees without evidence of violations. 
Requires report to the Env'l Management Commission by Dec. 31, 1999 with any recommendations for rule 
modifications.

S 1165. CLINICAL PHARMACIST PRACTITIONER. Intro. 4/15/99. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Changes title to “AUTHORIZING THE NORTH CAROLINA MEDICAL BOARD 
AND THE BOARD OF PHARMACY TO ADOPT REGULATIONS TO APPROVE CLINICAL PHARMACIST 
PRACTITIONERS TO PRACTICE DRUG THERAPY MANAGEMENT PURSUANT TO A DRUG THERAPY 
MANAGEMENT AGREEMENT.” Defines drug therapy management as the implementation of predetermined 
drug therapy that includes (1) diagnosis and product selection by the patient's physician; (2) modification of 
prescribed drug dosages, dosage forms, and dosage schedules; and (3) ordering tests; all pursuant to an 
agreement that is physician, pharmacist, patient, and disease specific. Provides that any drug therapy order 
written by a clinical pharmacist practitioner or order for medications or tests shall be deemed to have been 
authorized by the physician approved by the boards as the supervisor of the clinical pharmacist practitioner, and 
the supervising physician shall be responsible for authorizing the prescription order.

Replaces blank local bill with “AN ACT TO PROHIBIT THE SALE OF CERTAIN 
PACKAGES OF CIGARETTES’ and creates a new GS 14-400.18 making it a Class 1 misdemeanor and an unfair 
trade practice to sell a package of cigarettes if (1) the package does not comply with the Federal Cigarette 
Labeling and Advertising Act in any respect, (2) the label indicates that the manufacturer did not intend for it to be 
sold in the United States, (3) the labeling referred to in (1) or (2) above is altered, (4) the package was imported 
after Jan. 1, 2000 in violation of federal law, or (5) the package violates federal trademark or copyright laws. 
Provides sanctions to be enforced by the Attorney General and the Sec’y of Revenue. Applied to offenses 
committed on or after Dec. 1, 1999. 


H 419. MOUNT AIRY SATELLITE ANNEXATION. Intro. 3/11/99. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 2nd edition. Makes no change from previous committee substitute. 


H 517. DROPOUT RATE COMPUTATION/ABC'S PROG. Intro. 3/22/99. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Changes title to “DIRECTING THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION TO STUDY 
THE COMPUTATION OF DROPOUT RATES FOR THE ABCS PROGRAM” and makes bill consistent with title. 
Board to report to Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee by Dec. 15, 1999, its recommendations as to 
the computation of the dropout rates for the ABCs accountability program. Effective July 1, 1999.

House committee substitute makes the following changes to 
1st edition. Deletes Orange County provisions on regulation of pesticides. Changes authorization for enhanced 
sedimentation control to allow increased sedimentation protection in the event of concurrent construction of two or 
more projects in the same watershed.

Deletes prohibition on renting or leasing bicycles to persons under age 18 without a helmet in their 
possession or as part of the rental or lease transaction. 


H 938. FIREARMS/AMMUN. PREEMPTION. Intro. 4/6/99. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Changes title to “TO PROVIDE THAT THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY DECLARE THAT THE 
LAWFUL DESIGN, MARKETING, MANUFACTURE, DISTRIBUTION, SALE, OR TRANSFER OF FIREARMS OR 
AMMUNITION TO THE PUBLIC IS NOT AN UNREASONABLY DANGEROUS ACTIVITY AND DOES NOT 
CONSTITUTE A NUISANCE PER SE; AND TO PROVIDE THAT THE AUTHORITY TO BRING SUIT AGAINST 
ANY FIREARM OR AMMUNITION MARKETER, MANUFACTURER, DISTRIBUTOR, DEALER, SELLER, OR

to 1st edition. Changes title to “TO INCREASE THE BENCHMARK AT WHICH THE DEPARTMENT OF 
ADMINISTRATION IS REQUIRED TO ADVERTISE FOR PROPOSALS FOR LEASES BY THE STATE, TO 
CLARIFY WHEN THE DEPARTMENT MAY TRANSFER PROPERTY TO NONPROFIT ORGANIZATIONS AT 
LESS THAN FAIR-MARKET VALUE, AND TO SIMPLIFY THE LAW REGARDING STATE LEASES OF 
PROPERTY IN UNIQUE LOCATIONS.” Amends GS 146-25.1(a) to increase the amount of a lease for which 
Dep't of Admin. is required to advertise from $12,000 to $25,000 per year. Amends GS 146-29.1(c) to require that 
for property to be sold or leased at less than market value to a nonprofit the property must be used in connection 
with the nonprofit’s tax-exempt purpose and not in connection with its unrelated trade or business. Amends GS 
146-32(3) to add as a condition for exempting a lease from requirements of GS Ch. 146 that the lease requires a 
unique location or a location that adjoins or is in close proximity to an existing rental location. 
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H 1002. ENVIRONMENT IMPACTS STUDY/FUNDS. Intro. 4/13/99. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Replaces blank bill with “AN ACT TO ASSIST BUSINESS, INDUSTRY, 
AGRICULTURE, AND LOCAL GOVERNMENT IN ATTAINING CLEANER AIR, WATER, AND LAND 
RESOURCES BY CREATING AND FUNDING THE ENVIRONMENTAL IMPACTS STUDY COMMISSION, 
WHICH SHALL IDENTIFY AND PRIORITIZE SOURCES OF ENVIRONMENTAL POLLUTION AND IDENTIFY 
TECHNOLOGIES AND METHODOLOGIES TO REDUCE THE ADVERSE ENVIRONMENTAL IMPACTS OF 
ACTIVITIES OF THESE SECTORS.” Creates a new Article 26 of Chapter 120 to create a standing study 
commission as title indicates. Members include members of each house of the General Assembly, 
representatives from business, industry, agriculture, local government, the environmental community and 
academics related to the subject of the study, and appointees from DENR, the Secretary of Commerce, and the 
Commissioner of Agriculture. The commission is to use a “systems approach” to study sustainable growth, 
considering the specific and cumulative impact of specified activities, land uses, or events identified in the bill.

Allows a local government to opt out of the notification center if it agrees to receive notice of 
the intent to excavate and agrees to notify utility owners within its jurisdiction. Requires such a local government 
to provide operations coverage and a single, nationally accessible toll-free telephone number to receive and 
record the information provided by excavators and to respond to information requests from excavators.

SUMMARIES OF AMENDMENTS 
AND COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTES 


SENATE BILLS 


S 10. LONG-TERM CARE SAFETY INITIATIVE. Intro. 1/28/99. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Adds substantive provisions to bill in three parts. 

Part | — Substantive Provisions for Resident Safety. Creates new sections in Chapter 131D requiring the 
Medical Care Commission to adopt rules establishing minimum standards for adult care homes, and requires 
adult care homes to comply with those rules, as well as the resident's individual assessment and plan of care. 
Commission rules must address minimum staffing, training and qualification standards, establish due process and 
appeal rights for discharge and transfer of residents, procedures for determining compliance history of adult care 
homes’ principals and affiliates, and for licensure of special care units, disclosure requirements and limited 
provisional licenses. Requires licensure of special care units, defined as a wing or hallway within an adult care 
home, or a program that is designated especially for residents with Alzheimer’s disease or other dementias, or 
other special needs disease or condition as determined by the Comm'n, which may include mental disabilities. 
Creates adult care home specialist fund to assist counties in paying salaries of adult care home specialists. 
Amends GS 131D-2 to change references to Social Services Comm'n to Medical Care Comm'n in provisions 
involving determination of needs that cannot be met in adult care home. Requires Dep’t of Health and Human 
Services to conduct compliance history review prior to issuing or renewing licenses. Amends GS 131D-21 to add 
notice and appeal provisions regarding transfer or discharge to list of resident’s rights. Amends GS 131D-2(b)((1) 
to limit provisional license to not more than 90 days and to provide for not more than one extension under 
conditions specified in the bill. Adds provisions specifying requirements for department of social services and 
Dep't of Health and Human Services investigations upon receiving complaints. Adds new subsection to GS 131E- 
233 to authorize a court, upon petition by the Dep't for emergency intervention, to order appointment of an 
emergency temporary manager under circumstances specified in the bill. Amends GS 131E-242 to add 
requirement that the Dep't require facilities to conduct initial and annual assessments of each resident using an 
instrument approved by the Secretary upon the advice of the Director of the Div’n of Aging. The facility must use 
the assessment to develop service and care plans and to determine the level and type of staff needed to care for 
the resident. Requires the Dep’t to review assessments and service plans as part of its inspection and licensing 
process and to require corrective action or pursue sanctions when facilities do not comply. 

Part Il - Adult Care Home Disclosure Requirements. Substantially similar to H 977/S 783, introduced 4/12/99. 
Requires adult care homes to disclose the form of care or treatment provided in a special care unit. 

Part Ill - Miscellaneous and Conforming Provisions. Amends GS 131D-4.2(h) to provide that rates for family 
care homes must be based on market rate data. Requires the Dep't of Health and Human Services to establish 
and maintain a provider file to record and monitor compliance histories of facilities, owners, operators, and 
affiliates or nursing homes and adult care homes. Requires Dep't to continue demonstration project testing the 
TEACCH model as a method for finding and retaining staff for adult care homes and nursing homes. Repeals GS 
143B, Article 3, Part 14E (Standards for Alzheimer’s Special Care Units). Requires the Dep't to make 
recommendations by Feb. 1, 2000 to the North Carolina Study Commission on Aging on a more efficient system 
of regulatory administration for adult care homes. Requires Study Commission on Aging to study licensing fees, 
the need for licensure of administrators, and the organization of the current regulatory system. Requires the Joint 
Legislative Health Care Oversight Committee to study whether the Health Care Registry is working effectively. 
Findings of these studies are to be reported to the General Assembly by May 1, 2000. 


S 120. UP SOME UNDERAGE SALES PENALTIES. Intro. 2/17/1999. Senate committee substitute substantially 
revises 1st edition. 

Repeals GS 18B-302(i), which now makes underage purchase or possession of malt beverages or unfortified 
wine only an infraction (not a crime) if offender is 19 or 20 years of age; result is that such offenses would become 
Class 1 misdemeanors subject to other provisions of bill. 


04/28/99 
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Alters proposed GS 18B-302A to make violation of GS 18B-302(a) (selling or giving wine, malt beverages, 
spirituous liquor, or mixed beverage to person under age 21) a Class 1 misdemeanor. If court does not impose 
active punishment, must include as condition of probation a fine of at least $250 plus at least 25 hours of 
community service. If offender has previous conviction of same offense during previous four years, and court 
does not impose active punishment, court must impose at least $500 fine and 150 hours of service. 

Makes violation of GS 18B-302(c)(2) (aiding or abetting, by person over lawful drinking age, another person 
to sell or give alcoholic beverages to underage person ,or an underage person to purchase or possess alcoholic 
beverages) a Class 1 misdemeanor. If active punishment not imposed, requires minimum fine (at least $1000 if 
previous conviction of same offense within previous four years and $500 otherwise) and community service (at 
least 150 hours if previous conviction and 25 hours otherwise). 


S 292. SUP. CT. CRIM. CASE DOCKETING. Intro. 3/8/1999. Senate committee substitute and amendments 
make the following changes to 1st edition. Change title to “TO PROVIDE THAT CRIMINAL CASES IN 
SUPERIOR COURT SHALL BE CALENDARED PURSUANT TO ADMINISTRATIVE SETTINGS.” Completely 
rewrite bill as follows. 

Add GS 7A-49.4 as new title indicates. Requires administrative setting to be held for each felony within 30 
days of indictment or service of indictment if required by law. Setting to be conducted by a resident superior court 
judge or any superior court judge designated by a resident superior court judge. At setting, judge must determine 
defendant's counsel status and set guidelines for discovery and motions; district attorney must inform defendant 
whether plea bargain will be offered (and judge may conduct plea conference); judge may hear pending pretrial 
motions or defer them; and judge may schedule further administrative settings if necessary. At conclusion of final 
setting, district att'y must announce proposed trial date unless parties have already agreed on one; judge must 
set that date unless determines that interest of justice require different date. 

Provides that if no trial held within one year after final setting, then on motion of defendant, senior resident 
superior court judge may set trial for date certain. 

Requires district attorney to publish trial calendar at least 10 days before cases are scheduled for trial. 
Where multiple court sessions are being held, district att'y may publish no more than one trial calendar per 
session. District att'y must make reasonable effort to notify each defendant of any change in the order in which 
cases will be called, by the Thursday before the session for which the defendant’s case is scheduled. 

Requires district att’'y, after calling the calendar, to announce to court order in which district att'y intends to 
call cases remaining on calendar. Deviations from announced order require approval by presiding judge if 
defendant whose case is called objects. A case may be continued only if both state and defendant consent, or 
judge orders continuance for good cause shown. District att’y, after consultation with the parties, must schedule 
new trial date for cases not reached during court session. 

Amends GS 7A-71 to specify that district att'y must prosecute all criminal actions in a timely manner. 

Effective Jan. 1, 2000. 


S 513. PRESC. DRUG ID CARD. Intro. 3/25/1999. Senate committee substitute makes the following changes to 
1st edition. Revises proposed new GS 58-3-174 to specify that certain information appear on uniform prescription 
drug identification card, including health benefit plan’s name or logo; the International Identification Number and 
other identifying numbers; the insured’s name and identification number, the policy expiration date, the plan’s 
claims submission name and address and its health desk telephone number and name. Adds subsec. (e) to 
exempt from provisions an entity that has its own health care facility and employs or contracts with physicians and 
other health care personnel, with regard to the drugs that the entity dispenses from its own pharmacies to its 
employees and enrollees; exemption does not apply to health plan that issues a single identification card to its 
insureds for all covered services. 


S 561. LAW OFFICERS' 25-YEAR RETIREMENT. Intro. 3/29/99. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Adds new section amending GS 143-166.41(a) (Special Separation Allowance) 
to change from the 30 to 25 the years of creditable service necessary to qualify for the allowance. 


S 586. TEXTBOOK DISTRIBUTION SYSTEM MODIFIED. Intro. 3/29/99. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Directs Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee to study law regarding 
distribution of textbooks to public schools and recommend improvements. Committee may report to either 2000 
Regular Session or the 2001 General Assembly. 
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S 638. LOCAL GOV'T RETIREMENT DEFINITION. Intro. 3/30/1999. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Requires Board of Trustees of Local Governmental Employees’ Retirement 
System, through Office of Att'y General, to request ruling from Internal Revenue Service whether LGERS would 
be adversely affected by participation of employees affected by act. 





S 643. INSURANCE PREMIUM FINANCING. Intro. 3/30/99. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Deletes proposed GS 58-35-55(g), which provided that a premium finance company, 
insurance company, or insurance agent or agency that commits a de minimis technical violation of this section is 
not liable to a third party absent a showing of either willful misconduct or material damages proximately caused by 
the violation. Deletes the proposed increase in GS 58-35-80(b) to $5 from $1 when a refund credit is not required. 


S 653. DURHAM CO. HEALTH FUND INVEST.. Intro. 3/30/99. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Makes technical changes only. 





S 708. AFFORDABLE HOUSING. Intro. 4/1/99. Senate committee amendment makes the following changes to | 
1st edition. Changes title to “AN ACT ALLOWING COUNTIES TO PROVIDE AFFORDABLE HOUSING FOR | 
PERSONS OF LOW AND MODERATE INCOME,’ thereby removing the act's application to urban counties only, 
and makes conforming changes in the bill. 


S 756. INCREASE AUTO INSURANCE COVERAGE. Intro. 4/5/1999. Senate amendments make the following 
changes to 1st edition. Lower from $50,000 to $30,000 the limit of required financial responsibility for liability 
because of bodily injury to or death of one person in one motor vehicle accident, and from $100,000 to $60,000 
the limit for coverage for bodily injury to or death of two or more persons in one accident. Reduce from $125,000 
to $85,000 the amount as provided by GS 20-279.25(a) that person must deposit as evidence of financial 
responsibility stemming from injury or damage caused by motor vehicle. Change effective date to July 1, 2000. 


S 783. LONG-TERM CARE FACILITIES/DISCLOSURE. Intro. 4/7/99. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Enacts new GS 131E-112 to provide that a nursing home or combination home 
that provides special care for persons with Alzheimer’s disease or other dementias in a special care unit shall 
make certain disclosures to DHHS and each person seeking placement in the unit, or that person’s 
representative, including: (1) a statement of its philosophy and mission; (2) criteria for placement and transfer to 
the special unit; (3) staffing patterns; (4) dementia-specific staff training; and (5) Alzheimer’s disease and other 
dementia-specific programming. Special care unit is defined as a wing or hallway within a nursing home, or a 
program provided by a nursing home, that is designated especially for residents with Alzheimer’s disease or other 
dementias, or other special needs disease or condition, as determined by the Medical Care Comm'n. Effective 
Jan. 1, 2000. 











S 829. NO BILLBOARDS ON I-40 EAST. Intro. 4/12/1999. Senate amendment makes the following changes to 
1st edition. Requires Joint Legislative Transportation Oversight Comm. to study whether additional outdoor 
advertising along |-40 from Orange-Alamance County line to Wilmington should be prohibited. Comm. to report 
findings and recommendations to 2000 Regular Session of General Assembly. Pending comm.’s report, 
establishes moratorium on new outdoor advertising along this portion of I-40, to expire July 1, 2000. 


S 830. AUTO REPAIR WORK DISCLOSURES. Intro. 4/12/1999. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. 

Revises proposed new GS 20-354A to exempt any motor vehicle repair shop when performing only minor 
repairs. 

Revises GS 20-354C to require written repair estimate to include statement allowing customer to indicate 
whether replaced parts should be saved for inspection or return, and indicating charge for storing motor vehicle 
after customer is notified that repair is finished. Provides that repair shop may not charge for first three working 
days of storage from date of this notice. Also deletes requirement of disclosure statement if cost will exceed 
$100. 

Revises GS 20-354E to change limit by which actual charges can exceed estimate to 10% over estimated 
cost (formerly, limit was $10 or 10% over estimate but not to exceed $50). 
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Revises GS 20-354F to provide invoice to customer, on completion of repair, indicating what was done to 
correct problem; describing labor, parts, and merchandise supplied and their costs; and identifying any 
replacement part that is used or rebuilt.

Senate committee substitute makes technical 
changes to 1st edition. 


S 867. REAL ESTATE LICENSURE LAW CHANGES. Intro. 4/13/1999. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Makes technical changes only. 


S 874. PROFESSIONAL FIREFIGHTERS’ RETIREMENT. Intro. 4/13/1999. Senate committee substitute makes 
the following changes to 1st edition. Alters proposed new GS 128-27(b18) to make it applicable to firefighters 
retiring on or after July 1, 1999 (previously, July 1, 2000). Changes effective date to July 1, 1999. 


S 920. UPDATE CONT. SUBSTANCE SCHEDULES. Intro. 4/14/99. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Adds new subsection (4b) to GS 90-95(h) to prohibit trafficking in 
methylenedioxyamphetamine (MDA) or methylenedioxymethamphetamine (MDMA) and amends title accordingly. 
New provision becomes effective Dec. 1, 1999 and applies to offenses committed on or after that date. 


S 942. IMPLEMENTATION OF STUDENT STANDARDS. Intro. 4/14/99. Senate amendment makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Amendment clarifies that the intent is that resources be identified and made available to 
provide assistance that will lead to academic success. 


S 960. REGULATION OF PHARMACIES. Intro. 4/15/99. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Adds to GS 90-85.21(c) list of factors Board must consider in adopting rules regulating 
pharmacies.

completely revises 1st edition. Changes title to “AUTHORIZING CITES WITH A POPULATION OF MORE THAN 

FOUR HUNDRED THOUSAND TO DEMOLISH AND REMOVE CERTAIN NONRESIDENTIAL BUILDINGS TO 
ENHANCE ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT EFFORTS.” 0) 
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Amends GS 160A-426 to provide that inspector in city with population over 400,000 may declare 
nonresidential building within community development target area to be unsafe if it appears to be vacant or 
abandoned, or is so dilapidated as to contribute to disease or be a hazard or “to tend to attract persons intent on 
criminal activities or other activities which would constitute a public nuisance.” If inspector finds building unsafe, 
must post notice on exterior wall. Makes conforming amendment to GS 160A-428 regarding content of notice to 
owner of building. Amends GS 160A-432 to allow city, in case of nonresidential building declared unsafe, to 
cause building to be removed or demolished. City’s costs to become lien against the property. 


S 1164. ESTABLISH METROPOLITAN PLANNING BOARDS. Intro. 4/15/1999. Senate committee substitute 
makes the following changes to 1st edition. Changes title to: “TO ESTABLISH CONSOLIDATED 
METROPOLITAN PLANNING ORGANIZATIONS UNDER STATE LAW.” Revises proposed GS 136-15.1 to state 
purpose of act to implement 23 U.S.C. 134 and sec. 8 of Federal Transit Act, requiring Metropolitan Planning 
Organization (MPO) for each urbanized area. Boundaries of MPOs to be determined by Governor on 
recommendation of Sec’y of Transportation. Boundaries must reflect current and projected commuting patterns: 
major regional transportation facilities; and consistency with federally designated metropolitan statistical area 
boundaries. Boundaries to be reexamined after each decennial census. MPO membership to include local 
elected officials, appropriate state officials, and officials of transportation agencies.

House amendment makes the following 
changes to 2nd edition. Deletes from definition of abuse violation of a state agency rule. 


H 287. CHILD CARE LAW CORRECTIONS. Intro. 3/4/99. House amendment makes the following changes to 
3rd edition.

Requires comm'n, by April 1, 2001 
and every two years thereafter, to report to General Assembly on implementation of act, funds expended, and 
funds needed during next election cycle. Requires General Assembly to appropriate at least the amount that 
comm’n Says is needed. 

Comm'n on Election Practices. Comm'n to consist of five members, serving four-year staggered terms, 
appointed by governor upon nominations made by members of the public, groups, and organizations, subject to 
confirmation by General Assembly by joint resolution. Members to elect one member as chair. No more than two 
members may be in same political party. Members to be appointed and confirmed by September 1, 2000. 

Qualifying contribution. Defines qualifying contribution as donation of $15 to $75 by check or money order 
payable to candidate made by person eligible to vote for the office which candidate is seeking; made during the 
designated qualifying period and obtained through efforts known and approved by candidate; and acknowledged 
by written receipt. 

Certification of candidates. Allows candidate to be certified as Clean Election Act candidate, and become 
eligible for funds, by filing with Comm'n declaration of intent to participate in act, and swearing that he or she will 
comply with act and other requirements set by comm’n. After becoming participating candidate, candidate may 
only accept qualifying contributions. Comm'n may certify candidate upon receipt of record of required number of : 
qualifying contributions and compliance with expenditure restrictions. To become certified and receive distribution tJ 
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from Fund, participating candidate must have received qualified contributions from specified number of registered 
voters, depending on the office sought; these numbers range from 250 for State House candidate to 7,000 for 
gubernatorial candidate. 

Restrictions on contributions and expenditures. Participating or certified candidate must limit campaign 
expenditures to qualifying contributions received and revenues distributed from Fund; candidate also may accept 
in-kind contributions from political party executive committees up to aggregate value of 10% of base level of 
public financing determined by Comm'n. 

Amount and timing of Fund distribution. Establishes formula for total amount of funds to be distributed based 
on average amount of campaign expenditures by highest vote-receiving candidates for two preceding elections. 
Establishes schedule for distribution (for example, 3 business days after first Monday in February of election year 
for primary election candidates). 

Uncertified candidates. Uncertified candidate whose opponent is certified candidate must report to Comm'n 
20 days before election statement of amount that uncertified candidate intends to spend for that election plus 
amount raised to date. If this total amount exceeds amount of Fund distribution to opposing certified candidate, 
Comm'n must give the latter a matching amount equivalent to the excess, but limited to average spent by top 
vote-getters in last two contested elections. 

Reports to Comm'n by participating and certified candidates. Such candidates must report all campaign 
receipts and expenditures to Comm'n, and return unspent money to Comm'n. 

Penalties. Sets civil penalty up to $10,000 for each violation of new article’s requirements; also, Comm'n 
may require return of funds distributed if candidate violates requirements. Makes it a Class | felony to willfully or 
Knowingly violate the article or rules of Comm'n, or knowingly make a false statement in any report required by 
article; also, person guilty of such felony must return all money received from fund. 

Time limits for contributions. In provision applicable only to candidate opposed by certified candidate who 
has not received maximum matching distribution from Fund, amends GS 163-278.13 to forbid candidate for 
Governor, Lt. Governor, Council of State office, or General Assembly to accept any contributions starting 21 days 
before general election and ending the day after. This prohibition also applies to political committee whose 
principal purpose is to support candidate for any of those offices.

S 120. UP SOME UNDERAGE SALES PENALTIES. Intro. 2/16/99. Senate amendment makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Makes technical changes only. 


S 129. REPEAL UCC ARTICLE ON BULK TRANSFERS. Intro. 2/18/99. Senate amendment makes the following 
changes to ist edition. Adds a provision amending GS 25-9-406 raising from $15 to $16 the fee to be charged 
when a secured party presents for filing a statement of release of all or part of the collateral described in a filed 


financing statement. Adds the following to the bill’s title: “TO INCREASE THE FEE FOR FILING AND NOTING A 
STATEMENT OF RELEASE.” 


S 395. CABARRUS COUNTY TOURISM. Intro. 3/17/99. Senate committee replaces blank bill in 1st edition as 
follows. Amends provisions concerning Cabarrus County Tourism Authority. Provides that three seats on the 


authority now appointed from a list submitted by the Concord Cabarrus Chamber of Commerce be appointed from 
a list submitted by the Cabarrus County Tourism Authority. Provides that three seats now appointed from a list 
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submitted by the Kannapolis Chamber of Commerce be appointed from a list submitted by the Cabarrus Regional 
Chamber of Commerce. 


S 532. ASHEVILLE CIVIL SERVICE BOARD. Intro. 3/15/99. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Replaces Mecklenburg Local Act with an act to “REWRITE THE LAWS RELATED TO 
THE CIVIL SERVICE BOARD OF THE CITY OF ASHEVILLE”. Rewrites section of Asheville charter concerning 
the city’s civil service board. Provides that City Manager shall provide for the board’s operational needs in the 
city’s annual budget. Changes election period for board members elected by city employees from within 15 days 
after the city council names members to the board, to an election held on a normal City work day not less than 10 
nor more than 30 days after written notice of the date of election is provided to each member of the classified 
services. Amends section outlining rulemaking authority to limit board rules to the following: (1) standardizing and 
classifying positions, (2) temporary and part-time employment, (3) establishing probationary employment periods 
not to exceed one year, (4) for suspension for disciplinary purposes, with or without pay, for not longer than 90 
days, (5) for discharge or reduction in rank or compensation, and (6) for investigation and recording the efficiency 
of employees. Removes from duties of Board involvement in competitive testing to determine fitness of 
applicants, among other things. Amends section concerning hearing before the Board to require that a person 
seeking such a hearing exhaust grievance procedures provided by the city before seeking such a hearing, as long 
as the grievance procedure is concluded within 30 days. Effective 30 days after ratification. 


S 543. FORSYTH AREA ZONING CHANGES. Intro. 3/29/99. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Replaces blank will with AN ACT RELATING TO ZONING BY FORSYTH COUNTY, THE 
TOWNS OF KERNERSVILLE AND LEWISVILLE, AND THE VILLAGE OF CLEMMONS. Sec. 1, Ch. 381, SL 
1973 empowers the Board of Aldermen of the City of Winston-Salem by ordinance to regulate throughout the city 
the uses of buildings and to create general use districts and special use districts within the city. It also sets out 
some of the procedures involved when there is a request for rezoning. This bill (1) adds provisions to the charters 
of Kernersville, Lewisville, and Clemmons which are substantively identical to the Winston-Salem provisions and 
(2) amends the Winston-Salem provisions to remove the restriction against imposing architectural controls as a 
condition of rezoning. Sec. 2 of Ch. 381, SL 1993 empowers the County of Forsyth in ways substantively 
identical to the Winston-Salem empowerment. This bill (3) adds a provision specifying that for Forsyth the act of 
issuing a special use district permit is deemed to be a legislative act of the Board of County Commissioners and 
the procedural standards applicable to the legislative acts are to apply to the consideration and issuance of 
special use permits. 


S 582. ELECTRONIC PAWN RECORDS. Intro. 3/29/99. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Changes bill from local to public act and changes title to “AN ACT TO IMPROVE LAW 
ENFORCEMENT EFFORTS TO RECOVER STOLEN PROPERTY BY PROVIDING SHERIFFS WITH ACCESS 
TO PAWN TICKET RECORDS OF PAWNSHOPS LOCATED IN MUNICIPALITIES AND BY AUTHORIZING 
CERTAIN CHIEFS OF POLICE TO REQUIRE PAWNBROKERS TO MAKE PAWN TICKET RECORDS 
AVAILABLE IN ELECTRONIC FORMAT.” Amends GS 91A-7(d) to provide that pawnbroker tickets are available 
for inspection by the sheriff and the police chief (was, or). Creates new GS 91A-7.1 authorizing municipalities with 
population over 140,000 to require pawnshops that have a transaction volume of 200 or more in a 12-month 
period to provide information contained on pawn tickets to the chief of police in electronic form. Requires police 
chief to determine the monthly transaction volume and to notify pawnshops that are subject to the electronic 
reporting requirement at least 45 days prior to implementing the requirement. Effective July 1, 1999. 


S 829. NO BILLBOARDS ON I-40 EAST. Intro. 3/12/99. Senate amendment makes the following changes to 2nd 
edition. Adds a provision directing the committee also to study the advisability of the Dep't of Transportation 
allowing owners of billboards to enter the right of way and destroy vegetation which might obscure their 
advertising. 


S 830. AUTO REPAIR WORK DISCLOSURES. Intro. 4/12/99. Senate amendments make the following changes 
to 1st edition. Amendment 1 amends GS 20-354A(b) (exception to the written estimate requirement when 
customer waives right to receive it) to specify that a customer may waive the right to receive written estimates for 
a period of time specified by the customer in the wavier. Amendment 2 adds an exception to the coverage of the 
bill for any person or motor vehicle repair shop performing repairs on commercial construction equipment. 
Amendment 3 makes technical change.

S 929. ABATEMENT OF NUISANCES. Intro. 4/14/99. Senate committee substitute makes the following changes 
to 1st edition. Deletes proposed definition of “assignation” in GS 19-1.1 Clarifies that “breach of peace” involves 
repeated acts that disturb the public order. Deletes proposed GS 19-1.6, which would provide that cessation of 
nuisance activities do not preclude an action for abatement of a nuisance based on its past operation. 


S 984. ACCOUNTANTICPA AUDITS. Intro. 4/15/99. Senate committee substitute makes the following changes 
to 1st edition. Replaces blank bill with “AN ACT AUTHORIZING CERTAIN ACCOUNTANTS AND CERTIFIED 
PUBLIC ACCOUNTANTS TO ISSUE AUDITS.” Amends GS 93-12(8c) to authorize an accountant to issue an 
audit to a qualified client if the accountant has issued an audit for the client for the years 1997, 1998, or 1999, the 
accountant has completed an independent peer review program on or before Dec. 31, 2000 and every three 
years after that date, the accountant notifies the Board that he or she has meet these requirements prior to Dec. 
31, 2000, and no more than 2 years has lapsed since the accounted provided an audit to the qualified client. 
Amends GS 93-1(a)(5) to provide that an accountant or certified accountant who meets these requirements may 
issue an audit and any review of financial statement, any compilation of a financial statement, and any agreed 
upon procedure. Makes other technical changes. Provides that a certified public accountant, or any accountant 
who meets the requirements of GS 93-12(8c)g, may issue an audit in the public practice of accountancy. Further, 
provides that a certified public accountant or an accountant may issue any review of any financial statement, any 
compilation of a financial statement, and any agreed upon procedure in the public practice of accountancy. 


S 1003. GIFTS BY GUARDIANS. Intro. 4/15/99. Senate amendment makes the following changes to 1st edition. 
Amends the bill in several places to specifically include gifts to the guardian among the authorized gifts, and 
makes technical change. 


S 1152. NONRESIDENTIAL ABANDONED STRUCTURES. Intro. 4/15/99. Senate amendment makes the 
following changes to 2nd edition. Lowers size of cities authorized to demolish and remove nonresidential 
structures under the bill from cities with a population greater than 400,000 to cities with a population greater than 
200,000.

H 240. UNC NONAPPROPRIATED CAPITAL PROJECTS. Intro. 3/4/99. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Replaces blank bill with “AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE CONSTRUCTION AND 
THE FINANCING, WITHOUT APPROPRIATIONS FROM THE GENERAL FUNDS, OF CERTAIN CAPITAL 
IMPROVEMENTS PROJECTS OF THE CONSTITUENT INSTITUTIONS OF THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH 
CAROLINA.” Authorizes self-liquidating projects as follows:

Further amends GS 110-88 to provide that (1) the Child Care Commission may not require the 
standards, policies, or curriculum of any single accrediting childcare organization and (2) if regulatory inquiries to 
providers include data base fields or questions regarding accreditation, the inquiry must permit daycare providers 
to fill in any accrediting organization from which they have received accreditation. 


H 734. CHAPEL HILL DEVELOPMENT AGREEMENTS. Intro. 3/30/99. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Replaces blank bill with “AN ACT AUTHORIZING THE TOWN OF CHAPEL HILL 
TO ENTER INTO DEVELOPMENT AGREEMENTS WITH OWNERS OF LARGE TRACTS OF LAND WITHIN 
THE TOWN AND ITS EXTRATERRITORIAL PLANNING JURISDICTION.” Enacts new statutes applicable only 
to the Town of Chapel Hill authorizing development agreements, defined as agreements between the town and an 
owner of a large tract of land (at least 150 acres) authorized by local zoning ordinance. Authorizes town to 
recognize vested right in development plan under an agreement for an initial period not to exceed 25 years. 
Makes changes in land use regulations that occur after the agreement is applicable except under circumstances 
listed in the bill. Sets out information that must be contained in the agreement. Requires the town to adopt an 
ordinance establishing procedures for approval, including recommendation from the planning agency, public 
hearing, and recordation of the agreement at the Register of Deeds office in the county where the property is 
located. Requires that procedures be authorized by a zoning ordinance, which must address amendment, 
termination, revocation and enforcement of the agreement. Specifies that the provisions of the act apply to the 
erection, construction, and use of buildings by the state and its political subdivisions. Contains provision stating 
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that no land owned by the State may be included within an overlay district or a special use or conditional use 

district without approval of the Council of State. ) | 
House amendment 1 authorizes town to assess the owner a fee not to exceed $100 as a condition of the 

development agreement and to waive the fee for good cause shown. 


H 736. MANAGED CARE/PATIENT ACCESS. Intro. 3/30/99. House amendments make the following changes to 
3rd edition. (1) Before the amendment, the bill excluded from the definition of “health benefit plan” in the bill's new 
GS 58-3-220(a)(1) a managed care plan provided under the Teachers’ and State Employees’ Comprehensive 
Major Medical Plan. Amendment deletes that exclusion. (2) Amendment changes bill’s revisions to GS 58-3- 
200(d) so it would provide that no insurer may penalize or subject an insured to additional deductibles or 
copayments for health care services under the insured’s approved health benefit plan unless contracting health 
care providers able to meet health needs of the insured are reasonably available to the insured without 
unreasonable delay, in which case the fee paid to the provider outside the plan’s network is to be at least as much 
as the fee paid to a provider within the plan’s network minus a 15% administrative fee per service, to be paid by 
the insured. 





H 767. DIVIDE DISTRICT 7. Intro. 3/31/99. House committee substitute makes the following changes to 1st 
edition. Replaces blank bill with AN ACT TO DIVIDE DISTRICT COURT DISTRICT 7 AND PROSECUTORIAL 
DISTRICT 7 INTO DISTRICTS 7A AND 7B. As title indicates. Amends GS 7A-133 putting Nash in 7A and 
Edgecombe and Wilson in 7B. Current district court judges who reside in Nash are to serve in 7A; current district 
court judges who now reside in Edgecombe and Wilson are to serve in 7B. Current district attorney in 7 is to be 
district attorney for 7A and governor is to appoint district attorney for 7B, to serve a term expiring Dec. 1, 2000. 
The six assistant district attorneys currently serving Nash are to be assigned to 7A and the nine currently serving 
Edgecombe and Wilson are to be assigned to 7B. Appropriates $210,000 for fiscal 1999-2000 and $280,000 for 
fiscal 2000-01 to implement act. Judicial provisions become effective Jan. 1, 2000 or the date when approved 
under Section 5 of the Voting Rights Act, whichever is later. District attorney provisions effective Jan. 1, 2000. 


H 845. GREENVILLE UTILITIES COMMISSION. Intro. 4/1/99. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Makes bill’s provisions applicable to City of Greenville and Greenville Utilities Comm'n 
(was, comm’n only) and (1) provides that the authority to operate steam and chilled water systems applies only if 
the system is located in the Greenville Industrial Park and is entirely within the corporate limits of the city or its 
extraterritorial jurisdiction, (2) provides that the authority to operate a public enterprise applies only if approved by 
the governing body of the entity and the enterprise is located within Pitt County, (3) deletes the bill’s grant of 
authority to operate appliance warranty programs, security monitoring systems, and surge protector programs for 
customers of the utilities comm’n, and (4) adds a provision authorizing the city and the comm’n to charge 
appropriate fees for any expanded services offered pursuant to this bill. Changes title to “AN ACT EXPANDING 
THE PERMISSIBLE PURPOSES OF THE GREENVILLE UTILITIES COMMISSION AND AUTHORIZING THE 
COMMISSION TO CHARGE APPROPRIATE FEES FOR EXPANDED SERVICES.” 


H 959. COCKFIGHTING/INCREASE PENALTY. Intro. 4/8/99. House amendment makes the following changes 
to 2nd edition. Replaces language in previous version that would have defined providing a cock for a cock fight as 
criminal behavior. Also deletes language that would have punished as a Class H felony owning, possessing, or 
training a cock with the intent that the cock be used in an exhibition featuring that cock. Changes punishment for 
violation of GS 14-362 from Class 2 misdemeanor to Class 1 misdemeanor (previous version would have made 
this a Class H felony). 


H 1032. UNDERGROUND UTILITY DAMAGE AMEND. Intro. 4/14/99. House committee substitute and 
amendment make the following changes to 2nd edition. (1) Delete from bill prior provision amending the definition 
of “location of underground utilities” found in GS 87-101(5). (2) Delete from bill prior provision adding new GS 87- 
103(b)(2a), which would have required that a person conducting an excavation take reasonable steps to protect 
any underground utility lines when excavating within 24 inches of either side of the outside edges of the marked 
location of the underground facilities, including the use of hand equipment rather than mechanical equipment until 
exposure of the facility. (3) Delete from bill prior provision adding new GS 87-116 setting civil penalties for 
violations. (4) Delete from the bill's new GS 87-102(d) the provision that a notice regarding an intent to excavate 
is valid for 10 working days and requiring an excavator to request remarking of the underground facility two days 
before the end of the 10 working days. 
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H 1267. TEACHER HARASSMENT PROTECTION. Intro. 4/15/99. House amendments make the following 
changes to 2nd edition. (1) Make the bill applicable to harassment by school board members as well as by 
students and fellow school employees (2) Provide that the protections of the bill do not apply when the 
complaining employee knows or has reason to know that the report is “false” (was, “not accurate”). (3) Provide 
that an employee disciplined in violation of the bill’s provisions may bring a civil action for injunctive relief or other 
remedies under GS 126-86 (which now generally applies to state employees, not school employees). And (4) 
Make the bill's provisions applicable to complaints made on or after Oct. 1, 1999. 


H 1277. PHARMACY CHOICE/COMPETITION. Intro. 4/15/99. House committee substitute adds appropriation to 
1st edition. Changes title to “AN ACT TO PROMOTE COMPETITION, CHOICE, AND AVAILABILITY IN THE 
PURCHASE OF PRESCRIPTION DRUGS AND PHARMACY SERVICES, AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
THE DEPARTMENT OF INSURANCE TO MONITOR THE EFFECTS OF THIS ACT ON COVERED 
INDIVIDUALS.” Appropriates from the General Fund to the Department of Insurance $50,000 for 1999-2000 as 
new title indicates. 


H 1288. ESTABLISH METROPOLITAN PLANNING BOARDS. Intro. 4/15/99. House amendment makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Adds provision that no state funds are to be used to carry out the provisions of 
the bill.
